Each of the foUowing little works^ have 
gone through several editions while printed 
separately. Various instances of their utility 
have come to the knowledge of the Author, 
for which he feels grateful to the God of aQ 
grace. He has yielded to the advice of others, 
in classing them together, so as to form one 
volume. 

It is many years since the first in this 

collection was sent abroad into the world. At 

that time, few books existed in this country 

professedly written for children, except such 

as were calculated either to vitiate the taste, 

or to injure the morals of the youthful reader. 

Indeed this scarcity of pioiui !>ooks for youth, 

led to the production of ^ Worlds Displayed.^ 

The author had under his care, a young 

female relative, in her tenth year. Miss 

Mary Campbell, who was afterwards Mrs. Dr. 

Meikle, of Hydrabad, in the East Indies, and 

who died on her way to Madnw for health, 

and in the expectatioii of meeting the Author 

at the Cape of Good Hope. Knowing of no 

books suited to her youthful mind, which

she had not already read^ he offered her variouid 
large treatises by worthy men^ but she com- 
plained against the bulk of some> and the 
number of pages without one stop^ in others. 
This circumstance led to attempt communi- 
cating instruction by way of narrative^ andP 
briefly^ as most adapted to her taste. 

The first life in the little woiiL was soon 
finished^ and put into her hand one day after 
dinner. She read it with attention^ and with- 
out once tuniing her eyes from the paper till 
she had reached the end^ when she enquired 
for more of the same kind^ which obliged the 
author to write another and another^ till the 
whole c^ontained in the volume were finished. 

These manuscript lives being seen by seve- 
ral friends^ by their advice they were sent to 
press. Her clamour for more lives^ produced 
a second volume from the author, which was' 
named " The Picture of Human life," to dis- 
tinguish it from the other ; after which he 
began to feel like Solomon, Bunyan, and many 
more, that, of making books there is no end.

But I would not only urge the practice on those who 
move in the higher circles, but upon all the friends of 
Jesus, from the prince down to the pauper in the parish 
workhouse ; and can assure them, from some experience 
and observation, that there, is Uttle -danger of their meet- 
ing with abusive language, or any interruption, from 
those whom they may address, if they do it with prudence 
and affection. 

Let not females suppose that their sex'exempts them 
from attending to this important concern. Providence 
presents opportunities of usefulness to them, as well «s 
to men; and it is of importance for them also to occupy 
thefr talents till Christ shall come. 

I am persuaded, that many are deterred from entering 
this wide field of useMness, from an apprehension that 
insurmountable difiiculties are in the way, rather than 
. from an aversion to the work. Jt is hoped that the ex- 
amples contained in these pages will convince them that 
their fears are groundless. 

The satisfectkin of mind which a person so employed 
might enjoy every evening, while reflecting on the oc- 
currences of the day, would richly compensate for all the 
. toil and trouble ; for be who watereth others, from love 
to Jesus and to them, will find his own soul like a well 
watered garden, or a field, which the Lord hath blessed. 
The good man shall be satisfied from himself. 

If this work commend itself to our consciences as a 



good work, let us covet earnestly the requisite gifts for 
performiDg it ; let as meditate much on the eternal and 
astonishing love of God to sinners ; on the arduous woric 
which the Son of God aoeomplished for their redemp- 
tion ; on the shortness of the period allotted to us for 
honouring God in such a way ; aAd on the awful and 
endless miseries which saved sinners escape, and the in- 
conceivable glories to which they are raised. If these 
things dwell richly and powerfuUy in the mind^ whether 
we move in the higher or lower circles of life^ we shall 
feel disposed and fitted for this important service. 

Though I have presented these Walks of Usefubiess 
to the public, I have to confess with shame, that they 
describe, in many instances, what might have been done, 
rather than what, in many cases, I have really done. 
It is my sincere desire, that they may ezdte both the 
writer and the reader to gpreater exertions for the wel- 
fiire of others, and to a more constant and ardent imita- 
tion of the blight example of the Friend of sinners, who 
had compassion on the ignorant, and on them that were 
out of the way, who went about doing good ; and, of 
whom it is said, the common people heard him gladly.

But, mM I, ywi can hare no 
other pursuit of so much importance as to hAte the en* 
joyment of God's friendship^ and the hofM of eternal 
life. That may be all very true ; bnt to market I most 
run just now. And away he went in great haste. 

The next person with whom I engaged in oonrersa- 
tion was a poor BBeoAR, sitting by the way side. I In- 
quired^ how long he had been in the practice of begging. 
More than twenty years, said he. And pray how much 
of these twenty years has been employed In begging 
spiritual and eternal riches from God ? Very little, in- 
deed, said the poor man. What acooont will you be 
able to ff nder .to God for hiiving'begged so long, and 
with such eamestnetvtfor'^a few pence, while yon neg- 
lected to soUcit him to pardon your sins, to sanctify your 
soul, and to give you an inheritance among his people ? 
Here he slKwk his head, and said, I know not. Before 
I leave you, listen to this advice : Seek not only for the 
bread that perishes in the using, bnt for that aiso which 
endureth to everlasting life.

Likewise^ when a p«rton has 
frequently laughed at a Tice, he will not allerwaids hold 
it in great ahhorrenoe. These tbeatrioal reproMntatioiis 
ruin the morals of the nge, and hiiiig down judgments 
on the nation. Stop I stop } you are canying'the matter 
too far; for if you go on with that kind of reasonings 
you viil make us out to he a Tery wicked nation indeed! 
Yes, Madam, we are a sinjful nation, a people laden with 
iniquity. Pray where have you oome from this morn- 
ing-? said the lady. I have oome^ Madan, from my 
dosety where I poured out my soul unto my God, be- 
seeching him that he would enable me to do^some good 
to-day in the world ; and by this conversation I va 
desirous of doing good to you ; and that yoa mi^ be 
prevailed on to cease to do evtl, and «iay learn to do 
w^. Upon this, a young lady eaane frtekin^ ilongy and 
calling out to the person with whom I was covferaiDg, 
Oh, Madam, I am glad I have met you ; the company 
are all waiting, and wondering^ wha(t has detained you ! 
On which the lady wftlked off to her company. 

A NUR8ERYMAV was the next that attracted my 
attention. He was canying a number of ydnng trees 
under his arm. 1 asked where those trees grew. He 
told me, they had grown in his master's nufsery. Is it 
not wonderful, said I, that such trees should grow at nil ! 
No, said he, our ground is remarkably good, and we 
give it plenty of manure. True, friend : bat both the 
ground and the manure are dead; is it not therefore 
wonderful that they can seiid up such beantlfol trees, 
bearing flowers and fruit ? All good ground does that, 
said he. Very true ; but 'supposing that not one tree 
or dirub, or any thing had risen out of the ground from 
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the begbmhig of the worid tUl the pvamit day, and that 
Dowy for the int time, we had oliaerred all theM thlngpi 
qnriiitging up from the earth, iHiat dioald we have 
thought ? Indeed, Sir, I cannot tell ; peifaapa we 
should have thonc^t that there weie a nomber of Inge* 
nkMupeople under ground aending tbemup, and, prohably, 
eoriodty would hafe prompted us to have dug down and 
examined the cause. Then yon will allow that some 
Being sends the plants up ? Surely, Sir, and it must be 
God ; for all the gardeners In the universe could not 
make a tulip. Well said, gardener, you are the wisest 
man I have met with to day. 

Can you inliann me, gardener, how many diflerant 
kinds of flowers there are } No, I cannot, for they are 
innumerable ; there is not a man alive, who has seen 
them all ; and we are getting new flowera from abroad 
eveiy year. Do you thtnk that any gardener could 
invent a new flower, completely dilferent from all that 
God has lumed? No, I beUeve not; for variety is 
exhausted. But could not God produce in a moment 
aa great a variety ** be has dime already, perfectly dif- 
ferent from all which at present exist? No doubt he 
could ; for no bounds can be set to inflnite wisdom and 
power. He could create a thousand worlds in the 
twinkling of an eye, as large as this one, and not two 
of them in the least resembling each other. Did you ever 
reflect, gardener, that it requires the same power to 
destroy a world, that was requisite to produce it ; No, 
I do not thiok I ever did ; but I perceive it must be so ; 
foiC though all the men in the world were to set about 
destroying it, they could only dig a few holes in it, which 
would soon be filled with water, and then'they must 
give over digging. But he who said, 'Let there be 
light, and there was light,' couki have said again, Let 
theie be no lif^t, and there would have been nothing 
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but darkness. Do you think that God aloBe can change 
the heart ? Here he said^ en^)hatically^ I am sure none 
else can, for I have often attempted but in vain, to 
change my heart ; nor can any man do it for nie^ but I 
went to God, and the old heart melted down before him, 
and he gave me a heart to fear and love him. Thus, I 
found the gardener a mudi wiser man than at the 
beginning of the conversation I expected to find him. 

A man near me was telling another that he was a 
MOLB-cATCHEB. Turning about to him, I said. Friend, 
you will be able to tell me whether it be a true report 
that I have heard of the mole, that it hath no eyes. 
Oh, said he, that is all false ; their eyes are small, but 
they can see as well as yoii or 1 ; indeed, I sometimes 
think they both see and hear too well, for I find it very 
difficult to get hold of them. 

The Bible declares that all men are bom blind ; do 
yon consider that a true report? Not I said he, it to 
almost the reverse ; for there are veiy few bom blind. 
Do you not think that some men are blind to their own 
interest? Yes, said he", many, and I am one myself; 
for had I taken my fiither's advice, and gone to the 
business which he recommended, I might have been 
riding to-day in my carriage. Well that is a proof of 
blindness as it respects the things of this life ; but do 
you not think that all men are by nature blind to the 
importance and glory of the things of God ; blind to the 
worth of the soul, the beauty of holiness, and necessity 
of a Redeemer ? Did you ever know one who naturally 
preferred these things to the vanities of this worid ? 
Buch a one, said he, would be fit to be placed in a 
museum of curiosities. Take care, then firiend, that 
you be not more blind than the mole, to your own im- 
mortal interests. JLooking to his companion, he said, 
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Ifhat do yoQ think of all fhU divinity ? Is not the man 
perfectly sound ? Yes, said he : and tf he be right, you 
and I are hceih wrong. 

Looking about me, I peroeired a little nor carrying a 
bird's nest. Persuaded that the soul of this bo^ was 
as ▼aluable as the soul of an emperor, I considered it my 
duty to endeavour to be of service to him. For this pur- 
pose, I asked him what he carried in his hand ? A 
bird's nest, said he smiling. Who made that nest? A 
buliioch. Who taught it to make the nest so neatly ? 
Its father, I- suppose, said the boy. No such thing: for 
all the butfinches in the world build them exactly in the 
same manner ; and the young ones build their first nest 
as neatly as the old ones build their last. Now, are net 
the oldest scholars in your school better readers tlian 
those who came to school last wi^k ? Yes, surely, said 
he : who was it then, he asked, who taught the bul- 
finch to build its nest ? It was God ; and be will teach 
yon to do greater things than he teaches the bulfinch, 
if you get acquainted with him. 

Bat is it not cruel to take away the nest from the bul- 
finch ? No ; what cruelty is there in it ? When you 
go to your b<kl-room to-night, sbould you And that 
some person had ran off with your bed, would you not 
be sorry ? The poor bulfinch will not have a nest to 
ideep in to-night, because you have taken it away ; she 
will likewise have to lament tfae loss of her young ones, 
and were you now near her, you would hear h» uttering 
some doleful notes, lamenting over a lost nest, and a lost 
family. On telling him these things, the tears came 
tiriclding down his dieeks. I s^, said I, you are weep- 
ing because ytm injured the bulfinch; did you evor 
weep because you hare ofiended your God, who gave 
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you life> and healtb» and eveiy good thing that ever yotf 
had ? Gro home^ and get acquainted with Jesus Christ, 
the Saviour of sinners, and through him you stiall obtain 
pardon for ali your sins, and he will wipe away, for ever, 
an tears from yoor eyes. 

Perceiving a man anolino at a little distance, I 
hastened towards him. To introduce a conversation, I 
inquired whether he had caught many fish this morning. 
Noy said he, they will not take the bait. Did you ever 
hear of people being sent out to fish for men ? No, said 
he, smiling. What I have you never read in the New 
Testament, that Jesus said to his disciples, * I will make 
you fishers of men ?' Yes, said he,- I have, but I never 
knew the meaning of it. The Son of God pitied man, 
and provided a net, called the gospel ; with this net he 
sent his apostles^into all the wor^, that by means of it 
they might drag, and compel men to come out of the 
kingdom of darkness into that of God^s dear Son.

self. He paid for it, and took it away. 

So you are a goldsmith, said I, to a man who was 
listening to our 4^nversation ? Yes, I am, replied he.

No, said he, there is some of it very 
bad indeed. Pray what do you do with the bad gold ?

Examine, also, when 
ther in the sight o^ a heart searching God, you may 
be called a copper or a gold man. 

ynaild we were conversing^ a man came bounce 
against me, with such violence that he almost knocked 
me down, and ran on without taking the least notice of 
what he had done. Oh, said a person present, I fancy 
that is a pickpocket who has broke out of prison. What 
a mercy, said I, it would be if every man were as eager 
to run from the prison of sin, to obtain the marvellous 
liberty of the sons of God. Christ 6ame on purpose to 
open prison doors, and to set prisoners free from their 
confinement ; but multitudes are so enamoured with the 
chains with which they are bound, . that they will not 
accept of deliverance. But remember, my Mends, ' if 
the Son make you free^ ye shall be free indeed.' 

There ! si^ the goldsmith, there goes a physician, 
you had better give him a word of advice, for he requiri's 
it as much as any one. I went and asked him if ever he 
bad cured any of his patients. Yes, said he, thousands I 
Now, answer this inquiry, Have you cured yourself? 
Myself! I have no disease, n<x ever had. Is your soul, 
Sir, in good health ? It has no pulse, Sir, how shall I 
know whether it is well or sick ? Very easOy ; think 
whether it be a hxAy soul or not ; whether it is seekiqg 
after heavenly wisdom as for hidden treasures ; whethe? 
it has an appetite for the bread ^ life^ <&c. Do you ever 
pray to God, Sir ! No, I do not ; I am kept so bui^ 
night and day that I have no time for it. Have you 
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leisure to eat. Sir? O yes, or elue I should starve. If 
your soul were in healtb, or holy, you would not find it 
more difficulty to obtain leisure to piay than to find 
time to eat. Do you ever go to a place of worship? 
O, no ; yon Itnow physicians are excused Irom that 
service. By whom ? By the common consent of man- 
kind. But does God dispense with their attendance 
on his ordinances ? As for that, I Icdow nothing about 
it. Poor physician ! to you the health of others, or per* 
haps rather the gc^d of others, is more valuable than the 
life and health of your owji soul. Think what a man 
shall be profited, though he gain the whole world, if he 
lose bis own soul. O, Sir, said he, it is not the money, 
it is the life and health of the {Mitient that engages me 
so constantly. Do not tell me so ; if no reward were 
given for your attendance, you would find many excuses 
for attending your patients 'less frequently. I te- 
quested him to take notice of some asses that were 
passing ; Do not yon jobserve, said I, stupidity in their 
countenances? God compares man in his natural 
estate to that stQpid ax^imal. See ! these asses neither 
know the way. they ought to go, nor a^ tliey willing 
to go. as the man directs them. In this they are a 
striking representation of vain man, who would be wise, 
though bom like the wild ass's colt* 

Now, Sir, I can inform you of a physician who can 
cure hardness of lieart, sinful propensities, ^c. to whom 
you would do well to apply lor a cure of all those invete* 
rate diseases ; and remember, he demands no remunera- 
tion far the cures he performs* He is Jesus of Naza- 
reth, the Son of God, the Prince of life. Here ended our 
conveisatitm. 

There .was a Jjsw walking at a little distance, dressed 
in a black velvet jdoak. I am happy to see you tbi^

How«rer, I called oat wltb a load <raiee, Tbat 
God bad prodalmed pMce with men npoo earth, not- . 
witbatandiDg their rebelUoos eondnet towards Um ; 
and tbat be bad lent bi* own Son to die for their 
oSencea, on purpose to iMwidle them to hli frienddiip 
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and government. Indeed, my friei^ds said I, be laid 
upon Him our guilt, and by bis stripes alone we can 
be bealed. Be ye, tberefore,, in friendship with God ; 
throw down the weapons of your rebellion, and make 
his lirili your rule for the future ; then you shall be 
happy in life, at death, during all the scdemnities 
of 'ttie judgment-day, yea, for ever and ever ? Now, 
gentlemen, I have done ; for I do not wish to prevent 
you hearing the news brought by the king's messenger ; 
but I judged these few hints might be of use to ypa 
through life. The whole company behaved very civilly, 
which encouraged me to proceed in my exertions to do 
good to the souls of men. 

Observing a man on Fish-street-hill, gazing at some 
prints in A window. — Tell me, friend, said J, your oc- 
cupation. I make locks and kiNctiis, said he. Locks ! 
What is the reason why there is such a demand for 
locks ? Because there are so many thieves, to be sure. 
Do you think locks will be necessaiy in heaven ? No, 
I dare say not, for there are none but honest, upright 
people there. Why are tbbre so many bad people beie ? 
I know not why, but I am certain there are, for our 
prisons are all full. Adam surely was not created with 
a thieving disposition — ^but Satan prevailed on him to- 
sin against God, and that robbed him of his purity and 
perfection — ^then men became hateful and haters of 
each other ; and wherevei^ there is no love to God or 
man in the heart, people will soon thin}c there is little 
harm hi def^uding each other. Consequently, said the 
smith, till men become better, we must oontinae making 
Jocks, and good ones too, for the theives are so escpert, 
.that they find means to pidc ahnost any lock; and 
thou^ they be hanging them every month, there is 
always a new genentfon of. them comes forward. Yes, 
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my friend, and such generations will continue to spring 
up until the knowledge of the lord shall corer the 
earth, as the waters cover the sea. But what shall 
poor lock-malcers do in these days, Th«y must do a« 
buckle^maJcers.did when bucldes went out of fashion. 
Why, what did they do ? They learned other trades. 

You mentioned, friend^ did you not, that you also 
make hinges ? Yes, many ji hinge I have made; more, 
I dare say, than ever 1 shall make again. So you do 
not expect to live as long in the world as you have done ? 
No, indeed, I do not ; for you will observe, I am grow- 
ing an old man. Where do you expect to be, after you 
are gone from this life ? My Maker knows, but I do not. 
Are you anxious about what shall be the state of your 
soul after death? Sometimes I am a good deal so. And 
what relieves you of your anxiety?

O, Sir, said he, 
how shall I become acquainted with these things, for I 
am far fiom being a happy man, though I confess to 
you, I spend a great part of my time in the tap room.

Let it be your great concern to become acquainted with 
your bible, it will fully inform you of all these things ; 
and when you see a door upon its hinges, ask yourself.

But, I thought — were those 
bouses on the opposite side of the street on fire, though 
a gentleman cleaned not his feet on the scraper, though 
he should jump in at a window, rush into a room, and 
drag out the most delicate ladies, even by the hair of 
their heads, he would not be condemned for rudeness, 
seeing he did it to save their lives ; neither should my 
conduct be condemned, since I do it to save souls. 

I had no sooner made these reflections, than I march- 
ed up boldly to an old soldier, who was lounging 
about. I observed to him that his dress shewed me 
that he had been in the army, and I supposed he had 
seen pretty severe service. Yes, said he, I was actively 
eng^aged in the war of fifty-six. Then he shewed me 
the scars of sabres, Ac. in di£ferent parts of his body, 
and one or two wounds from musket shots. On seeing 
these, I said, niany of your companions must have fallen 
around you. Yes, a great many. Were they ready, 
think you, to appear before God ? O, poor fellows, 
many of them had not a moment to ay for mercy after 
they had received the mortal wound. Do yon think it 
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was wise to put offcTTing for Btercy till they bad reoeir- 
ed their mortal wound ? The event shews, said he, th^ 
had better have begun sooner. Did tbk lead you to 
cry for mercy after the engagement, lest you should be 
carried off the next battle ? it did not, said he, for we 
are a set of thoughtless fellows. We were so familiar 
with deaths tbat we thought nothing of it ; and had we 
thought much on the matter, we should all have become 
cowards together. Do you think that a man who has 
the fear and love of God in his heart, and confides in 
God for every blessing, will thereby become a coward ? 
No, said he, I cannot say so, for I recollect a methodist 
soldier in our regiment, who was constantly praying, 
singing hymns, and reading the Bible ; that fellow. Sir, 
was one of the bravest as well as the soberest men in 
the army ; he would volunteer to enter a breach as soon 
as any man ; indeed, he was raised to the rank of ser- 
geant by the general for a brave exploit he had perform- 
ed in the Netherlands :' he was the very first Wn that 
scaled the wall of a fortified town ; and you know that 
is not an easy business, when there are enemies on the 
top ready to knock you down. 

Providence has been very Icind in preserving you 
amidst so many dangers — ^ba^ his goodness led you to 
consider your ways, and to turn to him for mercy ? I 
am not so good yet, as I should be. Let me tell you, my 
friend, that if you are not a believer in the Son of God, 
who came to take away sin, (which, I perceive you are 
not), that the whole guilt of your life still remains 
charged against you in the records of the court of 
heaven; and you must soon appear before God to 
answer for it. Though you have been in deaths often, 
and yet escaped, the time i^ coming when you must fall 
before the stroke ; wherefore, I warn you, as a friend to 
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;oar etemal Intemta, to pre|«re to meet your God. 
Look to the Lamb of God, as be ts represented In the 
scriptures, for he alone esa take av»j your guilt.

WaiLE leading Id my paiiour reiy early this morning, 
Bfoung man called, wbo, I trust, li acqu&lntsd nith 
divine things.

The company, 
then, declared, they had derived more satisfaction and 
pleasure from the incident of the man and his watch 
than from seeing all the wild beasts. Thus, said I, yoa 
experience the advantage of doing good. Let us all 
therefore remember and imitate the benign character 
and conduct of Jesus, who went about continually 
doing good ; and who oommands bis people to do good 
unto all. 

I then requested the company to take another 
view of the wild beasts, and I would endeavour ta 
make some useful remarks as we went on. li^th aU 
my heart, said most of the company ; accordingly we 
proceeded. The followhog were the principal remarks 
that occurred : 

This house, in some degree resembles Noah's ark, 
said I. Only it is not afloat, added a lady ; and do you 
fhhik, saki she, that in the ark there were as secure dens 
for conihding the wild beasts as these are ? No, said I, 
I rather suppose that the fierceness of the animals in the 
ark was suspended by the God of providence ; but that 
after their dismission their ferocity returned; and, mai- 
dam, theie aro maiqr in the world, possessing much 
of the nature of devils, wha are restrained by the in* 
fluence of the moral principles whi^ are diffused throughi 
out the world ; or by regard to reputation; or by the 
fear of human and divine punishment ; who if, thes9 
restraints were taken off, would become notorious mur«» 
derers and plunderers. Witneto the lives of a Nero, a 
PoQiitian^ a Caligula^ and thousands of otbe^a in 
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modem as well as in ahcient times. Indeed, every man 
by nature possesses every kind of wickedness In embryo. 
Sir, said several of the company, if you go on as you 
have begun, you will make us out to be a world of wild 
beasts, and we shall be afraid to trlist ourselves amongst 
each other. I desired them only to step into Newgate 
and other prisons, and they would find hundreds of 
their own species as completely secured with bolts 
and bars as these lions and tigers ; and there is oc- 
casion for it ; . for were these unhappy creatures all 
liberated to-night, they would instantly begin to pluJi- 
der and murder their fellow-creatures. These men 
were no worse than others by nature, but perhaps 
they had no good example, no education, or perhaps 
they have broken through all restraints, and resolved 
to act according to the natural bent of their hearts. As 
all are naturally fond of sugar when they ta&te it, so 
is every roan naturally ripe for the commission of > 
any evil when it is presented to him. Hence man- 
kind in general may be compared to so many chained 
lions and tigers. 

It is happy for us that these beasts are confined ; 
what Incalculable mischief might they do if they 
we're let loose ; but could you change their nature 
into that of the sheep, or even the dog er the 
horse,' how much more serviceable would they be ; 
instead of being confined, they might then he all em- 
ployed in some way or other, for the l)enefit of the 
community. It is just so with human nature in its 
present depraved state. We ought to be thankful 
for human laws and even for prisons to secure wicked 
men, and to prevent them doing mischief : but ^ere 
their hearts changed, instead of being thus confined, 
they might be all employed for the good of their

While thus musing, a man asfaed me if I wlibed to 
cram the rl*ei. 1 tidd hint I had nodeilre tocrou thli

river Thames, ^ut that I should be glad to cross the 
rirer Jordan, in order to reach Immanuel's happy shore. 
What do you mean ? said the boatman. Mean, S^y, in 
plain English, I meftn, that I should like better to be in 
beaten than in London, but I know I must first cross 
the Joidnn of deaHi before I can reach it ; and I dare 
not cross that river without a passport from the King 
. of kings. The boatnan went off, wishing me a happy 
voyage; for he said, hehadf no inclination yet to sail 
along with me. 

Going along one of the wharfs, I found a man who 
seemed unemployed. I inquired how he could support 
himself without working. Said he, I am a. i«itBi0NisR. 
So am I, sfdd I, let us therefore ^ down and have a 
little conversation. Accordingly, when we had taken 
our seat, I inquired whose pensioner he was. He said, 
his Majesty's, in Greenwich Hospital. You had be- 
haved well surely in his Majesty's service, before yon 
could obtain such a pension ? Yes, said he, I servod his 
Majesty more than thirty-years, and was in many hard- 
fought actions you may believe. But pray, said he, if 
I may ask. Whose pensioner are you ? I replied, that 
J vras one of God's pensioners, and had been so from 
my birth, and though I have often rebelled against him, 
still he does not strike me off the pension list. How 
much (said he 4n a jocular tone of voice) does he give 
ypu ? He gives me a sufficiency of food and Raiment 
from day to day ; he gives me air to breathe, a bouse to 
dwell in, a bed to sleep on, and many other blessings. 
I have all these things too, said the old sailor, bnt I 
never consider myself obliged to God for them. What ! 
said J, did not God create all things, and does not he re- 
gulate all things, and is it not by his providence that 
any comforts fail to our share ? My friend, believe me : 
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it was God who disposed the fouodert of Gieenwich 
Hospital to commence such an institution ; it was lie 
who caused it to succeed ; be Imew from the beginning 
all who should partake of its bounty ; and he inclined 
the hearts of the goremon to grant your petition, 
when you apjdied for the pension ; and the institu- 
tion itself would soon be annihilated, if God only 
willed it. Therefore, you may bee that God pro- 
vides for you as well as for me. Tliis appeared strange 
doctrine to the c^ pensioner, but he could not deny the 
truth of it. After a little pause^ he brolce silence by 
saying. It is very true, we are all dependent on the 
Almighty ; he has a large family of us to provide for. 
Indeed, I have often wondered, wlien I saw a fl^t 
taking in stores, whence such a vast quantity of differ- 
ent articles came from. Yes, said I, and your wonder 
would be increased if you saw piled up in one heap, all 
the provisions consumed by man and beast in London 
only in one day. Perhaps it would make a mass not 
much smaller than St. Paul's Cathedral. But could 
3rou see all the provisions consumed by the whole world 
in a day, heaped up together, perhaps they would 
make a body not smaller than the Isie of Wig^t ; and 
all these things were created by God for the support of 
man. What a blessing also is it, that all things abso- 
lutely necessary for the support of human life, are 
created near tlie spot where each man dwells. What 
a misery would' it be, if nothing grew for the support of 
human life, except in the wilds of Africa, or in the plains 
of India ! The population of the world would thereby 
be impeded, and the m?ans of support to distant climes 
often interrupted. But there is a happy and general dis- 
tribution of the bounties of Jehovah, for the accommo- 
dation andiX>mfort of man. Yet, alas ! men, who are the 
oljects Qf \d% goodness^ receiye W blessings without gra-> 
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tftade, or even tfcknowledging the kindness of faim tliat 
feeds tbem ; but the patience of God with ungodly men 
will not continue always ; for, like a bear bereaved of 
her whelps, he will come out of his place, to take signal 
vengeance on his enemies. Wherefore be ycta, mf 
friend, reconciled unto God ; look to him for mercy 
through his Son, for he waits to be gracious. Only ac- 
knowledge your past iniquity; for be asks no more 
atonement for sin than what he has alretuly received 
from his beloved Son, in the room of sinners. Look for 
forgiveness from God as a 6ivour done you only for tile 
sake of his Son Jesus Christ. 

Leaving the side of the river, I went into on^ of the 
streets which was crowded with passengers. I employ- 
ed myself a little in observing the dfiflforent cotmtenanees 
of those who passed. One appeared in deep thoogtrt, as 
if concerting some important scheme for acquiring 
wealth; another indicated great uneasiness, as if he 
knew not where he shouHl obtain his next meal, a 
thhd came whistling and singing, as if he had just learn- 
ed that a fortune had been left him ; a fourth was void 
of expression altogether, as if a total stranger to grief 
or joy, love, angler, or any other passion, llie <next 
seemed so swelled with pride and vanity, that I oonld 
not behold faim without pity^ Another came Aieaking 
along, attentively viewing every door, window, cart, 
'carriage, ^c: as if only in search of plunder ; and the last 
I shall mention appeared to be taking a last farewell of 
his native city, ready to embark for some foreign land. 

Leaving London, and seeing a man p«ittii^ up a 
n&ircE ROUND A OARD£K, I asked him If that wais fais 
ordinary employmeikt? Yes, said he> I am always 
securing the gtii^s of others. But;, fifend, said I, how 



do you keep the ganieo of your own heart ? do you peimit 
thieves to hreak in there ? do you allow briars and thorns^ 
and poiflonQus plants to grow there ? Are you a metho- 
dist ? said he, or what are you ? What is a methodiit ? 
Why, said he, a methodist is a man that makes too much 
ado about religion. What is religion ? tell me that, and 
then we shall see whether we can make too much ado 
about it. The man, after a little pause, confessed he 
was not very well versed in these matters, and begged 
I would answer the question myself. I told him that re- 
ligion consisted in believing, fearing, loving and serving 
God, the God that made us, who supports us, and who will 
soon judge us, and assign to us our everlasting state. 
How then can a ofan make too much ado about religion ? 
I fear few of us are suifidently concerned about it. He 
said, he understood that religious people were the most 
unhappy creatures in the world. No doubt, when they 
disobey their God they are very unhappy \ but when 
they walk in his fear, they enjoy t^e comforts of the 
Holy Ghost, which makes them happier than any irreli- 
gious man ever was, or can be, wlJle he lives in rebel- 
lion against the God that made him. 

Are you happy? said I to the man. How can I, 
while toiling like a slave at this kind of work every 
day, and I see no end to it ? What do yon think would 
make you happy? Two hundred a year would make 
me as happy as a prince. Do you imagine that every 
person is happy that has two hundred a year? No in- 
deed, I do not ; nay, I have heard of people who have 
had their thousands at command, who were more miser- 
able than myself. How then are you certain tiiat you 
should be happy if you had the income ydu mentiop ? I 
do not know, I only suppose I should. Depend upon it, 
said I, without the friendship of God through Jesus 
Christ, you cannot be happy in this world or in the 



world io come ; wherelbie yoar wWwi and eftirti bk 
valn.ifjrou are only seeking hqipineu below tbeson. 
Tbe Son of God is the foantajn of all feUcI^ ; wbere- 
fbre, wiUl all tbj gettii^, get acqiminted with faltn, 
whom to know is eternal lile. Adieii, I Will not hiDder 
jour work an; longer.

I inaoiKiD of a BuniB upon what countrlM ba 
drew.billi. He aamrad me ho could lurniili tefi wlUi 
bilti on mo«t dTiliwd coontriei. I toldhioi tbatbeann 
wu the DKHtdTlUKed eonntrjrin tbe unlTsne, bimI aak- 
cd falm if he had any bills upon tlut conntij. He shook 
hli bead, and saM, No. I told him I was a kind of 
banker myadf; and pcMMved an amazing nomber of 
piomlsBory notes, glien hf the Klngof heaTen, and pay- 
able b; himself; and that these wen payed on damand 
in any country under beaTen, whether clTlUsed or bar- 
barous. He begged a sight of one of them : on which . 
1 lotA out Um Testament, and pointed to John xtI. S3, 
where Jesus tays, " Wbataoerer ye shall ask mf Fatbn 
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io my name, h& wiB give Hi yom,'' This wM^ tpok, 
said I, holding up the Bible^ is full of such pomiissoiy 
notes ; and M^ben men honour them wi12i their oenft- 
dence, they bring rich stores ef blessings o£ the heaven^ 
Jerusalem. I advised the banker^ if he desired to be 
rich, to get one of these bill boobs, to keep iif /hi«' bosonr,' 
and then he would- be infeiioc ini rndies tb nans upon 
earth. When the friends of God are about. tB«pi«fer a - 
petition to him^ which theydi^ragpolarlyevory, morning 
and evening at la^, they carry aliing wltiif them a few 
of these bills, that they may be sure to ask onlyr ibr things 
whieh accord with his^will. When at any tim» tbegr be- 
come indisposed to petition their God, thiBiy. look, ovar 
their^ill book, which frequently produces a sttongdesire 
to possess more of the heavenly treasure. The banker 
asked, if the I$^|ng of heaven was Always able and willing 
to answer all demands made upon him. Perfectly able ; 
for his riches aro.inexbanstiU«; an4 leseiiible tfaa bteacL 
with which Jesus fed the^ve thousand at one time: the 
more they ate of it, the more it increased, llie-tveki- 
sures even of the bank of £ngland can bacalculatecl^but 
the believer's bank contains countless treasures.

heaven or earth can procure a favourable reception to 
your petitions, after that. Wherefore, hastm to the 
Lord \diile the day of grace oontinaQs^ for now is the m- 
c^pted tinuB. 
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VlMD I:1mm1 flniitaBd my IrmIwm wltb the banker, I 
went to a school pob d£ap and dumb ghildrkn. All 
t»ere fl^nt; nor did em of tfaetti otaerve me ooone into 
tbfe room. I ei^ed out with a lend voiee, ** Whoever of 
^QchildMii ce»e imto me, I will give you a guinea.'' 
Not one neved his head or eyes towaids me; not one 
halHl WIS strvtehed oat Iw my goiiiea.

others are scheming about woridly things; and otlmrs 
imagine tliey are not of them who are addressed ; and so 
tkey retire as poor is VpAen tiiey came.

A 
longtima; feihaps^thtee or loor years: tfaeyeoBthrae 
long In Ibe snaU nnd simple wwds, before they Bdvuce 
io the larger and mom totrieate. ¥es» said I, like many 
professors of rei^^taai, ^aiio oonthive their whole Uwes 
•taggliig at first frimsipies. Indeed, many ef these are 
-pR^adked agahnt ptogress te teivwledge. But against 
what knowiadge, ssM^e, am they prqyvittoed? Agatest 
idttglotts teawlsdge, wtech sonrists te aoqnatetaaoesritfa 
the natwe, plans, pmpeasB, pvace|Ai and promisas of 
CSod. O, bat teaae difAr from meat of my sctedais, said 
te, for they are aradons to aeqvhfe mcNie kwmtodge ; 
tat as they have not Um fecattyvf heating, it isdiilcult 
to gratify timir derire. I have sometimes seen t£em 
weep, bacaasa they could not eewprd ic nd what was 
geteg forwaad fo their presence. . I wish tiiat many who 
son neither deaf nor dumb, were so disposed. Alas, 
aidd I, *how aaany among m can speak tesntly about 
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trifles, but are as dumb as ywa scfaolan on divine 
subjects. 

* Six, said I to the teacher, you have, no doubt, ire^ 
quently admixed the power of Jesus, by which, in a mo- 
ment he opened the ears of the deaf, and communicated 
the powers of speech to the dumb, and the knowledge' of 
a language of which they were previously as ignorant as 
an infant on the day of .its birth. Surely, said he, the 
power of Jesus was the power of God. Adam and Eve 
are memorable instances of the same efficacious power ; 
for both of them had a perfect knowledge of language, 
and possessed all the powers of speech immediately when 
created. 

Leaving the Deaf and Dumb School, I called upon a 
friend, who introduced me to a gentleman who was a 
first-rate engraver and pbimt sblleb. — ^After some 
- conversation, I said to the gentleman that I hoped he 
neither engraVed nor sold obscene prints. But I da 
both, said he, though I do not think it a commendable 
part of our business, yet we are obliged to do it, or we 
should lose some of our best customers. But do yon 
seriously consider ,the poison that you are difiusing 
amongst our youth ! how many persons whose grey hahs 
you are instrumental in bringing with sorrow to the 
grave, through the profligacy of their children, first 
occasioned by your lewd prints ? Indeed, 1^, allow me 
to tell you that I view this part of your trade of so per- 
nicious a tendency, as to think you would be acting 
according to truth, if you painted upon your sign board, 
immediately under your name, makeb and 'seller of 
ifETB FOR THE DETiL. You view the matter in a strong 
light, indeed, said he. Yes, said I, and I am persuaded 
you will find it at the day of judgment that God views it 
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much III the mne waj. Sappote, for a noBent, the 
day of jodgment come, and the Judge asks why yon 
dealt in pemicioiis imiits. What answer wW yon be 
able to give ? for you know we must answer'to him for 
the deeds done while in the body, whether good or evil. I 
waited for his answer ; but he paused so long that I 
could not help saying^-^Yes, in that day eveiy mouth 
shall be stopped. But suppose you had the boldness to 
make Hie same defence to your Judge that you made to 
me ; — viz. that had you given up your dealing in that 
article, you would have lost many of your best customers. 
Would not the Judge reply. What was the loss of a few 
pounds per annum to you, when compared to the loss of 
your own soul, and with the ruin of hundreds of souls, 
yrho will diarge you with their tnurder for ever and 
ever ? '* Depart bom me, then, ye cursed, into ever- 
lasting punishment." 

' Your remarks remind me, said the print-seller, of an 
Iflddent which happened here several years ago. A 
venerable looking old man stepped in to the shop, and 
inquired if we sold any poison for souls ? We told him, 
Ko. But you have such poison, and you shall be re- 
ported to my master. Saying so, he walked out. The 
shopman and I locked at each other with astonishment, 
but none of us could conjecture to what tl-e old man 
alluded : but I perceive now that his sentiments and 
your's, upon prints, must have been similar. 
' He then stated, in his own vindication, thai hundreds 
of people sold the same kind of obnoxious prints. The 
number of rogues being great, said I, only increases the 
publie danger and alBrm,and gives more employment to the ^ 
hangman. The frequency of lobhety and murder, does 
not lessen its crfaninality in the eye of the law ; neither 
win the increase of transgressors avert the wrath of God. 
The hearts of almost all the inhabitants of the old world 
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were evil, only evil, and that continually}, wherefore 
God swept them all off with the besom of destruction f 
which was an awful, but righteous display of his indigna- 
tion against sin. 

On leaving the print-seller, I went into Bunhill- 
FiELDS burying ground. — Here^ said I, to a i)erson 
standing near me, is the depository of the earthly re- 
mains of thousands. Here lie the multitudes who used 
to crowd pur streets, who were active in the various 
pursuits of Iife> and many of whom were overwhelmed 
with its cares. Here are numbers who filled our pulpits, 
and others who composed our congregations. Here 
the rich and poor meet together. Their bodies axe all 
here, their dust is mixed, but where are their souls 1 
Some, I trust, many, are gone to the glorious regions of 
' immortal bliss ; while others, like the devils, are reserved 
in chains of darkness to the judgment of the great day. 
A poor man, at a little distance, who was glistening to 
my remarks, now came nearer, and said that most of 
those buried here were dissenters, consequently, were 
religious people, and we might charitably hope that 
they are ell happy. Friend, said I, I suppose you are a 
dissenter, and expect to be buried here ? Yes, said he. 
"^ow, tell me, why you expect to be happy ? Do you 
ever quarrel with your wife at home ? Sometimes, said 
he, but we go to meeting as regularly every Sunday 
morning, as the sun rises. And how do you spend the 
rest of that day ? We get a few friends together, and 
spend a few hours in harmless conversation over a pot of 
porter ; and in summer we take a little, walk into the 
country in the evening, to refiresh our animal spirits, and 
fit us for the labours of the week. Do you call this^ 
said I, sanctifying the sabbath ? Is there any evidence 
of holiness of mind in such conduct ? Is not this the 
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constant practice of thousands of graceless, prajerless, 
and prc^ane people ? Do you think that goixig once or 
twice in a day to meeting will secure heaven? Re- 
member that a christian is a new creature ; is separated 
in heart and life from ungodly men ; is given to prayer, 
reading the word of God, and private meditation; is 
praying for^ and pressing after, greater lilceness to the 
meek and holy Jesus. 

Ilave you ever been convinced that there is no salva- 
tion for you, but through the righteousness of another ? 
O, said he, our minister always preaches up that, and 
though it has offended many, I assure you, it has never 
offended me, I stick dose to him yet. That may be, 
friend,' and yet you may be ignorant of the righteous- 
ness of Ciod, and be going about to establish a righteous- 
ness of your own. Many say they approve of the 
doctrine, who have never understood it, nor rejoiced to 
hear that through the redemption of Jesus, there is 
forgiveness with God for the vilest sinner. Excuse me, 
said the man, for though I am not much learned in these 
matters, yet this one thing I can say, with our minister, 
that whereat was blind, now I see. What do you see ? 
said I. He could tell me nothing he saw. Now, sup- 
posing a bHnd man to receive his sight ; and though he 
could not describe with the accuracy of an oculist, the 
operation that eflfocted his cure, yet, if he looked up to 
the sun, he would be able to speak with wonder of its 
glory ; he would have something to say of these clouds,' 
trees, houses, <fec. and though he might not be able to 
apeak so intelligibly of them at first, in a few months or 
years, he would acquire greater acquaintance with them. 
Indeed, if you met that man five years after, and found 
him speaicing as ignoranily about these things as he did 
the first day he said his eyes were opened, you would beg^n 
to suspect, whether he had really got his eye-sight yet. 
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I tben wked the mw, how long U was cUce be thougbt 
lie w«s a christian ? Upwards of twenty f oajrs, said he. 
Upwards of twenty years ! Pray how4ong were you in 
learning yonr trade ? More than seven years, and I am 
every week learning more ahout it. Th^n you bava 
made considerable jMrogress in the knowledge of your 
business since the day you entered first into it ; and why 
so, but because your heart was in it : you. were anxious 
to make progres. Had you been QB>ly as anxious to 
increase in the knowledge (tnd practice of the gospel^ ^Jad 
listened as attentively to the inslructions of Jesus, as you 
did to those who taught you your business, you would 
have made more profidenc^ than you appear to have 
done, if you had really been a child of God at the time 
you say you professed to be one. Wherefore, give up with 
all trifling about your soul, and look for mercy and par* 
don to the Son of Goc^ or I fear you wiU pecish for ever 
in a delusion. 

The man began to be angry, tmd asked me if I sus- 
pected his character, and what charge I could bring 
against him. I told him that I did suspect before that 
he was no christian, bat now I was more confirmed in 
my opinion that be was not. However, said %, I hope 
God will discover to you your error, and convince you 
that neitiier a little form, nor a great form of godliness 
can procure h^ven, but that the blood of the blessed 
Jesus alone can. 

Walking a little forward, we came to an old man wW 
was DiGGiNQ A GAAVE, With as gH^at unconcern as if it 
had only been intended for a cat.

Aftir breakfoit, 1 went out to take m; nalk Aw 
Dielulneu, with laaewed detennioatioii to be zenloiu 
and iaithM. I immediatelr lepftired agnln to fiiuililll- 
flelda burying ground, where I found the old giara- 
dlgger busy at work. 0, *aid he, friend, I am glad to 
■es fou here again, for I have thought more almut mj 
own death glace lost algbf, than ia all the fanner part 
of my life. I asked him what he bad thought abont 
it. Indeed, said be, I have too much cause to fear the 
wont, for I hare been a stupid, baidened, sinful creo- 
^ ture ; and I fear my Maksr wlU nerer receive such an 
old giey-beaded sinner as I, Do you Iblnk be wlS ? I 
told bim, it was indeed shockingly wicked to qiend an; 
part of life in carelewncM about the tbinga of God ; but 
BtlU more K, to live In that rebellion till grey haln an- 
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QftiUMiad' wioftrnkf departure from time into eternity. 
3\A since God lias an infinite regind to the perfect obe** 
diesce which hie Son in our nature rendered unto 'him, 
he i6 .ready ev&i to fbegiive yon, if you renounce all 
your evil woijcs.and all your supposed good works, and 
look to him alone for paodon, and merely on the ground 
of tiio mediation of Ghnat. He gloiiftes the riches 
of his gtaae insiKch cases. Indeed, Jesna expsessly 
sa^, ^' Him thiNt cometh to me, I will in n^ wise east 
otttr for I came down from heavenv not to do mine 
own will, but the wiU of him that sent me.'' God 
having tidcen vengeance upon his Son for sin, proclaims 
a free and fiill pardon to the guilty and the rebellious. ' 
. The man, upon hearing this, tlirew aside his spade, and 
with uplifted hands, looking to hie from the graven 
said. These words encourage me to hope in God — this 
is what I want — I am quite overpowered with Jehovah's 
goodness, with the condescension and love of his Son. 
Upon saying so, he called to another old man, who wcts^ 
^^^ii^^T' <^ infant's grave at a little distance, and* 
beckonsd to iiim to come near. When* he came, he-iUf 
quired what was the matter — ^if there was any thing 
^rong about the grave. He replied. This person ha» 
been telling me. of a Saviour; and, brother ToA, yo* 
nead him too> for you and I have been companient iir 
iniqiiiity fof many a long year — it is time you and I were 
thii^ittg of other matters. This was the first s^rmonrl 
ever heani delivered from a grave; for little more- ibmtt 
the man's head was visible while speaking, and the 
sermon came from the heart, acoompanied with many 
teiurs^ The man to whom he addressed htmsdf was asto- 
nished, and hastily ran off with, I hope, an* arrow in 
his heart. 

Altec having, O'.littla more oonvetiatipn with the old- 
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man, I passed on to a person who was weepings over a 
grare. I suppose that g^ave contauis, a deceased friend 
of yours ? Yes, my only son ; he was a great comfort 
to me, and was about to succeed me in my business, 
from which I intended in a very short time to retire, and 
enjoy my old age in the country ; but my dear lad was 
seized with a fever, which cut him qff in a few days. 
Do you think, Sir, said I, that he died in the Lord ? I 
hope, said he, that he died happy ; for from a child he 
was remarkably obedient to his parents, and very atten- 
tive to business, and many a pound did he give to the 
poor. These, said I, are all good things, and must have 
given much pleasure to you and his mother, and must 
likewise make the trial more painful to both. But had 
he any knowledge, love, and fear of God? I cannot 
^ answer you as to that matter, yet I hope he had. Upon 
ULjiDg so, the gentleman wept much. Did you never, 
as his parent, converse seriously with him about the 
salvation of his soul ? Did you never tell him that he 
was a depraved, ruined creature, in connexion with 
fallen Adam ? No, indeed, I never did. If his soul be 
ruined, depend upon it, said I, he will uptoiid you as the 
cause of it, when you meet together at the tribunal of 
God. You weep for the loss you have sustained by his 
death, whieh I confess is a great loss to you ; but you 
have far more reason to weep for the injustice and in- 
jury you did him wfaep living. May God gprant you re- 
pentance unto life. What you say. Sir, womids my feel- 
ings : I remember my faults tiiis day. I designed to make 
you feel, said I, and to bring home to your conscience 
a conviction of your sin, that you might be oorapelled-to 
look for mercy to a merciful God, who is revealed to you 
as such in Jesus Christ. 

I then inquired, if he had any more children. He 
said be had three daughters at home, and one married 
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to a gentleman who lived in the same street. I then 
requested him to go home^ and search the scriptures for 
the hidden wisdoip they contain ; and what God taught 
him by means of these scriptures, to tell it immediately 
to his surviving children, lest any of them^ like their 
brother, should be hurried away to eternity in their 
ignorance. He said he would attend to my advice, and 
he walked away with considerable concern. 

I next went towards a CHAarrT bot, who carried a 
hymn-book under his arm. T asked him where he had 
been with his hymn-book. He said, at church, hearing 
a charity sermon for the benefit of his school. I in- 
qnired/what text the minister preached from. He as- 
sured me he had entirely forgot it. I then asked him, 
if he recollected what he had for breakfiist that morning. 
O, yes, said he, I had bread and butter, and coffee. 
What had you yesterday for dinner ? Pudding, Sir, 
How well you remember these matters: but what a 
pily you shoidd so soon forget the word of God. You 
must remember your Creator in the days of your youth ; 
and remember too, that young people die. Indeed, th%t 
very grave on which you stand is a proof of it ; for look 
at the torab-stene, iHid you will find that the boy who 
is under your feet was only eight years of age when he 
died. 

An OLD woMiN was passing, to'whom I observed, that 
this place would be a wonderful place in the morning of 
the resurrection, when the thousands whose dust is de- 
posited here ^ould spring above ground iti the twinkling 
of an eye ; some rising to enjoy everlasting^ life, and 
others to endure eveilasting contempt. O, yes, said 
she, that will . be a dreadful morning to many, and 
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may we all be fireparod ibr it ! Ob Miyingf m» •he 
walked on. 

The lOTCBiFTioif VFON A TOMB- STONE infoniied me, 
that the persmi beneath had been lemarkaUe for bene- 
vcdenee and ▼arioos yirtues. One whowas reading the 
inscription at the same time, told nie he had been ac- 
quainted with the gentleman to whom it referred ; he 
considered him a good sort of a man ; but, said he, he 
was a sad swearing fellow. How can a swearer be a 
good sort of man ? His blaspheming and ih^everent 
swearing demonstrates that his heart is full of every 
abomination ; he. is daily ofifending the ears of the 
pious, and exhibiting a mifichievous example to all' 
around, especially to his own family. The me- 
moiy of such a man ought to rot with his body ; and 
such inscriptions as these are impositions on the pubUc. 
If his friends were determined to say something con- 
cerning him, they should bare lamented that the per- 
son under the stone had, in his Ufe^'time, been a 
notorious swearer, and lliat he had laughed at re- 
proof. They should then have warned others not to- 
follow his example, lest like him, they should die in* 
thair sins. For the man told- me lie had uttered an 
awful oaih/a-short time before he expifed. 

I then viewed the tombs of many ralnable and well- 
known characters, over some of whom were very appro- 
priate and striking inscriptions ; some as if the person 
under g^usd addressed the passenger. If I may judge 
from my own feelings, when perusing them, 1 think 
these are calculated to make a powerful impression; 
and who knows but many have been converted to God 
by mean&of a supposed speeoh £rom a dead man. To 
liear of this in heaven would afford great pleasure to his 
living soul. 
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An AS8 came running into the burying ground. Hem, 
said I, to the little boy, who gtill ibikywed me, wbat does 
that oreature remind you of ? Does it not remind 
you of Jesus riding into Jerusalem on one of these 
animals, and of the Jewish children ciying out, Ho- 
sanna to the Son of David? Was it not wonderful 
that he who supported the pillan of heaven and 
earth, should condescend to be supported by an ass? 
He humbled himself, that we might be raised to the 
highest honour. 

On coming from the burjring ground, a letter 
ciRBiEB passed me. I followed him, and began a 
conversation, by saying, that his employment was a 
very solemn and important one. How so ! said 
he. Perhaps, at this time you are canying tidings 
to a family of the death of him on whom they all de- 
pended for support ; to a mother, tha^ her only child 
has been drowned) tb> a merchant, that his richly 
laden ship has fdnndered at sea. Perhaps you are 
carrying to a profligate youth, that which God shall 
bless to his everlasting salvation ; and perhaps you 
are to inibrm another that he has become heir to a 
large estate, which the devil will use to effect his 
eternal ruin. Perhaps you are to infoim another, that 
a friend has arrived from abroad, whom he has been 
longing to see for many years. Wherefore you should 
deliver your letters with an awe upon your mind. 
Then I inquired if he had ever had any letters 
from an ambassador of the King of heaven. He an- 
answered, No. Have you a New Testament ? No, 
I have neither new taor old. There is one for you, 
said I, handing him a New Te8tament.-^Thank you, 
said he, — ^Now read the letters which that book

caslon«d. We began b; >iag;tng ■ ujtabla hymn, then 
read an apprapriale portlun of icripture, and ptayed to 
our heavenly Father. — Aftei whkti I made a few te- 
mulu to Uie following efiect; <' 

Should a man, uud I, go into the itrect and coll flte '. 
Bie ! when there was no fire, he would be aj^nehended, 
putlnjaUjandpunlahedfordiituifaing the public peww. 
Tlw apodlei went into heathen dtlei, and called upon 
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the inhabitants to flee from the wrath to oom^^ where- 
fore they seized the apostles and punishedthem as per- 
sons who tamed the world upside down. But knowing 
the danger was certain, the apostles were not d6ter|i6d 
by persecution from executing their commission ; they 
continued to their last breath to proclaim the truth. 
Thus were they faithful unto death, and obtained the 
crown of life. 

'1 
Leaving my friend's house and .pursuing my walk, I 

met a recruiting seroeant, who was endeavouring to 
persuade some young men to inlist into his Mcgesty's 
service. He told them how many yellow guineas they 
should receive immediately on entering ; likewise that 
they should be presented with a handsome suit of clothes, 
that they should live without work, and yet be in a way 
to become rich ; also, when they were unfit for the ser- 
vice, they should retire on a pension. He was success- 
, fill in his attempt, for he had no sooner ended ^is ad- 
dress, than three of the young men stretched out their 
hands to receive the proffered money ! after which, the 
recruiting party, with their new associates, walked to- 
wards the west end of the town. I followed them at a 
little distance, to watch a proper opportunity to converse 
with the sergeant. Near Charing Cross such an oppor- 
tunity occurred , for he dropped a little to the rear ; upon 
which I«made up to him, and began a conversation •by 
remarking, that he and I nearly resembled each other in 
our occupations. What ! said he, are you on the recruit- 
ing service t Yes. For what corps ! For the Royal 
Holy Corps. In all my life I never heard of such a 
regiment ;— pray, said he, where are they quartered 
now ? ' I told him they were scattered abroad over great 
part of the earth, but their head quarters were in heaven : 
(by this time we had reached St. James's park.) Upon 
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my wordy said the gergeont, you are an odd fellow. He 
then calleji upon his comrades to draw near and hear our 
conversation. When they came near, he told them, 
there was a man recruiting for the Royal Holy Corps, 
whose head quarters were in heaven. On hearing this 
they all laughed immoderately, and expected great sport, 
for they concluded I was deranged. The new recruits 
came all around me, asking what my master would give 
them if they enlisted. I said they should receive inex> 
haustible riches, a ifoyal robe, and eternal life, that they- 
should not have to watch and protect the king, but the 
king would watch and protect them ; that after arriving* 
at the hea;d quarters, they should never be sent into » 
foreign country, but should remain at rest in the palace, 
feasting for ever with the king and his noUes. Will you 
make good your word, said they all, if we enlist. I as- 
sured them, I would produce his Majesty's warrant ibr 
all I said. I then pulled out my bible, saying^ here is 
my warrant from the King of Kings; and preached to 
them Jesus and the resurrection, without a parable. I 
perceived that in a short time they began to think I was 
not deranged, for they listened attentively, and walked 
off very quietly. 

I then went to a soldier, who was standing under ' 
one of the trees, and who was curiously dressed. I ask- 
ed what office in the army he filled. O, said he, I am a 
TRUMPETER. So am I, replied I. Where's your ^m- 
pet ? said he, in a jest. I told him I carried it in my 
pocket. Let me see it then. I told him he was not accus- 
tomed to my trumpet; and I was pretty certain he could 
not blow it, for none can do that till they are acquainted 
with its internal structure ; ^but as I had a spare one, I -. 
would give it him to practice upon at home. Upon say- 
ing so, I presented him with a Bible, to his no small 
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aatonisbment) for he wp^t^ .to fee s trampet of a new 
constm^lbn. Tbe drcumstanoe has 90 i^niusecl me, 
said he, that I shall most certainlj read this bible, 
though in fitcty I never read one before. Well, said I, 
friend, you will find there the sound of peace and war, 
and I hope the sound will reach your heart ; it will teU 
you also of a trunlpet thatsball be sounded, on the sound 
of which^ all the dead shall be immediately raised, and* 
brought before God to receive their final sentence ; and 
you must be there, and your fore&ther^ since the days of 
Adam. I had no idea^ said he, when I came from the 
Horse Guards, that I should meet a man of your cast. 
Nothing, said I, happens .by chance ; it was the provi- 
dence of God that, brought you into my way, or me into 
youis, and I hope our meeting will be i»oductive of much 
good. So we parted, perhaps never to meet again till 
the last day. 

The next man I conversed with, said be was a wait- 
n^o SBBVANT 10 BIS MAJ«BTT. I told him I waltod 
daily upon the King too.. Not King George, surely ! 
No, King Jesus. You cannot mount up to heaven every 
morning, can you ? for Jesus is in heaven, said he. He 
is also on earth, said I, and speaks to his servants by 
means of his word, and they speak to him in their prayers 
and praises. All his servants receive abundant wages • 
eveiy day : he blesses them with his presence and rich 
consolations, and tells them of the glories he designs to 
give them when th^ come to his heavenly kingdom. 
This encourages them to be active, zealous, and faithful 
in his service while on earth, and enables them not ooiy 
to meet death with submission and composure, but fre- 
quently with Joy and triumph. 

A BOY BHuyNQtKQ TO wjsffriiiiisTBii aoBooin, who 



stood Opposite fo the Queen's palace, with a book in his 
hand, was Hie next with whom I conversed. I inquired 
in a familiar way, the name of the lKX>k which he carried. 
He said, it was the Grecian History. I asked, if he le- 
membered any thing in it which he had lately read. 
Yes, said he, I have been reading about Demosthenes, 
the great Athenian orator, -who was a very bad speaker 
when' a young man, for his tongue was too big for his 
mouth, but by his rigid and persevering application he 
overcame all his defects and bad habits. By what 
means did he overcome these obstacles to his success ? 
O, said he, he went tq the sea shore when he meant to 
practice dcsdaiming, 'and put pebbles into bis mouth when 
he spoke, in order to render his tongue less flexible. He 
had also an awkward custom of shrugging up his 
flhpdlders : to cure which, he suspended a drawn sword 
in his' chamber, at such a height 'that when he practised 
hisbralions it might prick his shoulders when he put 
them up. By these means he became one of the great • 
est orators the world ever produced. I then asked, if he 
recollected how Demosthenes died. Yes, said he, he 
murdered himself by taking poison, which he kept in a 
quill ; and he did this lest he should fall into the hands of 
Antipator, the successor of Alexander, by whom he ex- 
pected to be cruelly treated. 

I applauded the young man for the attention which he 
evidently gave to what he read. He told me, that he 
was not only reading the Grecian history, but was also 
learning the Greek language. I advised him assiduously 
to prosecute that important study, for God had more 
highly honoured that language than any other, except 
the Hebrew, by giving the revelation of bis will to man 
in the New Testament in that language. 

I Ihen inquired if lie remembered the name of the 
great Athenian legislator. O yes, said he, all the world 
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knows Solon ; and surd^r the Atbeiilaiis ^were. auich 
obliged to him for. setting aslJe the bloody lavi of Draeo. 
By the way, said I, do you recoMeei the straqge xnAmler 
of Draco's death ? Yes, he 1M ^m Athena to the 
island of iS^na, wh^i« he waii re^c^ed with thegneftUst 
respect : holt their kindness killed him ; ior ooming one 
day lNt9 their theatre^ the anuiienoe^ to show their 
uegard to \4m, as^was their enstom^ tbtsYf their bonnets 
and cloak9 upon him, end 4he nnmhdr of tfae^e was so 
gteat l^at they stifled Uie old man, heisg too w^ak to 
disengagi0 himself from the loj&d whld^ theirincsenaldarftte 
kindness caat ofioa him* IXeath at tliis time «Hist |i«?e 
been unezpeeied to all, and peihap9 to nonfl mow 80 than 
to Draco^ This'shonid lead us to watch daify, lest tlie 
messenger of death should come, not only in an honr 
when we are not looking for him, hut in a way as 
unexpected. 

Do you remember who was Uie.great Jewish legis- 
lator ? He thoogfat a little, and then answered, Moses. 
I told him that Moses received the laws ficom God upon 
Mount Sinai, which he dellTored to Israel in the ivilder- 
ness; and that transgressing them was disobedience 
against God ; and it was not improbable that such a 
man as Solon must have seen them, and borrowed from 
them some of Iiis ^wisest institutions. I then asked if he 
remembered Xenes, the Persian Emperor, iuTading 
Greece, with an army consisting o£ three millions ? Yes 
I do, said he ; and when he came to the straits of Ther- 
mopylae, in order to enter Greeee, he was opposed 
successfully, first by four thousand Greeks, and after- 
wards by three hundred Spartans, with king Leonidts 
at their head. 

I then thanked him for his discreet answers, made 
him a present of an excellent book, and bade him good 
day; n/ter which I retired to my lodgings.

Some of 
these shall be made fit to enjoy the boutidless glories of 
Jehovah- for' ever in heaven ; and others rendered ca- 
pable of enduring, without^ annihilation, the endless 
agonies and miseries of perdition. Wlierefore, if you 
are wise, you will betake yourself instantly to the aton- 
ing blood, shed upon Mount Calvary for the sins of men, 
without the shedding of whteh there could have been no 
remission. 

Walking along, I observed a person standing on the 
plot of ground before his house, carefully examining a 
tree which stood in the middle. Pray, said I, what kind 
of tree is that ? He said, an apple tree. Does it 
bear any thing? No, said he; and for that reason I 
am resolving to cut it down. Yott remind nie. Sir, said 
I, that this world is a garden of God's ; that he has put 
men inte ft as trees, to bear fruits of righteousness : ' he 
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i$ daily, inspectfng va^ as you were that tr^e, to see if we 
are brmging forth fruit ; if we continue unfruitful, or 
are only producing what is noxious, we are on tiie point 
of beiflg condemned, like that tree at whicii you are 
looking. I have been thinking to cut that tree down, 
said he, every year these ten years, but spared it from 
time to time, in the hope that perhaps next year it 
might bear ; but it has now exhausted my patience, and 
I am determined to cut it down, and put another in its 
room. Take care, said I, lest God be speaking in the 
same manner concerning you. I see he has spared you 
more than ten or twenty years, and perhaps you have 
brought forth no more fruit to the praise of his glory, 
than that barren tree of which you have beea speaking 
has produced of apples to you. If so, admue his patience, 
praise him for his goodness, repent of your barrenness, 
look to him for fruitfulness. The man seemed sur* 
prised at my address, but he made no remarks ; of 
course, I went out to look for work elsewhere. 

I stepped into an inn to take a little refreshment, and 
likewise to see if any good oould.be done there. I had 
only been a short time in the public room, when a coach 
full of PASSENGERS arrived. They bad been travelling 
all night, and were as hungry as hawks. They were 
no sooner out of the coach, than they rushed into the 
room where I sat, unanimously and earnestly calling out 
f6r something to, eat. O, said I, gentlemen, I wish I 
were as hungry and as earnest for the bread of life, as 
you are for dinner. But what, said one, if you had 
nothing to eat, like us? No danger of that, said I, 
for there is always abundance ready for eating in my fa- 
ther's house. Where is your Cither's house ? said another 
/}{ the gentlemen. I pointed upwards, thereby signify- 
iqg heaven was, my father's house. A large piece of 
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roast meat coming in, prevented further conversation 
for a time. Having obtained liberty, I sat down to 
dinner with them. 

Afler a busy half hour in handling the knife and 
fork, they began to break silence, by congratulating 
each other on so happy a termination of their long 
journey. I remarked, that they had not reached the 
end of their journey yet. They all asserted they had. 
Give me leave, gentlemen, said 1, to observe that hu- 
man life is a journey to the eternal country, and every 
day is a stage of that journey. When a person is tra- 
velling by himself, he is always anxious to know if he 
is in the right road ; now, like these, we should be con- 
stantly examining if we are in the road that leads 
to the heavenly Jerusalem. There are many ways to 
London from the country, but only one way to heaven 
and that is by Jesus^ Christ. O, said one, we are 
all young; we shall have leisure to think of these 
gloomy^ subjects before we become grey headed. But 
no man can say what may happen to him before even- 
ing; we ought to be always ready to depart from time. 
You passed over Henley bridge in your way to town, 
did you not? Yes, yes, said they all. Well, suppose 
that bridge had broken down while you were on it, and 
you had all perished in its ruins, or in the river, where 
would your souls have been now ? Think of that, I do 
not ask you to answer me. 

One of the company remarked he had had no sleep 
fdr two nights. That reminds me, said I, friends, that 
there will be no sleep in the place of misery. Why are 
men sent there? said the youngest in the company. 
Because, said I, men will not believe in the name of the 
only-begotten Son of God. What is the harm of that ? 
Does unbelief do any injury to God ? Y^, Sir, it is 
disobeying hii commandment; despising his love; re-

If ve believe not, we tball die i? our um, and Ihe wrath 
of God will abide on us foi ever. It Is very prababte 
this compan}' will never meet again, till the heavens 
aDd tbe esTlb be no more; from lave to j-ou, 1 would 
therefore recommend iaily searctiing of Uie won) of 
God, wbicb coDttdoK aU necessiiry Informalion resjiect- 
log God aE)d the interests of tliL- soul of man.

I obMrrvd at braaldaat 
to my friendi tbe great goodneM of God In keeping thn 
wind comparatirel; modctate ; for had he dMMeu, b« 
could hate given It a thooMoid Umai more fotoe ; and 
bad be dooe «>, there woold not haie been one boMiig 
Temaining In the whole d^ ; all would baTS been a hasp 
of rulna, or scattered abroad orer all Ibe country ; and 
perhaps not one InhDhitsut 1^ to dsploie tlM dataitatioii. 
So that mankind are ereiy moment the rooniunent* at 
dlrlDB metq/, and the Uvia; ougfat to pniM hlm> 
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After leaving home, I soon got into oonvenatlon with 
a BUiCK. SEAVANT, who told me lie was talcen from 
Africa when a hoy ; was carried to the West Indies in a 
slave ship ; sold as a slave to a good master, who brooght 
him over to this conntiy, where he obtained liis lilierty. 
I asked him if he had got acquainted with the true God, 
since he came among wliite people. He said he had 
heard of him, but did not know much concerning him ; 
for few had ever taken the trouble to instruct him. 
However, said he, it does not appear to be of much 
importance whether I know him or not ; for all those 
whom I meet with, who say they know hfm, do not 
regard his commands. Indeed, the best people I have 
yet seen, only worship him. once a week. But, saki I, 
these people who only profess to worsliip God once a 
week are not christians ; for christians worship God 
daily, in their closets, and with their families. 

I then told him of the creation of the world, and of 
man ; of his first estate, then of his fall, through the 
influence of the tempter : of the promise of a deliverer : 
of' his arrival in our world ; who he was ; the manner 
of his life ; his doctrines and mirades ; the manner 
and design of his death ; of his resurrection, ascension, 
intercession, and second coming. On each of these 
topics I enlarged, and endeavoured to convince him of 
their importance, and their blessed influence on the mind 
of man, when understood and believed ; and the awful 
consequence of not believing them, after hearing them 
once £utiifully stated.. 

He told me he could not read. I advised him to put 
himself to school immediately, and to purs^ alter 
knowledge with the utmost avidity ; for his time on 
earth might be but short. The man left me, in appear- 
fltoco fully determined to go to school directly, principally' 
with a vJiBirt)l-beiQg able to read the word of God. . 
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A FRiMN «tt a utile 4i4amx{/iext attmcted piy attep- 
tioiu I Want intoi it an thd ilobtprs sid^ first.: >Ifmy^ 
strong dopc^ locks, and Mts were opened^ before I 
rpBcbed tbe prisoners. Tbese were uU confined for 
debts wblch tbey were unabJl^ to p^y; I took one man 
asidey and asked hqw much he owed bis creditors. He 
saidj Upwards of three hundred pounds ; and though I 
have offered them my all^ they will not consent to my 
liberation ; and, added be, every day I continue here, 
my debt is increasing by the accumylation of the prison 
dues. 

Your case, said It reminds me of the debt we owe to 
God. What debt can we owe to God ? said be. Every 
sin we commit dishonours God ; we, therefore, owe him 
reparation or satisfiiction ; this we canpot give; and 
Hot lepeating the sin cannot pay the old debt, as little 
can our being sorry for the debt procure its discharge ; 
and such as die in debt io God shall be cast into the pri • 
son of hell, where their debt will continue increasing for 
ever and ever ; for the wicked will not cease toMn there, 
nptwiliistanding all their sufferings. I suppose you have 
some hope of being liberated from this prison ? Yes, 
said he, but the period is very distant. However distant, 
said I, your case differs widely from that of God's pri- 
soners ; for from that prison there is ,no reden\ptiou. 
You said that no man could ever pay his debt to God^ 
said the debtor, either here by repentance, or hereafter 
bj^ his suflforing ; — is every man then lost for ever ? No> . 
friend ; the Son of God came from heaven to pay tiie 
sinner's debt ; he took it upon liimself, and, having died 
for oar guilt, God discharged the debt of all who should 
believe In him. After the resurrection and ascension of 
Jesus to heaven, Messengers were sent into all the 
world to proclaim forgiveness of sins .tbrough the suffer- 
ings of the Saviour, to every creature who should beheve 
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in him . All who considered the menage to be firom God, 
most heartily received the joyful tidings, blessed and 
praised him who died for their sins, and professed them- 
selves willing to do or sulfer any thing for the glory of 
his great name. If you were now to believe in Jesus, 
as having magnified the law by his obedience, and made 
atonement for sin by his suffering unto death, you would,, 
with a joyful countenance, tell your fellow prisoners 
that your great debt was paid, for your sins were par- 
doned ; that you were now the Lord's free man ; and,, 
likewise, that you trusted in him to enable you, in some 
way, honourably to remunerate all your earthly 
creditors. 

Just at this time there came into the prison a deputa- 
tion from a SOCIETY for relieving small debtors. 
They were soon surrounded with applicants, soliciting' 
them to pay theh: debts, for the sums, they said, were 
not great, that they had been long in prison, had large 
families dependent on them, and that they would beware 
of ever getting into debt again. On beholding this 
scene^ I could not refrain saying, O that you were as 
conscious of the debts you owe to Grod, and as anxious to 
have them cancelled ! I then assured them that Jesus 
was willing and waiting to pay all their debts, great ns 
well as small ; and that whosoever came unto him for 
this purpose, he would in no wise send away without 
answering all their demands. 

It was pleasant to observe the joy and gratitude ex- 
pressed by some, whom the gentlemen had relieved ; 
they seemed as if they had been brought into a new 
world. They extolled the friendship and kindness of 
the deputation, and praised the munificence of those who 
had raised the funds by which they had been relieved. 
O, sakt one, I shall see my little fiunily in an hour, and 
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we shall all rejoice together. I viewed them as pictures 
of pardoned sinners.' 

The gentlemen^ for want of funds, were obliged to 
reject many applications, but they did it with much feel- 
ing and regret, which they suitably and affectingly 
expressed to the unsuccessful applicants. These I 
observed to retire with sorrowful hearts, in consequence 
of this expected means of liberation having failed. I 
went up to them, and assured them that Jesus was 
waiting to deliver them from the enormous debt they . 
owed to God — that he possessed an infinite fulness of 
merit, and of eveiy blessing, so that none could apply 
to him in vain. Also, I desired them to notice that 
those whose debts were paid by the deputation had no 
money given to them when liberated. I*^o, said I, these 
men were poor when they came into prison, and they 
are poor still ; but when Jesus procures the forgiveness 
of debt, and the discharge of the prisoner, he puts him in 
possession of durable riches. The same Loord over all 
i» rich unto all that call upon hhn. 

I went next to the felon side of the prison, where 
my ears were constantly grated by the rattling of 
chains in every direction. Here were rioters, thieves, 
murderers, <fec 

I conversed with some who were waiting their trial. 
Most of them asserted their innocence, and expressed 
hope of getting free when their cause came into court. 
1 told these that they were to undergo a second trial. 
Upon hearing this they were startled, and inquired from 
whom I had the information. I told them I had it from 
God ; that we must all appear before the judgment-seat 
of Christ, to answer for the deeds done in the body, whe- 
ther they have been good or evU ;. and assured them that 
though a thousandth part of our guilt might never be 
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made evident before a human tribunal^ yet all thtngs 
were naked and open to the eyes of that Ctod with whom 
we have to do. I begged them to thinlc seriondy how 
it would go with them on that decisive day — whether 
they would then plead innocent or guilty ; — ^i^iether 
the judge would be their friend or their enemy. I en- 
treated them to ask mercy now, while Jesus filled the 
throne of grace ; for if they lost the present opportunity, 
they might afterwards for ever sne for mercy, but in vain. 
I then presented them with a bible, telling them it 
contained good news to the guilty and rebellions sons 
t>f men, revealing a fountain where sinners might be 
washed from every stain, and rendered meet for glorify- 
ing and enjoying God here, and in the regions of im- 
mortality. 

I then walked to the cells of those who were under 
sentence of death. One would expect to meet there 
with men weeping and trembling in the prospect of 
dying in a few days, and not only leaving all things her^ 
below, but also entering upon a new and eternal state. 
Instead of concern and inquiry, I found in most of thc^ 
prisoners a careless, desperate indifference, to what 
should befal them. O, friends, said I, I am sorry to see 
you under the infhience of stupidity and insensibility to 
tile awful importance of your present circumstances. 
Are you iodifferent whether your souls are to be misera- 
ble or happy during an endless eternity ? Is it nothing^ 
to you to be ignorant of the God that made you? of the 
compassionate Redeemer, who died for the ungodly, 
through whom alone you can obtain mercy? Do you 
think God was not a witness of all your past conduct ? 
Do you not know that he searches the heart of men ? 
Then! repeated to them maqy of the oomnandments 
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of God^.,n9qiiestiDg tbcm to oonsidcir yth^ihex IJl^ey |iad 
broken aoy or fiH of ihem, a^d dedaring fxpm tb^ scrip- 
ture that if they had offended in one poinl^ or had 
brokeja only on&of the commandment^^ they would be 
proceeded against in the same way as if they had broken 
all of them. This may be explained by things with 
which you are acquainted ; for example, said I, the man 
who is guilty of murder, or robbery, or forgery, or trea- 
son, 6ec. by the law of England, forfeits his life ; he 
suffers death, if but guilty of one of these crimes, the 
same as if he had committed them all. I A like manner, 
breaking the law of God, in one point, exposes a man to 
the loss of eternal life, and to the enduring of everlasting 
punishment, equally with his having broken oU the 
commandments in the law. Without faith in t^e blood 
of Jesus, we can no more obtain the forgiveness of one 
sin, than we can of a thoBS{y[kl«.[ndee(!, the blood of 
Jesus, if trusted in, will obtain pa; ^en of all our sins, 
though more in number than the h&irs' upon our heads, 
or the particles of sani u\)r,u *h% sea shore. If you 
acknowledge your 1 [liquifies to God^ and ask their for- 
giveness liwr his Son's sake, he will frankly forgive you 
all your trespasses, for he is rich in mercy for his great 
name's sake. Is not this a salvation adapted to your 
condition ? — you cannot repair the damages you have 
done to society by your crimes ; you are unable to do 
any thing that can atone to God for your forgetfulness 
of liim, your disregard to his admonition, your rebellions 
against his holy laws ; but he has graciously provided an 
atonement for your sins, with which you are encouraged 
to come to Mm, and to plead it. O, the rkints of divine 
grace, goodness, and mercy ! it suri)asses all conception. 
May these darkened understandings of yours be opened, 
to know the. things that belong to your peace, before 



the]' u'e ibr em hid frant your ejes ; and mKf theae 
tongues of fours be loosed to pnbe and publish the 
woTKleiftil sets Of Ure Loid.

WALK XII. 

CBHtertatioB at Breai/ail—The Smith'i Shop— A 
Funeral — Sheep going te lAe Slaughter-Amite — 
Peace proclaimed. 

While at breakfast, we were talking of manfUiiiigs 
which we supposed might have happened doling the 
preceding night. It was asked of all round the table 
what thef supposed to hate happened. One said, per- 
haps Uiere aie thonsands who have not slept five oiinutei 
since sunset. In mnsequenceof pain of bodj' ot uneasiness 
of mind. Another remarked that probably some who 
went to bed in perfect health, were at midnight hastily 
called to appear before their Judge. While th^ slept, 
literally tbe ciy was. Behold the bridegroom cometb, go 
ye out to Bieet him. Others were greatly alarmed by 
robbers ruling into their houses, and plundering them 



of their property. Some called from a sound sleep to 
witness the solemn departure of a dear filend. Another, 
perha^s^ had all his property consumed by fire, and 
hardly escaped with life. Others were shipwrecked on 
an inhospitable shore — others were in a vessel tliat foun- 
dered in the middle of the mighiy ocean, and were all 
swallowed up in a watery grave — others having escaped 
destruction, by means of their vessel weathering the 
storm, considered themselves in jeopardy during the 
whole night, and are now congratulating each other on 
their preservation. These, and many other remarks, 
tended to solemnize all our minds, and to render us 
grateful to the wise disposer of all things, who had pro- 
tected us from these or similar calamities. 

At a little distimce fionsi home, I came to a smith's 
SHOP, where the men were all busy in beating iron into 
various shapes, to answer various purposes. On stepping 
in, I remarked that iron was a hard metaL We know 
that by experieace, said the workmen, though the fire 
helps us, by softening it considerably. I replied that I 
knew nothing harder than a hardened' sinner, yet the 
furnace of affliction sometimes so melts him down, as 
disposes him to listen to the instructions of God — this 
was often wade maniiiest, said I, in the history of the 
Israelites iq the wilderness, for they were a stiff-necked 
and rebellioua race, but when God visited their iniquities 
with his judgments, then they attended to his command- 
Ojients. 

I asl^ed whfkt some articles were which I saw hanging 
ifii H confer. These are hand-cu^, said one of the 
men; t^ey are intended to prevent prisoners from 
^laldi^ titeir ^sy:^^, or doJKUg n^schief. If all, soxd I, 
W^ ^B^mit c^of^s against God were hand-cuffed, how 
4pajiy in lU>udQX| v^ouid be without them ? Indeed, said 
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one, I fear few in that case would be free from them — 
vre fhould see most of our ladies and gentlemen, as well 
as our poor, wearing them. Must not God then be very 
merciful, that he does not affix some mark of ignominy 
upon all who offend him ? For instance, that he does 
not deprive the swearer of the faculty of speech ; the 
drunkard of his reason ; the lustful of his eyes ; and the 
quarrelsome of his hands ; in order to deter others from 
committing the same crimes. 

As I walked along, I met a funeral proceeding with 
solemn step. I said to a man who stood gazing at it- 
Friend, if you go to heaven you will never see such a 
sight there ; and can you tell me why ? Because, said 
he, I suppose people do not die there. We do not bury 
living people in this world, but only such as are dead. 
True, said I, but why do they not die in heaven as well 
as on earth? He could not tell. I told him it was 
because there is no sin there, that the inhabitants of 
heaven shall no more say even that they are sick, the 
people there being delivered from all their iniquity. If 
you heard of a country where none died, though at the 
uttermost end of the earth, would you not be very anxious 
to go there ? If you could not pay your passage thither, 
would jTOu not be willing that the captain should sell you 
for a slave on reaching that happy land, in order to pay 
himself for taking you ? That I would, said the man, 
with a determined tone .of voice. Well, friend, is it not 
astonishing that so few ask. What shall I do to inherit 
eternal life ? Is it not because they disbelieve all that 
God says respecting the world to come ? If a single' 
letter is received from America by a person in England, 
stating that it will be greatly to his advantage to settle 
there ; the statement will be believed if it comes from a 
man of wisdom and integrity, and a thousand to one 



but the paraoii in«taii% begins to prepare -for crossiQg 
the Atlantic ocean. But thoogti God expatiates in bis 
\7ord upon the glories, riches, and boundless happiness 
of the heavenly state, and earnestly entreats men to 
oome and take possession of it ; yet few comparatively 
are at all influenced by what he says ; they treat the 
whole as an idle tale. What will God do with such 
men ? Will he not cast them from his presence, and 
signally punish them for their obstinacy and stupidity ? 

Some SHEEP were passing along to the butcher's, in 
order to be slai^htered. They made no resistance, no 
noise ; but walked on peaceably. Now, said I, the 
Son of God went as peaceably and willingly to be put 
to death for sin, as you see theae «heep going to their 
death, that he might obtain eternal redemption for them 
who should believe on him. He well knew the 
value of the soul of man, though most men neglect 
and despise his salvation — but do not you do it any 
longer. I never demised his salvation, said the man, 
rather angrily. I asked him if he had ever trusted 
in Christ for the salvation of his souW He said, he 
had not. Well, said I, that is despising his salvation. 
Though .you may not have derided it with your lips, 
you have done it by your practice. If a man fall 
into the river, and I go to him in a boat to save 
him, and he wUl not come into my boat, but says 
he will take his own way in saving himself; is not 
that despising me and my help ? Most certainly. 
In a similar way do such as neglect the Saviour and 
his salvation, despise both. Or suppose that the man 
who is to be hanged to-morrow were to receive a 
written pardon from the king, but be threw it in a 
comer of his cell, and never presented it to the 
executioners of justice, and conseq[uently was hanged. 
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would Dot every one say that that mau despise<L tho^ 
king's clemency? So will every man appear to 
have done, who neglects the salvation of Christ. 

As I walked on towards London, I observed many 
things which indicated that something uno^mmon 
was to take place to-day. I asked a man whfti 
such 'and su6h things meant. What, said the man^ 
do you live under ground, or in the upper regions^ 
that you do not know fbacb is to be PROCLAiifiED 
to-day ? I told hiin peace was prodaimed every dfty. 
With a contemptuous sneer, he asked me if peace 
with France was proclaimed every day. I said no, 
but peace with a higher power was. What power, 
asked he, is greater than France? I answered, God 
—and he proclaims peace to men every day. Pray, 
said he, where ? In his word. In his word, said he^ 
what or where is that? The Bible is his word, it is 
God speaking to men from heaven — and friend, said 
I, if you believe not in that peace that is proclaimed 
to you, through the sufferings of Je^s for sin, 
it will fare hard with you in the world to oome. 

The man became a little more civil, and . listened 
attentively to some other remarks that I made. After 
which, he said that he had traversed the atreets of Loa- . 
don for more than thirty years, and never got. good 
advice from any man till to-^day. Well, said J,, see 
tiiat you profit by what you have heard, if you do not, 
you will regret it for ever and ever.

This building began in the days 
of Adam, a great part of it is now finished: there "sKnts 
a first, and there slmU be a last stone that sbaU be put on 
with shoutings of grace { grace ! Consider, my Iri^nds, 
whether you make part of thisptei^ous biiikting, &^4tU 
othefs at the end of the worid shall be cast, as useless 
and worthless materials, into everlasting burnings. 
There is not one dead or useless stone in this divine 
building, all are made and kept alive by the heavenly 
Architect. Jesus is the collector of the stones, they are 
all dead when he comes to them ; but he speaks to 
these dead stonea thtougli his gQqp^> iomI las word is 
powerfiil, so tbat they hear his voice, and are made 
willing to form part of the glorious building; and they 
Iiecome an habitation of God through the Spirit. 

One of the workmen thanked me for my remarks, and 
afterwards observed, that their stones after coming fh)m 
the quarry required a deal of hewhsg and polishing befere 
they were fit for the building. So do Christ's, said I, for 
this is a preparatory world, his stones are fitted here, for 
occupying their appointed places in the building above, 
and some of the stones are so hard that they require many 
years polishing 1>efore they can, with propriety, be 
removed. As Solomon prepared, at a distance, all the 
materials for building the temple at Jerusalem, that no 
sound of hammers and chisels might be beard at the

Son^e of the men appeared really desirous that their 
lot might h& in the house of the Lord for ever. I ear- 
nestly advised them to ask this favour of the Lord of the 
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house — ^1 assured tbeio he was the friend of sinnen, and 
would in no wisacast out them that came to him for any 
ibyour, and pointed to the very passage^ John Tf. 37 « 

' where he said so. 

One of the men who had been listening to the conversa- 
tion at a distance, came forward, and said, rather in a 
scoffing manner, I fear I am too rough and hard hearted 
a fellow to make a good stone in the building jom have 
been telling us of. I asked him if he thought he waa 
more so than Manasseh the murderer, or Saul the 
persecutor, for these men had been made holy and happy 
through ihe riches and power of divine mercy and grace ; 
and supposing you to be worse than either of these men; 
said I, yet nothhig is too hard or difficult for an omni- 

' potent Saviour to accomplish. He came to save the chief 
of sinners, and he is perfectly able to accomplish the 
work he undertook. These lew hints made the man a 
little more serious ; one of his comrades observing this, 
said, (smiling a little) I think Tom your mouth is dosed 
for once. These are too serious subjects to trifle with, 
said I ; you had better think seriously of them when you 
retire from work.

I told them the language.!, had used was 
metaphorical^ at the same time that it was contained in 
the scriptures, and me(int» that the blessings of saLvi^tion 
were to be bad of Christ • lor the asking without any 
preprequisite whatever* 

To assist you to understand me^ allow me to.sta,te an 
anecdote respecting myself* When I first was Qonvinoed 
that I was a guilty sinner before Godj and thereby ex- 
posed to bis wrath for ever, I became exceedingly uneasy, 
and could hardly either eat or 4eep^ There were .two 
tilings at that tine which I yaluod more highly than the 
ag^egate wealth of both the Indies, yiz. pwrdon (ind 
peuoe* Had I possessed ten thouiand worlds, I surely 
would have been willing to have parted w^th them to 
purchase these two blessings. 3ut I found they were 
not tQ be porobaaed with n^oney. On reading Ijbe- sciip- 
tuves I fiound that God had provided a righteousness in 
bis own ^n, and if I beUeved therein, that it would en- 
title me to all the blessings I stood in n^ed pf-:rthe 
grace of God taught me to believe what I read — then I 
was assured of pardon OQd possessed of pence. Tl^os I 
became one of the happiest men in Ibe world. I owe all 
to the mfinite love of God in giving bis Son, wbow . he 
has made unto us wisdom, righteoqsness, sapijtificatiieii, 
and redemption ; to the Son in becoming ^ sacrifioe for 
Sin> and dying for the ungodly ; and to the ^irit of God 
in directiog me, a poor sinner, tq this all-tsufficient 
Saviour. 

O, saidcHie of them, thai; is not th? way I wish to be 
saved: ^good Uie>— works» Sir> is th^.way to ^pet to 
heaven. As you think works can procure. heaven, does

your tife aboand with these good works ? Not yet, said 
he, but I hope it wifl befofe I die. I have no doabt, my 
firiend* but you will live in the delusive hope of beooming 
better at some fiitare period, till the day of your death, 
unless you come to the Son of God for a righteousness 
to entitle you to heaven. You must be a new man, a 
believer in the Son of God, beibre any of your works can 
please God ; you must first know how to live by faith on 
the Son of God, how to look to him for grace, how to 
obey from love, and for the glory of the Lord, before you 
will do any thing aright. 

The man replied that he was not master of the matter 
we 'wera discussing, only that he had always heard we 
were to be saved by our good deeds ; such as charity to 
the poor and going to church or meeting, and some such 
things, and he tiiought It veiy rational. You may think 
it rational, but it is not scriptural, that is, it is not the 
way €rod says we shall be saved. The scriptures say, he 
that believes in Christ shaU be saved, and that all who 
are sased dndl abound in good works. Remember, too, 
that God publishes a salvation that is suited to the con- 
dition of every creature. This remark reminds me of 
a visit which a friend of mine made to a young man 
under sentence of death for forgery, and was near the 
time of his execution. He preached to him from the 
word of God the message of mercy, that there was salva- 
tion, complete and present sahratidn for him in Christ. 
No, no, tnid the young man, by good works alone We 
can be saved. Then, upon your principles, said my 
friend, yon cannot be saved ; for you, who are diained 
to that floor, and have no connexion wifh'ftny oeature, 
cannot perform these gcfed works. Wherefore he 
advised him to looAc only to the wbrk of Chrlist, by which 
be perfectly glorified tils Father in the rocfm of sinners, 
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by wbicb be mugBlftgd and mwkt bwiouf iible for ever tbe. 
law of God. Tbe man tben aik«d, h a panon who baa 
believed in Cbrist, afterwards to live as be pleaeei ? In 
a. certain sense be is; for wbat pleases God will tben 
please bim, and only tbat : f<w if be at any time deviates 
in beart or life from any of the commandments of bis 
God wb^ be loves^ be will condemn himself, and ask 
forgiveness irom bis God, through tbe blood of bis Son. 
He makes the will, or command of God, his rule of con- 
duct. — Hete our conversation was interrupted. 

Observing sietes for sale in a shop that I was passing, 
I called f^nd made a purchase of one. While examining 
the soundness of the sieves, I remarked to those in the 
shop, that these sieves were a striking resemUaace of 
too many minds. How so ? said the shopman. Becaase, 
sakl I, the sieve lets the good gre^n or the good liquor nm 
thorough it, and only retains tbe chaff or the refuse.

Yes, replied I ; for example, we should all remember 
every day that we are to stand before the judgment seat 
of Christ, to answer for all our conduct here, and it would 
do us much good to remember it ; yet it is probable not 
one of us has, thought upon it to-day. I asked every one 
present, one after another, whether they had or not, and 
all honestly acknowledged they bad not. From this

Narrative appears a pleasing and engaging way of 
communicating divine truth to young persons.

tion of every unrenewed soul, the shot does not appear 
too sharp, nor the artillery too heavy. The parable of 
the rich man and Lazams is perhaps more so than any o/ 
the following lives.

We slept rathe? because it was a duty, for ihe 
leireshment of the body, than from any incUnation to 
go to bed: In a word, we experienced a heaven upon 
earth. The, apostles continued to work miracles almost 
every day, to confirm the truth of ow Lord's resur- 
rection : to these they referred as divine attestations to 
the truth of their sermons. They publicly dedared^ that 
the miracles they wrought were not performed by any 
power which they exerted, but by the power of Jesus 
whom they preached, that Jesus being Crod, was (al* 
though invisible) as really present upon earth as ever.

With a 
lustre on his oovntenance, he calmly looked up towaids 
heaven, and dechued tbat4ie saw Jesus standing at the 
Yigtit band' of God, wliich shewed how highly God ap- 
proved of his 'life and death for sio. — On this, almost the 
whole assembly ran npon him, and .dragged Idflo, 4ome 
by the faair, others by the beds, out of the city, and 
iherfr they stoned him. Bntsnch was his meekness, 
(hat lilEe Ids great Master, de died pmyiog for his mur- 
derers^ His prayer was hesrd for one of them. This 
was a yoong man of the name of Saul, who was so k^eo^y 
eet upon the murder of Stepben, that he watched the 
elothes at those who were stoning him. He afterwards, 
as is well known upon earth, became a most indeiatiga<n, 
ble preacher of that gospel, which he at this time la- 
boured to destroy. Grace has long and strong arms ! 
I shall never forget what he^piness I felt on hearing of 
the conversion of this Sajal the4)«r8ecutor. A clerk he- 
longing to the High Priest^who was a moderate-minded 
young man, called on me one mwqing, enquiring if I 
had any friends at Damascus who Vere Christians. I 
hesitated to tell "him, lest he should inform against 
them. If yoa'have,idBaid he, warn them^to take care of 
Saul, for he hath got a commission to imprison and kill 
all he can lay bands on of that description.

** Holy brethren in Christ, partKkefs of 4h«4)teair«iily 
calling, God has made known to tSte saiftts^ <lewiiioiwn 
that there is to be an unoommon' scarGity of ^MMuma 
oTer the whole. Roman empire. His foason iw glilDg 
us early Intimation of this, is not to 4ormeiCt iis befon 
the time, but that, like Joseph of old, we mti^i^pmtide 
against it. The members of the cluinch- at Jerusaleai

Many of them are so hated for their professkm of Chris- 
tianity, that no manufacturer will ^re them a week^ 
work. Others who are shopkeepers, eaimot sell oae 
article, except to tiieir own brethren ? and sereva} young 
people have been banished from their iather^ houses^ 
for confessing that Jesus was the Christ. These «oift- 
bined afflictions have reduced them to great str^lft^ 
nevertheless they rejoice in them, and endure as ff^iig 
him who is invisible.*' Here I must stop iand tell yon 
an interesting stoiy. 

One day a mob came to bum the house of my brother- 
in-law for being reported a Christian. Wtien some were 
dragging out the beds, chairs, and other articles to the 
door, and others setting fire to them, his wife was so filled 
with joy, that Jesus shouid^ounther and her feml^ i^brtby 
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iofw^(Bt§or Ui mwBe'f MilEe, tliat sIm brojw oiit In •0119I 
of jpraifse 4n tba rery D»id<Ue of the mob, and tbanked th6 
ExRd Ast slle.lMMi 9t better and a nx>re enduring portion 
than those tilings which the men were deitroying ; that 
herhihttxitaiiee* on whieb she chiefly set her heart was 
itt'hmTeavwhefe neither moAh nor rust could corrupt, 
nor thieves hveak through and steal. This conduct so 
«track her pevsecutoKSy that they sneaked away one by 
by 0110 ttt the whole went off. A few days afterwards, 
filTB €Mf th»mob came to the cbnrcb, confismed their sins, 
niiA psefaned thefar laith hi Jesus Christ) declaring that 
iktK exeniplafy conduct of this Christian woman was the 
fMscaalon of thehr conversion. Praise the Lord, O our 
w«i»l :HosaiMiah in tbe highest ! 

Tor proceed to our commission. " We are come to 
wdtidk(y€w: rpeonniaiy aid, so far as God has prospered 
yon in your worldly matters, and given you peace to 
chJ^ and ksep it- We need use no aigmnents fo incite 
fon- to- pteform thia Christian duly ; you love Christ, 
nad wffi^^'keep his commandments. Blessed are the 
oMifcMH Iw th^ shall not only recel^ sympathy and 
sner^ horn man when they need it, but God shall follow 
Ibem witi) hit loving kindness and tender mercy.'' 

A bnndiOBie sum was immediately effected by the 
ehnseh at Antioch, and sent to Jemsalem by Paul and 
Bemabadi Paul and Barnabas having delivered the 
ebavilgr t«- the ehnrch at Jerusalem, returned to thehr 
ebatj^e td Antioch \ but they were not long there before 
tb^ Holy Ghost jdeaired the other teadiers of that church 
to set these two apart for more general labours, to preach 
Jesna In distant countries. None opposed the will of 
Gq^ but they UistanUy and unanimou^y set them apart 
to ^bm wcnrfc, Iqr Wing, prayer^ and Uying on of 
hands* > 

AliesyseaphiJig in as^veral countries and islands, they 
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came to another Aottoeh^the ehief dty of Pisidia^ when 
tiiey ftdihftilly preached Jescf^ td tbeir Jewisfi hretlinBii 
in the synagogue. After quietly hearing thefir testittionyy 
the Jews wifhdrew from the synagogue; but some 
OentUes who happened to he present, requested Paul to 
repeat the tome truths, to them the next Sabbath. 
During the week every body tallied of what had passed 
apon the Sabbath ; and so much was the curiosity of 
the citizens excited, that almost the whole inhabitants 
of Antioch came out next Sabbath to hear the apostle 
preadi. When he saw such an immense multitude, his 
siMit was fired with holy zeal for their eternal salvation ; 
the doctrines of the Savipiur poured from his lips, till 
his streng^ was almost exhausted, and great success 
seemed to attend Ibis, and some other sermons whidi he 
preached. But the enmity of the Jews was thereby ex- 
cited ; accordingly they laid plans to blacken tlie cha- 
racter of the apostles, and to hold them up as the scum 
of the earth. The first went slily to some old ladies, 
who were generally allowed to be very religious; io 
these they related a number of odd stories against Paul 
and Barnabas ; the ladies believed them all. — ^They ran 
through the city and raised an astonishing hue and cry 
against tbe servants of God. — A mob was thereby col- 
lected, who with stones and bludgeons, drove them not 
only from the city, but from all that countryl The 
servants of God expressed their disapprobation of their 
conduct, by shaking the dust from off their feet against 
them. Even this simple act might have its effect upon 
the minds of some who saw it done. 

When this generation appeared before the Judgment 
of Jesus, would they approve of their own conduct iipon 
this occasion ^ I believe not. It was the day of their 
merciful visitation ; but they despised and rejected the 
oonosel- of God against themselves,

Why, thought I, if this man can feed 
w by a pow^r,. which he possesses, I shall no more need 
to work. Accordingly I, with many others, followed 
biip over tbe lake Gennesaret, merely for bodily suste« 
nance ; but bje knew our motives, and gave us so sevew 
a i^primand, that my indignation was increased ten-fold* 
,1 laboured to propagate all the stories I could Invent 
against Jesus. I was one of his accusers before Pilate, 
and witnessed his crucifixion. At bis resurrection I 
lieard. the apostle^ proclaiming pardon through his death 
to tib^ chief of sinners. Though many of my com- 
^afiioQS we^e converted by their preaching, it bad no 
^Qisct upon me at alt; tb^ gave up my company, but I 
used continually to ridicule them for their folly wherever 
I m^t ih^m, B.ut a period was soon put to all my 
wijck^dness; while walking one di^^ along the street in 
J^ni^alei¥?i a «tone feU from a house and struck me upon 
tbo b^^i^bicb stupifiedme in a moment I know not 
how long I m^ have breathed afterwards; but on a 
sudden I found myself imprisoned in this awful Jail. I 
have none to comfa^ me^ not even a cup of cold water 
to cool my tongue. When I begin to complain, my 
aasociali^ in misery .burst forth with imprecations, 
dedacing.tb^ «^y wpr^ and example in tbe world were 
the chief causes of their destruction. 
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Upon this I left Haman, and held « conversatfoir 
with a young lady but lately committed to this prison. 
She was daughter to a gentleman of fasiiion still in the 
world. Her. tale is indeed a^M^ting, though far front 
heing extraordinary. I shall state her own account of 
it, and nearly in her own words. After conversing for 
ten minutes upon different topics, she proceeded a» 
follows : 

HISTORY OF SOPHIA. 

I WAS born to a considerable fortune in the world, 
and the whole attention of my parents was directed to fit 
me for shining in the gay circles of life. Thousands of 
times, they -chid roe for not sitting erect, for not walking 
gracefully, fop not talking correctly. Music, dancing, 
drawing, and other polite accomplishments, engrossed 
almost every waking hour till I was turned fifteen years 
of age. During all this bustling period^ I received very 
little infbrmatioB about God, heaven or hell. I have 
sometimes seen whole companies at our house highly 
diverted at stories about some people called Religionists, 
Fanatics, and Methodists, but they -never conversed 
upon any particulars respecting th^ tenets, so I had no 
opportunity at that time of knowing them. 

When about sixteen years of age, I began to know 
that I had a genteel person, with a fine oountenance, 
and I assure you I valued myself not a little upon these 
poor perishing qualificattons. The most of my time^ 
was now token up with dressing and undressing — two or 
three hours were daily consumed peeping into the mirror, 
adjusting my bonnet, gown, or hidr. I hhd no more 
concern about my soul than the child nnbom. How- 
ever, my maid made me very serious one day. I «iv 
fre(]juently she had a desire to talk of somethfog wfaieh 
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she feared I would not relish, but that day she plucked 
up courage^ and told me very gravely, '' Miss Sophia, 1 
fear your mind is wholly engrossed with the follies of- 
life, that you seldom attend to the eternal salvation of 
your immortal soul. It is your interest as well as your 
duty, to consider what will become of you when you 
die. Remember that God made us^ that he daily preserves 
QSy and provides for us all the good things we. enjoy ; that 
he observes out conduct with a watchful and penetrating 
eye, and will at last bring us into judgment to answer 
lor our sins. Remember he has put his blessed word 
into our hands to make us wise and happy hi time and 
eternity.'' tiere. she stopped, for she was terrified lest 
I jhottld take offence at her freedom. These few faith- 
fal hints from my maid, made me tremble. Away I ran 
^ the drawing room, where my father was lauglung 
over a novel he was reading to my mother. I had scaice 
g^t to the middle of the room, when I cried out weeping, 
Oh, father I I fear I am a great sinner, and that it is 
dangerous to live as I am doing. . Magdalen has given 
me some very serious advice about reading the scriptures, 
tell me what you think I should do. Without answer- 
ing me a word, he rung the bell with all his might, and 
ordered up tbe*makl. The moment she entered the 
room, he said, '' l^agdaten, if you ever open your mouth 
to Sophia, or any.of my children, about these enthusiastic 
eants, that instant you must be gone from my house.: 
now mind what I say.'' The girl.gave a oourte^, and 
walked out with her eyds>fixed on the g^und. He then 
took me aside, and told me not to believe suchjdle 
nonsense ; that they were only the ravings of a set of 
madmen, who tried to turn the world upside down with 
their stupkl jargon. He .then held up to ridicule some 
pious men, and in a short time laughed me out of all 
my fears. 

o 
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Notwithstanding tlie friglit which my ikther' ^ave 
Magdalen, she was always, as if accidentally, leaving' 
little religious tracts in my bed-room. Sometimes I 
burned them, and sometimes took no notice of them ;~ 
at other times out of mere curiosity, I would Hake a 
stolen peep. Two lines of one of them one day went 
to my heart like a dagger : they were to this effect : 
Behold he cometh with clouds, and every eye shall s^ 
him I — I could not forget these words ; in short they 
seemed as if nailed to my mind. My parents perceiving' 
me pensive and melancholy, often urged me to assign 
the reason ; but I would not. However, they hurried 
me from play to play, from ball to ball, and from'com- 
pany to company, till they accomplished their honfd 
purpose: I mean, till they removed effectually every 
serious impression from my mind : for this concern never 
leturned. My parents, Sir, have been the murderers of 
my poor soul ; and if ever I meet them in these abodes of 
tiie miserable, I shall reproach them through eternity, 
for their cruelty to me. — Had they let me alone, I might 
prc^ably have found the way of life ; but now these 
happy gates are for ever shut against me I I ani forced to 
bear the indignation of the- Lord for sinning against him. 
and not following his calls to me' in the world. 

But to return to my narrative. When I reached my 
twenty second year, a young gentleman of fortune paid 
his addresses to me. He and hisiriends flattered me 
beyond measure. Evieiy word I spoke commanded 
sUence, was attended to, and admired. If I happened 
to utter one witty expression, though borrowed from a 
novel I had <ead Hie preceding evening, it was extoUed 
to the very skies, and repeated with eclat in companies 
for a month after. By this^ abominable flattery Z was 
pompletely ruined ; I thought the wisdom of Scdomon, 
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or the eloquence of Cicero, contemptible when compared 
to mi|^, so con^letely did I fall before flnttei^. 

Bipfore the nuptials were to be celebrated, my father 
carded me' up .to London to kill the Intervening time, 
every hour of which appeared an tige. He led mo 
through the throngs of nobility and gentiy which crowd 
the .metropolis^ and my approaching marriim^e was the 
tea and card-table talk over the whole city. 

. After many a fatiguing rout, we tools onr Journey 
tiome ; on the third day I caught a severe cold, and had 
only arrived a few de^*s at my native city when I fell ill. 
i saw that my relations were alarmed, but they'endea*^ 
voured to appear cheerful, and tried every expedient to 
l^eep up my 'spirits. They prohibited all my visitors 
from giving the most distant hint of my approaching dis- 
jsqlution. I thought much upon the conversations I 
Jiad vfith oar old servant Magdalen, and was extremely 
anxionfi my &ther should send for her, as she then lived 
veqr near lis; bat be was enraged at the. mention of 
ber name. . However, he sent for a preacher much 
ftdinired among the fashionable people. When Joe came 
I told him I was dying, and was very apprehensive the 
consequence^ would be dreadful, for I had lived a most 
thonghtless life. I said, if the Bible be a true book, I 
am- ruined for ever. He replied, that he was persuaded 
{ had lived a very harmless inolRinsive life, and God 
being a merciful God, would certainly talce me to heaven. 
Bttt^ Sir, said I, God has given us many commandments, 
most of which I have neglected ; how can I then be 
inoftensive ? O, said he^ don't allow these kind of no- 
tions to enter your mind, you have done ill to nobody ; 
I wish I was .as fit for dying as you are. Upon this my 
father entered the room^ and began to tell him what a 
fine, obedient daughter I had been, and how little I had 
to answer for in comparison to many. The preacfaer 



ihook hands wltli me, dedred me to kee^ up my qililt^ 
aod ainired me there was no occstion of alonn reject- 
log etemll;. This wrred. In a great meaAiK 1o le- 
more my fean. Ererr waking moment afterwardi -w^isb 
I could bear it, my Meoda had some gay acquainlwiefl 
at m; bediide to amuie me with connrsatlon. Thai 
time nuned on tJtl my strength lAs wholly eidiaiuled ) 
and one evetUDg, while they weie admlnlgtering some 
medicine, I became extremely lU, and In a ' few 
tniuutes expired amidst the saeams trf my soirtniild- 
Ing friend*. The next moment I fbuad mytelf 
shut up in this prison of woe; and you see me 
suiTounded with tMeres, murderers, and blaaphemen, 
vlth' whom I must l>e an assodale In miseiy through 
etetntty. Ob I trira can d««ll with ereilaittiig buro- 
Ingi! 

' lUader! arayoumry fbrSopUa? Rcmemlwr that ff 
you Uie tbooghtleH and careless, you shall soon b« 
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plunged into the 8>ime misery. If you are living with- 
out prayer^ it is in vain to hope for mercy from God. 
If you do not love and serve Jesus Christ, you are under 
the same condemnation with Sopliia, only the sentence 
is not executed against you. Tl^s is your day of grace. 
Qod beseeches you to be reconciled to him^ to behold 
his Son who was crucified for sin, to depend upon his 
death as the only foundation of hope. To-day if you 
hear God's voice, if you attend to his calls and invita- 
tions, you will instantly cease to do evil and learn to do 
well. No doubt, your companions will think it strange 
for a while that you do not iceep pace with them in their 
follies and fashions ; but what signifies their moclcery, 
if you are but saved from wrath to come. God does not 
desire you to live as your ue\ghbours^ould have you, 
but to live godly and to walk humbly with him, and he 
will make you happier than ever you have been. You 
will soon find out better companions, and more rational 
amusements. Associate with them who fear God. Read 
the scriptures every day. Remember to sanctify the 
Sabbath. Attend the ministry of none but those who 
preach the Gospel, who speak much about a crucified 
Jesus. Read Omicjon's Letters, by Mr. Newton of 
London, and also his Cardiphonia. The Reign of Grace^ 
by Mr. Booth, is also an admirable book. Wilhers>)oon 
upon Regeneration, and Doddridge's Sermons to Young 
People, are also good books. But read the Scriptures 
more than any other books.

By dint of «pp(icati<m, I soonbeoame a pro- 
ficient in the various branches of polite literature, i be- 
came so ac\ite ar^asoner, sO ingeniously ^bistieal, that 
I generally turned the scale in every debate in which I

CHAPTER 1. 



Atteb retnaiolng a doie prlioneT (at mac montbs 
Id ■ boakwUer'B ibop, I ira* llbeniteil and taken to tb« 
oountrj to be B coopaQkni to a youi^ gentleman who 
had latelf oome of age. Ttra moDMnt t entered the 
pailont where lie nt, be roae up, sDd took me in hb 
bands, exprealng hli lurprlie, at the elegance of my 
dre«i, whidi wu scwlet, embroidend with goU. The 
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whole family se^iaed gnatly f^ased ' wttb Ay appear- 
ance; liut they would not pennit me to say one word. 
After their curiosity was satisfied, they tlesired me to sit 
down upon a chair in the corner of the' room. In the 
evening f was taken op stairs^ and confined in the family 
prisdh, called hy them the lihrary. Several thousand 
prisoners were under the same sentence, standing in 
rows round the room ; they had their names written 
jipon their foreheads, hut none of them were allowed to 
speak. 

We all remained in this silent inactive posture, for 
some years. Now and then skangers were admitted to 
see us ; t^ese generally wondered at our number, 
beauty, and the orderly manner in which we stood, but 
' oar young keeper woukl never allow a person to touch 
us, or take us from oureelf. 

A gentleman came in one morning, and spoke in high 
commendation of some Arabians and Turks who stodd 
at my right side ; he said they would afR>rd' fine amiu^. 
ment on a winter evening. Upon his recommendation, 
they were all discharged from prison and carried do^l) 
stairs. After they had finished their fund of stories^lH^ 
had not one word more'to say, they were all remanded 
back to pnsou, and one who ci^ed hiniiself Don Quixote, 
wus set at liberty. This, man being extremely witty, 
aftbrded fine sport for Mr.' William, (for thai was ougr 
keeper's name.) Indeed, for more than a fortnight he 
kept the whole house in what is called good humour. 
AftecQuixote had^Mmcluded his harangues, Mr^aplliam 
chose a Man of Feeling for his companion, who wrought 
upon his passions in a way whk^ pleased him yasUy, 
Mi, William now began to put a higher value'upon bis 
prisoners, and to use them more polit^y. * Almost daily 
he heUla little chitchat with one prisoner or anpther, 
Mn Hume related to him the history of England; down 
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to the levoIotioD, which he intenected with a great mauj 
anecdotes about Crermany, France, Italy, and various 
other kingdoms. Dr. Robertson then described the 
state of South America when first discovered ; and re- 
lated the horrid iMirbarities committed by the Spaniards, 
when |faey stole it from the natives. Mr. William 
wept when.he heard of their savage treatment of Mon- 
tezuma. RolUu next spoke ; he related to him the rise 
and fall of ancient empires ; he told him that God was 
supreme governor among the nations ; that he raises up 
one to great power and splendor, and putteth down 
another. He told him what. he did not know before, 
that God had often revealed to some men, events 
which were to happen hundreds of years afteiwards, 
and directed him to converse with me, and I 
could fully inform him on that subject ; Mr. William 
resolved to converse with me at a future period, but 
having heard some of his relations speak rather dist 
respectfully of me, he was in no hurry. At length,, 
my prison door was unlocked, and I was conducted 
to his bed-room. 

My first salutation struck Mr. William, In the 
beginning, said I, God created the heavens> and the 
earth ; and then proceeded to make man, whom he 
placed in a garden, wiih permission to eat of every 
tree that was in it except one.

that I had occasioned great confusion in the world> by 
dfiying; many pepple mod; On this they attgioiiied in 
CM^ifdalizii]^ my di^raqier : and I was again eoaAned to 
my old cell in the library. > . . • * 

:But when my Qod enaHes me to fix an anow^ia a 
sinner's heart, the w^bole univevse caanot dn^wwlt o«t. 
William was alwa^^a onaiuagf when I was^not witli»hi«i ;

.Willi6tii was r advised. by,hifi'frien<l& to-takeilv tewt&ir 
a few we^kg>'^ remove/Uie i|^m yiAvtth hqng^peirhis 
mind. He djd so^ but he netusaedmore diyected-than 
ever.: The. moment he. arnv^ I .was sent 'foe tO'tiiHc 
with him. I desiued him U> ;b«hold th» iMob f^i Qftd 
who taketh. away the .&nfi of the world:; J[.«i«id (Ui«n»» 
was no other name giv^munder he«venainon|¥Hiel» b«^ib0 
name of Jesus, by which they, could .be sabred 9> that <jr«l 
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SO loved tb« wokM m to aoad faU Son into ity to save it 
by his death. I tiien went over the whole histoiyof iho 
Saviour, iiota his birth at B^hlehem to his death on 
Calvary: describing bis resurrection, and pointed out 
the evidence of it ; then led his attention to Bethany, 
describing the marvellous ckcumstanoes attending his 
ascension to his Father ; and testified to him the wonder- 
ful effects which followed in the immense increase of 
conversions to the iaith. I then enlarged upon Christ's 
eomminion to his apostles, his commanding them to 
publish to every creature under heaven the glad oiews,

Jehovah said it was possible for a mother to foimke ber 
' infant child, but impossible for him ever to leave or for- 
sake bis people, for he had pledged his word to tike 
contrary. Whereupon I warned him to be no more 
fiiithless, but believing, and by doing so he would glortiy 
God greatly before men ; it would tend to make men 
tlHnk more favourably of God, and probably lead some 
to seek an interest in his fiivour who otherwise would 
not. Upon this he cried out with tears, Lord, I believe, 
help my unbelief! I change in my love, but thou 
ehangest not. WflUam left me, determined to rejoice 
evermore, and to pray without ceasing. 

At first his friends thought religion had made him less 
happy than before ; now they declared they had never 
seen him in such good spirits and so truly happy. They 
began to wish they were like him. William longed for 
the coming of the Lord, while they ^mUed at the very 
thought of it ; they rather wished he might never come. 
This was a great advantage he had over them by the 
grace and tonder mercy of the Lord.

CHAPTER II. 



ArrER conduotli^ Mr. WlllJam to ttw gatei of Ibe 
New Jenuatom, I wsi sent ibr to mMa with a joong 
man In the mlikiUng mnka of lUe, who had receiTed a 
Ubetal BOd religious pilucation frooi bU puenti lalelj' 
lemoned from thia inoi world. The effect* oftbdi 
eiBiDiile and counsel were erldeut iuoU Us, conduct. 
He lived what men call B good moral life, his deport- 
ment va vetf Bgreealile, and his ■obriet)', wa& com- 
mended bf manr. He regolulf conrened with ate 
twice every day, and prayed in hit dowt motnlng and 
evening. On the Sabbstb, I talked to bim from dinner 
to tea, anil ^m lea lo nqqwr. 

~ An old uncle of bis, peipetually exhorted bim to g;Q 
abroad to omasn a fortuDe. Ha did not at Bnt reli^ 
tbeadtlce. One day he comulled me. I bbintly told 
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him to be content with sueb things aa be liad ; not to 
haitett to be rich; for he would thereby pierce himself 
with DHiny sorrowi : that numbers were rained through 
the deceitfblness of riches. Labour not for the meat 
that perisheth, said I, but for that which endureth to 
everlasting life. After this oonversation be reasoned 
with his unde against leaving his oountr^f and friends, 
merely to make money in a foreign land ; he declared 
that the oliject was a pitiful one to an immortal 
creature, who must soon bid an eternal adieu to the 
affiiirs of time. HoweroTy after standing his gronnd 
for -some months, he consented to go a voyage to the 
Westlndies* 

He set sail from. ldVfiCftQOl>.ft^!d took* me along with 
him. As there were several passengers in the ship, all 
of whom were profiine sinners, he was ashamed to let 
me be seen ; of course I was bid in a corner of the slate- 
room oomfdetely masked. On the first Sabbath morn- 
ing, be took a single peep, at me before the other pas- 
sengers awoke. I hastily told him to remember the 
Sabbath, to keep it holy ; that (rod was every where 
present to witness the works of men. He resolved to 
abide by my advice, and keep at as great a distance from 
those on boacd as he well could. They asked him to 
take a hand at curds, but he refused.

George, having none to encourage and countenance

tation. 

One day in the midst of hfa merriment, he reeollected 
an advice which I had solemnly given him. It wm this : 

Imme- 
diately he rushed out of the cabin, threw himself on his 
bed, and wept bitterly. He called out, (but not so loud, 
OS to be heard,) I have ruined my soul, O what woulil 
'my worthy mother have said, bad she witnessed my 
conduct for days past ! On Ids return to the eabia, 
the sadness of his countenance was obseyved 1^ the 
■company; they laughed heartily, and assured him 
that his reluctance to join them in what the$ termed their 
sociality, arose from the prejudice of education ; that he 
must endeavour to banish in his fears of Muity, aid 
mind present enjoyment.

After tiie arrival of the ship, we all went ashore, and 
Oeorge was soon fixed in a very advantageouasituatte 
for getting money. VThen the first Sabbath anrived, h» 
protested against transacting business on that day, do* 
claring tliat he had never been accustomed to do any 
thing of that kind. They advised him to labour hard 
seven days in the week, and he would return sooner to 
the country from whence he tame* They tcrid him tiuit 
only a few superannuated whites in tiie whole Mand 
went to church, and sometimes a few slaves, in this 
manner he^as prevoiied iqKm to iDoilform to tfaeteAdeil 
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practices of the place. 1 tolU him^ that Knr all. these 
things God would bring blm into judgment; liiat he 
was Mice the rest of the wicked, who waxed worse and 
worse, that he did not lo?e Jesus Chnst> else he would 
keep his commandments, notwithstanding aU the railleiy 
and reproach to which he was exposed. I war-ned him, 
that whoever was ashamed to confess Christ before men, 
of htkn would He be ashamed in the presence of his 
Fatlier, and the holy angels. George be^an to condemn 
his unde for forcing him to leare his fathers's house ; 
but as he had come off,' he was ashamed to return. 

In a few months he became as wicked and abandoned 
as any on the island. He made a present of me to a 
poor native, who could read a little English. I frequently 
conversed with him, but he could not understand what J 
said. He often desired me to speak to his companions. 
A few were greatly* affe<;ted witii what I said. They 
jofi&n called upon me. Sometimes they pleasantly said, 
my words made them very happy, they desired to go 
to that happy world wUeh -I ooaovMU^dod so highly.

The 
black man, hatliied ha t/bBsM, exfltsteed^^kxicl book ; tell 
me good news ! Like the Ethiopian eimuch, he went 
away rejoicing. ^ 

After some years I was sent for in great haste to visit 
my old proprietor Greorge, who, by bis intemperaace 
was brought to the gates of death. In his affliction hn 
remembered me. I told htm tools make.a mock at sin, 
but siii finds them out. God had been long angry with 
bint every day. He confessed he had . been a grei^t 
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ijniter. He laM that bad compan)' had been bit ruin ; 
that, bjiollowliig thetr exainple, he had deatioTed a 
One coesUlDtion ; that. In bis dlstteu, hli botUe eom- 
piDions had all forsaken bim ; tbey could not bear the 
thoagfats of death. Had I my dajs to begin again, 
said he, I would flee Enhb a aweaier or a drunkard, as 
I wonld (ram the plague. He prayed frequently that 
God would forgiTe hii iniqult}' for the sake lA his Son 
Jeius Christ. His lever increased, and In a few days 
be went tlie way of Bh tbe earth. 

When Georgje died, I wu pot into his tmnli, and sent 
home with his e^cts to his friends in England. Upon 
my arrival, I was soon released Irom my confioement in 
the trunk, and carried to a dark closet, where 1 remained 
nnknowB and unnoticed for several years. 



CHAPTER III.

Btixa released from my solltarf conftnement, in 
confequence of the denth of my ovnerj I wai setaed by 
a captain of a West Indiamnn, carried on board Ui 
tbip, and placed at the head of his hammucb, ihfie to 
rest In filenee during his pleasure. Indaedf when lie 
brought me on iKwird, be bad no design of ever pvmtt- 
ting me to speak -a word ; only luppoRing it was luoky 
to hHTe sacha companion in a ibip, and that I slKNildbe 
useful In tbt* parpose, though I lay ns ittll na the bal- 
last at the botlOBi oT the Tesiel. How little did be 
know tbat bi> great Creetoi spoke Itvougb me (o Um 
nnfl to all on board. 

In this nncomfortoUe slate I remidned for some weeks, 
like Joseph in PbHraob't piism, neglected and foif|Dtten 
by all. Ever; one was busy In getting In and stowing 
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the cargo, in receiving tUUs from tbeir /riendi, whom 
they generally sent away intoxicated, and in making ol) 
things ready for their departure. At length we set sail 
wjth a favourable wind. I frequently overheard them 
thanking my master in an unmeaning way for the fir^e 
weattber they enjoyed, which, if, continued^ they said, 
would in a few weeks, b^ng them to their destined port. 
But suddenly their hopes were disappointed ; a gloomj[ 
clond. appeared in the West, which indicated a dreadful 
storm. All hands mounted aloft, and reefed the sails, 
and got every thing ready for weatliering the storm. 

The wind rose and continued rising, till it blew a 
perfect hviiricane. Now they began to think of me. I 
was taken from my confinement, and placed on the cap- 
taints table, but the rolling of the vessel was such, that 
I could not remain steady, but was frequently thrown 
with violence upon the floor* 

About midnight, the captain allowed me to speak ; 
when I gaje him a faithful relation of the conduct of 
Jonah and the mariners in similar circumstances ; . and 
how they called upon the gods whom they knew. .

danger in which we were^ he could not say, more thai^ 
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tw<> or three Miitenoes> and tbete lie repealed fee^nsnd 
times for want of others. 

In the 'moming, the douds began to disper^, and 
the wind to fall; .and, ooniequeii% the sea hecame 
less tempestnods. This ebange occasioned wry dis- 
mission from the cabin, and bebig tinown as useless 
lumber into my old hammpck. Next evening, bdng 
found troublesome to the captain's head, when he laid 
it on the pillow, I was ordered into his ebest, under 
lock and key. I made no complaints, but silently 
submitted to these insults. There I lay almost smo- 
thered ; for I had not a friend oh board to Intercede 
for me, nor even to say a word in my behalf: onr 
the contrary, I overheard some of them laughing at 
their having allowed jne to address them fbe former 
night; and still more at the impression my speech 
made upon theur minds at the time. Is not the 
patience of my God wonderful with the rebellious 
sons of men? Is it not astonishing that he did not 
in ire plunge them into a watery grave ? But he U 
slow to anger, and possesses gpreat pity. 

For nearly a week, there was hardly a breath of 
wind, and the vessel lay like a leg in the water, moving 
neither one way nor another. The people on board 
hardly knew how to employ themselves. Sometimes 
they sung songs, and at other times they amused them- 
selves with games ; but they were so discouraged by the 
continuance of the calm, that these things lost their 
power to please. The captain one morning went to his 
chest, and opened it without knowing what he wanted. 
He stood motionless for some time looking down upon 
the articles which it contained, when, observing the 
comer of my red coat, he took me up, and brought me 
forth to the light. Now I had once more my liberty to

A tine breeze springing 
up^. we. were soon wafted to our. desired haven, which 
occasioned great joy to all pn board, 

While all were busy unlading the cargo, I hail a good 
d«al of leienre, though now and then some one or other 
«voul4 turn aside for a few miiHites and speak with me*

twenty yeais^ and this is the first BibUcsa I have met 
with.

CHAPTER VI.:

A aaoaT tbne after these things took place, there 
happened a most violent batrictine, accompaDied with 
aD earthquake.

They could not but remark, this wonderful 
preservation was in answer to their prayer; for had 
they remained five minutes longer, they must all have 
inevitably perished. 

But what a scene of misery did the morning light 
unfold! The family, though upon their own estate, 
knew not where they were. . A village, which had 
stood opposite to their house, was carried away, and 
QOthiifg but the xaging waves of the sea were to be seen 
there. Vessels, of various sizes, were lying wrecked in 
the fields ; and not a house or a cottage was left stand- 
ing in all the country around them. In the midst of all 
t^ese ravages, they were made happy by my conversa- 
tions, and hoped tliat God would provide for the supply 
of their wants. 

About noon, one of the children came running to his 
fathqr with the joyful news, that he had seen a cask of 
^o,ur which had been driven up the countiy by the 
yf\ixd^ but had been providentially caught in a large 
b,iisli. This cask was brought, and, in a short time, 
part, of its contents was prepared for food, which was the 
first they bad tasted since the preceding day. The 
b^d.of God was so visible in this relief, which was 
necessary for the preservation of their lives, that I never 
saw a family stand up with such cheerfulness, and thank 
God wit^, such fervency for a single meal. I desired 
^em, to xx>ntinue in this happy frame, and the Lord 
w^uld i^ipvide. ,..,..,

— I coald^ for some 
time, easily tHstinguish the •screams of my poor molibttt^^ 
w]^ carried one habe upon hei iMidc, and one undereach - 
arm. I nimbiy climbed to the topofa oocoa^tree, wheie 
Ifhoped to be safe from tlie search of stiAngers. 

** In the morning, before htemk of day, it was but tQ» 
evident that the enemy had entered our viUage ; for the 
whole vrtis in a bifize. Being in want of pvMisions, 
these' maraudetn came into the wofodKfn search of eoooa- 
nuts. The tree I was in WM one of thel&nt that atf 
tracted i^ehr attention, whiob two or three of them 
instantly mounted, and> to my great «ngttiA of soi^ 
discovered and seized me. I made tise'of every>mea]i8 
ttt p^f^e^ndl' tipon them to fidlbw me to go tomy mcittMvr, 
but they were deaf to my intieaiy. They- tied -my anda

Wh^n we afriTed 
at the main army, I was added' to the common stock of 
prisoners, who were mostly in tears e^MScially the 
women. This army, after plundering tile oountiy, and 
collecting as many prisoners as they could find, returned 
in disorder to their own land.

The next' rema^lcable dreamstanoe that happened 
whMe I ittsMed'With 7oito> was to see two of those who 
had treated .Teito and me with contempt, returning and 
oonfotsing, with apparefSt sonow, thevinproper ooadnet ; 
and asking' permiwion to hear me again. Teito reoei¥ed 
them with great alfection, and assared them that bis 
Clod was infinitely more ready to forgive and receive to 
hit ftnraur, than he was, • Thef told us that some of my 
sayings bad followed tfaera by night and by day ; espe« 
daily God's command to look anto him that they ndgbt 
be saved. They often dreamed of these words, Ufk 
unio we ; and while busy at worlc, they said^ they 
thought they heard a person from a distance, crying with 
a4Dod voice, ^* Look unto me \^ bat ttiis was «wing,to 
the deep impMRdoB these words had made on their 
mfaids.. 

Teito rdated to them the wonderliil providence that 
introdaoed -him to my acquaintance, and how unwearM 
I had been ineonveybig to his mind the knowledge of 
hid Creator and Redeemer: Before he knew me, he 
dedared, he bad been as ignorant of himself and of his 
God as the veiy fowls of heaven. But now, said he, I 
know the grace of the Lord Jesus, that ttiough he was 
rich, yet for our sakes he became pocir, that we, through 
his poverty, might be made ridi. They asked him if he 
was any happier since he knew these things. Happier ! 
said Teito, with tears in bis eyes, I never was happy 
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before. I knew nothing that could make me so ; but 
now I know my God to be my Friend, his Son to 'be the 
Prince of peace and of life to me. My Friend, the Prince 
of life lives in my soul, and teaches me to liTe a life of 
dependanoe on his dear, faithful, precious M^ord, which 
is sweeter to me than honey from the honey-comb. 

Do you not think, Teito, you should be happier still, 
if your master would give you your liberty ? I should^ 
in that case, replied Teito, bless God, and thank my 
master. But though I am now my master's slave, yejt 
I am God's free man! He allows me to speak to him 
when I please to ask £rom him any favour ; and he does 
' it for me as readily as .he does for the richer christiaxi In 
.the world. He tells me that all his family are one in 
Christ Jesus, and that when I reach the heavenly mauf 
sionsj I shall reign with his Son. In'fact, that I am aA 
hehr of God, and a joint heir with Jesus Christ. Is yt 
not wonderful, my friends, that God should be so kM 
and condescending to a porar slave ? 

Our two visitors sat amazed at hearing c^d Teito tell 
them of the love of the great God to his soul. Indeed 
this was the first time that they had ever heard a man 
speak of the love of the gre^t God to his soul ; nor 1$ 
this surprising in such a country, where the acqukitkoi 
of wealth is universally considered to .be the one thing 
needful to render men happy. God and his great salva* 
tion are entirely neglected. The white people's chitdiieB 
are brought up for business, but not for God. Their 
education is the same as if they had no soul, and as If 
there was neither a God, nor a heaven, nor a hell. As 
«for the black children, they are reared like beast% 
Their parents know nothing to teach them, and their 
masters, in general, know as little about God ; where- 
fore they are left to grow up, to live, and. to die, ia 
ignorance. 
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Teiio now desired me to speak to his two friends, 
which I did for several hours, and they then left us in- 
sflence, but seemingly very thoughtful. 

The shadows of the evening began to appear in Teito, 
for his bodily strength was decaying apace. His master, 
being a humane man, did not exact his usual labour, but 
allowed him to work ot, not, as he pleased. This gave 
him opportunity of conversing with me almost from 
morning to evening. I desired him to continue stead- 
fiEist in the faith in my instructions, and persevere in 
humble and holy walking ; and he should certainly pos- 
sess the crown of life. 

One day when his master called to see him, he told 
him he meant to leave me as a legacy to him, and beg- 
ged he would treat me with civility and alTection. He 
descanted on my qualifications, such as the variety of 
useful information which I was able to communicate, 
of my unchangeable, veracity, and strict fidelity. He 
assured his master also that I would make men wise 
unto everlasting salvation ; that I had convinced him of 
sin, righteo^ftness, and judgment to come, all which 
were necessary in this life to be known and believed ; 
and that I had introduced him to the acquaintance of 
his God, and of his Saviour, and of all the angelic hosts, 
who had ministered unto him ever since. He then 
thanked his master for the kindness he had shewn him 
for many years, and prayed fervently that the God of 
Abraham might bless, protect and reward him, and that 
both of liiem might meet at the right hand of Jesus 
their judge. Then his master took an affectionate fare- 
well. On his arrival at home, he related the interview 
he had had with old Teito, which excited the rest of the 
family to visit him frequently, and they always brought 
with them some cordial to revive the heart of old 
Teito.

After th«deattl«if mj fafeiid T>l(o, I ialf unobierved 
in ■ coinsr of bit hut for a eonilderable time, till a yaang 
bUck dave canned nw off to a djitaal plantalJOB, and 
exblllit'd me among bis companions u a gRst cortoally. 
Man; of Ibe slaves wlio had been but lately Imported 
&om tbe cout of Guinea, luiipoced that t had grown 
like a tree from the ground, and could not conjectura 
wliat use I was for. However, a female ilave, named 
Susanna, vtbo had in her jounger jevn been taught to 
lead whUe undei a kind mistress, said she coold make nw 
speak — accordiuglj I vat handed to hei, when I at the 
tint opening said, — Unta you, men, do I call, and my 
itAee 1< to tbe sons of bmu). In a little while after, I 
repealed to them tbe whole of tbe second chapter of tbe 
Epheslans, None of them could compiebend what I 
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meant by beU^dettd in sloii ; or by tke apucit tbftt work- 
«tii In the clitldfen of disobedience: nor wbet I meant 
by ebHdien of wrath, or by God who is rich in m&tey^ or 
by betQg mved by graoe. Of these things they had ncfv^i 
heard before. If a oMstian ftdm England had orerfaeaid 
their ignorant 8iqii|CMiti<ms respecting my meaning, he 
wMd have reooHected the Ethiopian's answer to PlHlip, 
when he wked him, uncterstaodest thou what thon te^* 
eat ? (viK. in the 53rd chapter of IsaiahO His answer was 
hbtest and strilcing— How can I, exo^ some man 
should guide (or teach) me? These poor slaves knew 
na more about God than what they collected from the' • 
widced oatiw of white people. 

Their convwsation on these matters made them foi^ge;^ 
tile proper time when they diould have begun work-; of ^ 
ceurse the overseer came upon them in, a rage, and 
whipped them to their respective employments, who, 
finding that I was the cause of their detention, dedared 
I should no mcnre'-be a snare to his slaves; wherefore I 
was put under lock and key in his house. The slaves 
were sorry at being deprived of my company, but they 
had only themselves to blame, for attending to me when 
they ought to have l)een engaged in tbek master's work. 
Fsrsecution for imprud^ice or indiscretion is not perse- 
cution for righteousness sake. I teach my friends to do 
all things in order, lest they shoidd bring reproach on 
the good cause ; not to be in their dosets when they 
ought to be at work, nor at work when they ong^t to be 
in their dosets. 

I was soon after condemned to be sent olf Ihe island, 
which sentence was put in execution in a £sw weeks ; 
for a vessel, on its way to Soulh America, happened to 
call at one of the ports in the neighbourhood, to the 
mate of which I was committed for transportation. In 
f few weelcs the vessel arrived at its destined barboui^ 
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and I WM 80On exefaanged for a few dead blids of • 
beautiful phiinage^ whidi the mate Intended to eany 
home as curiofities. My purd^aier boob perceived that 
I had some sentences very different from the amertiotti 
of some of my brethren. For example, when 1 sakl^ 
one day, that Jacob worshipped, leaning on the top of 
his staff : That^s falser said be ; for our priest told mo 
that fother Jacob worshipped the top of Us staff. M 
another time, when I said— Thon shah not make unto 
thee any graven image, nor ttie likeness of any thla^ in 
heaven or in earth ; thou shalt not bow down thyself to 
them, nor serve them ; he was very angiy, and almost' 
threw me into the fire ; for, said lie, ovs priests iniisi 
more on our wonhipping images- of the ^iigin Matry and 
other saints, tiian on worriiipping God or his Son Jesua 
Christ. He then demanded my sentimeBts ahout pu»> 
gatory, but on this sul^ect he could tibi get me to si^ a 
word. On ttds he concluded I was some spurioas cha«» 
laeter, and resolved to part with- me the tot opportunity 
that offered. 

This coontry, since its ot^nal conquest by the 
Spaoiaids, hat ever been the seat of the* greatest igno- 
rance and gMM se st superstttiim. Indeed, Ood seema 
evidently to have given up the peoi^ to stwng delustona 
to believe a lie. The first settles were aU pUmdecers^ 
and their svcoeasiNrs have generally gone out from Aefar 
mother country only in search, of wealth. This, no 
doubt, many of tliem -have acqukred, but have lived and 
died ignorant of the true riches ; forgetting that it shall 
profit a man notiiing, thougli he should gain the whole 
world, if he lose his own soul. But surely the time is 
coming, when tliis extensive ceiioftry shall be ^lled 
with the knowledge of the g(l»ious Gospel of the 
blessed God. 
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, My pdHie«iDr.WfttdM tbe ojMHn^fti^ of Momn N«rUi 
ApNwknn ve«fel.c»UiQg at their port» tbbt he might 
dispose of me to some person on boaid her. For nearly 
six montfts, I Uy waiting for this opportunity, and was 
hardly peroiitted to speak one word during the whole 
of the time. Two or three times, I was suspended by 
the corner of my coat, and viewed in the most disdainful 
manner by some one or another, who, saying I was 
heretioally inelined, would throw me with vengeanee 
against the wall. Immediately after one of these occa- 
sions, I happened to say — Behold ye despisers, and 
wonder, and perish I which made them serious for.a 
minute, but a person present assured them that this was 
an old cant phrase of mine, and need not be attended to. 
• A North American vessel did ^xrive^ but they f<Hgot 
me till she was actually Mailing out of harbour. How- 
ever, the son of my proprietor, remembering me, can 
homey snatched . me up, went in great haste to tlie «k- 
treme point of the pier, just in time to catch the vessel 
as the passed, into which he threw me witbsuch violeiice 
that all on board wondered I had. not been beat io 
pieces. Now I was placed mucfa in the same situation 
I had been in some years before, sometimes in a ham- 
mock, and sometimes in a chest, according to the fancy 
of the captain ; only on the sabbath I was al^Krays libe- 
rated, and allowed to lie during the fo]»fiooa qb the 
cabin table. Indeed my lying in this posture for a few 
hours, and those on board dressing a little better, was 
aU that distinguished the sabbath from any other day. 
All, however, who profess to beli/eve in God, am bound 
to keep holy that day which he hath set apart for him- 
self, wliether it be the one anciently appointed in com- 
memoration of God's finishing creation, or that now 
kept to commemorate his Son's finishing redempition*

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HISTORY OF YOUNG RICHARD. 

I WAS born and tHJucat«d In a «ea-port lown io \he 
noTtb or ScoUind. M7 parente were ploiu, and did 
eiery IbUig in their puner tu bain me up fui God. 
fbej coQstdeired me a praioleiDg bo;, foe a long time. 
I pretended to linve great pleoiure ia reading my Biblt. 
In the maraing, wlien 1 tieard mj mother coming iip 
stain to dealrs mo to get out of bed, 1 iogtsotly uutlob- 
ed up Di; Bible, and apiwured so busy reading, na not to 
notice her till just at my bed aldo. On seeing me w 
well em|iloyed, her htart leaped for jof, and inttuiUy 
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begpged her heaTeOly Father to bless the Bible to her 
dear boy; and if any stranger was at breakfast that 
morning, my praises sounded round the table ; and in 
all the houses I visited along with my parents^ I was 
held up as an example to the younger branches of the 
family. I was greatly mortified upon one of these oc- 
casions by a boy breaking out into a fit of laughter, 
when he heard them so highly extolling my character ; 
true, the boy's mother put him to the door, but be 
cried after her that I had broken into Wallace's garden 
along with him, and carried off an immense quantity of 
apples. At first his accusation was not credited, but 
they soon perceived by my countenance, that I took 
g^ilt to me. On this, questions from all comers of the 
room poured in upon me — whether Dick's chaxge was 
true ? if I was really in the garden ? and so on. As I 
knew there were more witnesses to the fact than Dick, 
I durst not deny. This affair blasted all my mother's 
fond hopes of me, and completely destroyed my fame. 
However, it did me much good. I saw the evil of bad 
company, and determined to associate with such boys no 
'more. Next day, when Dick called upon me to accom- 
pany him on a fishing excursion, I bolted my room 
door, and did not appear ; so he marched off quite dis- 
appointed. 

I now became a reader of books from indinatioD, and 
derived much pleasure, and I think profit, finom tfaft 
books I perused. The Pilgrim's Progress was my 
favourite book. I had many serious tlAnights about the 
City of Destruction. I often talked of it at table ; at 
one of these times, my father expressed his fears that I 
was still dwellhug in that city? I recollect praying 
veiy fervently that night, that God would deliver me 
out of it ; and for a long time alter, I did not foiget to 
pray both mornlog and evening. 
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I was now nrriTed at my twelfth year; and though I 
steered pretty clear of vicious and sweariog children^ yet 
the love of sin and folly remained unsubdued in my 
heart. I was only prevented from strolling in the fields 
on the Sabbath-day by the prohibition of my parents, 
not by the laws of heaven. After returning from churcb> 
I would often look with a wishful eye to a neighbouring 
hill where I saw many of my compaoions (whose parents 
were worse than heathens) diverting themselves as if it 
had been a common day. My wicked heartconsidered my 
parents as cruel for detaining me, and theirs kind for 
allowing them such liberty on the Sabbath. Many 
times I longed to be a man, when I should act as I 
pleased. Little did I know that the liberty I desired 
was the direct road to ruin. 

About my fourteenth year I began to read voyages 
and travels to foreign countries, and to entertain a fond 
desire to visit them. My mind only fixed on the curio- 
sities I should see, never on the hardships I should en- 
counter* 

My parents at this time proposed putting me to bu8i<«- 
ness, and desired me to make a choice. I secretly 
wished to be a sailor, but was afraid and ashamed to say 
it. I told tbem always, when they pressed me on the 
point, that I did not know what to choose ; at other 
times, I would either say nothing, or to create a laugh, 
I would pitch upon a bishop, or a baron, or a prince, 
for my trade. At lei^^th, when I was obliged to declare 
myself, I told them I wished to go to sea. My parents 
were exceedingly grieved to find mb so disposed ; they 
represented the dangers and hardships inseparably con- 
nected with a sea-faring life ; bfit I didnot believe them, 
attributing all they said either to ignorance or prejudice. 
Indeed, so insensible to natural affection win I become, 
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tiMt I often made Jeer and sport of my father's adfioe 
wten I joined my companions. 

As my parents would not consent to my going to sea, 
because they loved me, and were interested in my wel- 
fiire, 1 wickedly resolTCd to run off without their know- 
ledge. Having prevailed upon another boy as young 
and foolish as myself, to enter Into my plan, we deter- 
mined to leave home the first week in the succeeding 
month of June« 

When the day fixed for our departure arrived, Timofliy 
Trick and I set off upon our adventure. After four 
days' hard timvellingon foot, with poor accommodation, we 
arrived at Greenock, a great 'sea-port town on the 
liver Clyde. Hearing of a vessel ready to sail f<»r Ame- 
rica, we went immediately to the captain, and offered 
ourselves as cabin boys. He so teased us with innu- 
merable qu^tions- about our parents, that our hearts, 
especially Timothy's, nearly failed us. However as 
the captain was in great need of hoods, he received us 
onboard his ship. In a few days when every thing 
was ready, and we were sailing out of the harbour, 
Timothy's father made his appearance in a boat in 
quest of his son. The moment I espied him, I ran bo- 
low deck, and so completely hid myself^ that notwltb- 
staading the strictest search, I could not be found. 
Timothy, however was taken off. When I understood 
we were clear of the Clyde, I came upon dedc ; 
but how mortified was I to find the captain almost 
ready to toss me overboard for tlie lies I had made in

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lea. At midiright I was ordered to mount the mfUnmast 
to assist in reefing the topsail. I ASH upon my Icneesy 
and begged the captain not to desire me to go aloft, but 
he threatened to |dimge me into the ooean, if I did not 
meant up in a moment; so I wasoUiged to comply^ 
and before I got down, I had several times almost lost 
my hold and fiUlen into the ocean. When I got into 
my hammock, I wept bitterly. I was filled with 
most pungent grief for not hearkening to the tender, 
wholesome, and affectionate counsel of my parents. 
Like the prodigal in Scripture, I thought upon my. 
fiither^s house, and sincerely envied the condition of his 
meanest servant ; but we were moving fast to a foreign 
land. Theie was really no eye to pity me ; the sailors 
laughed at me, and I became so sea^sick that 1 was 
gdbd for nothing. Thus God brought me to my wit's 
end. A little before it came to my turn to watch 
on deck, the mate called two or three times to me to 
come above. Being fast asleep, I did not hear him. 
Upon this, he called to a seaman to cut down my ham- 
mock. This he did with great alacrity, expecting much 
sport. Having cut the strings by which my hammock 
was suspended, I consequently fell flat upon the floor in 
a moment, and itay back was nearly broken by the foil. 
This occasioned great merriment to all on board ; but, 
as the frogs in the foble teiid to the boys who were hilling 
Wtm fyr diversion, so said I, Friends, this may be sport 
to yooj but it is death to me. 

The first sabbath after we sailed was a gloomy one to 
me ; the peace and quiet which reigned in my father's 
house, I contrasted with the bustle and concision on 
board this ship. I was comforted a good deal by ob- 
serving one of the sailors reading a bible about mid-day. 
I made up to him, and begged him to give it me for 
a while, after he had read all that he intended at 
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that time* He said fie woald ; and added, that I was a 
great fool for choosing a seafaring life ; that, could he 
gain support on shore, he would not remain an hour on 
board after reaching a port ; but, like me, he had run 
o/Tfrom his friends when a boy, before he had acquired 
the knowledge of any trade ; but, said he, I've only 
repented of my folly once, that is always ; but now I am 
too old to beg^n any other business, and must therefore 
spend the remainder of my days in this irksome and 
dangerous occupation* 

I listened with great attention to bis story and re- 
solved to give up the sea, on my return to my native 
country. 

I read in his Bible with considerable avidity, and 
several texts struck me greatly. Still, however, pnde 
and perverseness reigned in my heart, which soon dis- 
covered itself. A vessel hove in sight, whidi appeared 
to be making for Scotland. The Captain said, if any of 
us wished to write to our friends, we were likely to have 
an opi>ortunity of forwarding our letters. On receiving 
this information, I began a letter to my father. At first 
I thought of telling him how much I regretted leaving 
home, and how unhappy I was become ; but again I 
thought this would not do, for it would make me the 
derision of my brothers and sist<»rs, but nK»e especially 
of Timothy Trick. I therefore resolved to write as if I 
had been in high spirits, and expected to make an im- 
mense fortune in a few years; after whksh I would 
return home, purchase a fine estate, and make them all 
as happy as the day was long^ To this effiact I actually 
wrote ; but, ah ! what a contrast between my heart and 
letter! I wrote with many sigiis and many tears.^ 
Thinking of home harrowed up my keenest feelings ; I 
could have crept into the letter. Indeed, when I put in 
the wafer, I involuntarily exclaimed, O, wafer I wish t 
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were you I When the boat went off with the letters, I 
besought the Captain to pennit me to return to Cide- 
donia, but all he «aid was, Put that young rascalinto 
irons. Though he spoke it rather in sport than other- 
wise, the sailors instantly fulfilled his mandate> . and I 
remained a poor prisoner till next morning, without either 
meat or drink. Oh ! how different from the treatment 
to which I had been accustomed ! but all* was needful 
to break my proud and perverse spirit. 

About the latter end of July, we arrived at New 
York, when I was all eye to behold the wonders I\ 
< expected to see in f<»eign climes ; but I beheld nothing 
remarkable. The heaven was above, and the earth 
below, the same as at home i • the same sun ruled the 
day, and the same moon the night ; men, women, and 
children traversed the streets the samo as at home ; not 
a creature paid the smallest attention to poor me. In- 
^leed, after our cargo was delivered, I seldom got on 
shore, being obliged to watch the vessel. One day, 
while musing upon many things, with my eyes staring 
up the streets of New York, said I, What folly for the 
like of me to come out to a country like this, in hopes 
of making a fortune ! they have plenty of boys here, as 
well as in Scotland ; it is reasonable to suppose that the 
people will provide for their own children, in preference 
to ^ose of strangers. This thought confirmed me that 
it was my wisdom to return home with all convenient 
speed ; for I had once determined to desert the ship on 
oar arrival at New York. 

Having finished our lading, we bade farewell to 
America, about the beginning of October, and happy 
was I to see the vessel's bow bearing homewards.. I 
began to pluck up spirit, and talk more briskly to the 
crew. When near the end of our voyage, I began to 
consider what kind of reception I was likely to meet 
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with at borne. I determined to prepare my way by 
writing a penetential letter to my father, soUcitiiig his 
forgiveness, and that he would again permit me to enjoy 
his paternal care, promising to be an obedient son so 
long as breath was in my body, assuring him ttiat I had 
never seen the value of liome till I left it, that now his 
house appeared a palace, and the field behind, in which 
I used to play, a perfect paradise. On arriving at 
Greenock, I put my letter into the post-ofiSce, and 
longed for an answer. In about eight days it came, in 
wiiich he expressed the greatest readiness to reoeiVie 
me home, provided I was sincere in my professions. 
Having obtained the captain's permission, I set off 
for home, very happy. When I arrived within a 
few miles of my native town, my heart was so fiill 
of joy, that I supposed every blade of grass was pleased 
at my return; but when I saw my mother, I burst out 
into tears, begged her forgiveness a thousand times over, 
fell down at my father's feet doing the same to him, 
kissed all my brottiers and sisters, then ran to the garden 
to see if the trees I had planted still remained ; I was so 
transported to see my trees once more,^ that I actually 
kissed them too. 

In the evening the family assembled to prayers. My 
father read Luke xv. from the 11th verse. After read- 
ily to the end of the chapter, he addressed us to the 
following purport : 

** My dear friends and children, you have seen in the 
history of this prodigal, and also in that of my poor son 
Richard, a picture of us all by nature. Like lost sheep 
we ran away from God, and sought happiness from some 
other sources ; but happiness cannot be found but in 
God. In him is life, lights peace, pardon, and eveiy 
good, O therefore seek the Lord while he may be 
found, call U|)on him while he is near. Let the wicked 
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among you forsake bis ways, and the unrighteous man 
his thoughts, return tmto the Lord and he will have 
mei€y upon you, and to our God, and he will abundantly 
pardon. What a pity, yea, how dangerous, to live 
without God a single day, for then you live without 
hope ; to die in such circumstances would be dreadful. 
At death the wicked are instantly turned into hell, and 
all who forget God, the sober as well as the profligate. 
O think of the love of Jesus to our perishing world. 
He left his Father's house to seek poor wandering sheep, 
he lived and died, the just for the unjust, to bring thera 
back to God. It is not man, but God, who commands 
you to believe in the Saviour." 

On this we aU kneeled to prayer ; my father returned 
a thousand thanks to the God of heaven for preserving 
me during the months of my folly, and prayed earnestly to 
God that I might be bom again : that I might see the 
sinfulness of my ways and the glory of Jesus ; and be a 
inonument of the exceeding ricbes of saving, sovereign 
mercy. I believe that while my father was yet speaking, 
God heard his prayers (or me, because I then began for 
the first time to perceive my heart a fountain of wicked- 
ness. I saw my past conduct to be rebellion against God 
as w'eU as against my father. The prayer was no sopner 
^nded than I cried out, Father, what shall I do to be 
saved ? he instantly replied. My dear son, believe in the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be saved. 

Richard turned out to be an excellent young man, 
beloved by all who feared Jesus. He lived to a good 
old age, walking in the fear of the Lord, and in the 
comforts of the Holy Spirit. Indeed he held fast the 
beginning of his confidence in Christ, and rejoiced in 
hope of glory with him, so long as breath was in his

HISTORY OF A HIGHLANDER. 

I WAS bora at Ibe bead af b solitaiy glen or valley in 
tbe Highlands olScolUnd. M; father wa* ■ fsnnet, and 
ii^iported a nnmeroiu hmilf comlbrUbl;. He «w not 
addicted to anjigniBirice; but bad do more religion, 
00 more knoirledge of God, (ban tbe cattle vblcb be 
fed. However, he put bU hii cbildren la Khool, where 
they were taught to read, but, to our great hurt, we 
had CO booki at home, ezo^Ung a few rldlculoui and 
profane ballada, and the books we reed at ■cbool. 

Our poiUh church wa* eight or ten mtles off. We 
weat lo it only during the summer monthi, and as 
groups of UB tnielled together, we heard and witnessed 
more wickedness on tbe Sabbath than doling the whole - 

Our minister read and repeated many parts of tbs 
Bible, but we ware gensially so fatigued with our ; 
journef, we slumbered or slept while h« spoke. Thus. 
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we returned as wise as we went. Our ooDTersation turned 
mostly upon horses, cattle, sheep, marriages, deaths^ and 
other worldly matters. Our minds scarcely expanded be- 
yond the glen where we resided. We never wondered at the 
works of God which surrounded us, though they daily 
preached to us the glory, the wisdom^ the power, and 
the goodness of their gpreat Creator. We seldom con- 
sidered who made the sub, the moon and the stars, and 
by whose power they were supported in their places. 
We knew not that God regulated the rising and the set- 
ting of the sun;^-nor did we ever acknowledge that 
summer and winter, seed-time and harvest, were ar- 
ranged by God. Thus were we dead while we lived ; 
without t|ie knowledge of God, i^d without hope in the 
world. 

During the tedious nights of winter, we were some- 
times entertained by an old man repeating tlie lines of 
Ossian, an ancient and famous Highland poet; at other 
times by stories of witches, apparitions, and such like 
nonsense and falsehoods. These stories we drank in 
like water, and they poisoned our minds more and more. 
Our parents used to tell us of the battles, or rather - 
murders that once happened among our clans ; extolling 
the valour or rather the brutality of our ancient 
chieftains, persons possessed of great landed property, 
who were at the head of a Clan or Tribe, wbidi was all 
of one name. Instead of thanking God that these scenes of 
horrid cruelty were removed, and that men had now 
learned to live in peaoe, they lamented the departure of 
this quarrelsome, proud, and covetous spirR. O when 
wUl men be wise ! when will they consider the goodness 
and mercy of the Lord! Our ancient heroes as we 
tenned them bad no-happiness but in spreading^ murder 
and misery in every glen where men weire not called by 
their name ; for«in ancient times, to be of a diin?ient 
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name, constitatod one mau the enemy of another^ so 
that a McGregor robbing or mnrdering a M'Donald^ 
was leckoned no crime, but an heroic deed. However 
the present race of Highhmders are vastty different from 
their forefathers ; they are a very inoffensiTe and hospi- 
table people. All they want now is mcne gospel, and 
much power to attend it. But those men who repented 
not> are shut up in hell, reserved in chains of darkness 
tiU the judgment of Jesus Christ, when he shall openly 
condemn their wickedness, and command them to depart 
for ever from his comlortable presence. 

When I was about my 20th year, a rumour went 
through the country that several Bibles had been lent 
to our minister to distribute amongst bis people. I 
frequently pressed my father to go to the minister and 
portion for one, but for some time without effisct* At 
leng^ he was prevailed on to venture. He was told 
they were all di^[>er8ed already, bat was enoouragisd to 
expect one at some future p^od. The moment I 
heard of his fruitless journey I ran off to our Laird's, 
or proprietor of the estate's house, which was only a few 
miles distant, and requested the loan of his Bible for a 
few weeks, but I was desired to depart without my 
emmd. 

Eight or ten years elapsed before we obtained a 
Gaelic Bible ; which, blessed be God, we did througli 
the influence of a cousin of mine who was at that 
time servant to the minister. Gaelic is the language 
spoken in the mountainous parts of Scotland, and 
many of tlie people are strongly prejudiced in its 
feirour. When it came home we called together 
our neighbours; collected all our family; and I was 
desired to read it aloud. Our little congregation 
attended with great earnestness, for its contents were 
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neoily new to the most of iu. We had much ibnple 
reasoning upon many things it declared. Some of as 
were greaHy affected at Rom. iii. 19. ** Now we know, 
that what things soever the law saith^ it saith to them 
who are under the law, that every mouth may be stop- 
ped, and all the world may become guilty before Qod.*' 
My youngest sister said, Father, am I guilty before 
Qod ? what will God do to me for being guilty? Said he, 
yes; my dear, you must he guilty, for you hear timt the 
BlMe says ail the world is guilty before him. As to 
what God will do with you, your brother read the other 
night, how God turns the wicked into hell. Poor thing, 
she wept much, and cried out, O what shall I do to be 
saved ? An aged wonfan, who reoolfected what we had 
read in the Snd chapter of the Acts, said, my dear, yon 
see wiwt God requires of us, he commands us to believe 
in the Lord Jesus Christ, to trust in him alone for sal- 
vation, and we shall be saved fix>m wrath throu^ his 
name. The girl was considerably affected and wept 
much, and earnestly requested we should read more to 
her : Read, said she, all night ; oh ! I love the Bible ! 

The eilbct which ^ the reading of the Scriptures had 
upon my sister, made a deep impression upon my mind. 
I went that veiy night to a whin brae, or side ofa little 
hill covered with furze, near to our bouse, and -for the 
lint time prayed fervently to God to have mercy upon 
me. 

The next day my sister and I went to the top of the 
hill to watch the cattle. We carried the BiUe with us, 
and read upon it the whole day. We were thereby 
amazingly entertained and instructed ; both of us won- 
dered bow short the day appeared, it passed away so 
pleasantly and profitable. Formerly on such occasions 
we used to sleep the most of the day, and desired a hun^ 
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drad times the setting of tiie sim. O what a bleniiig 
to a glen is the knowledge of God, tbe possession of a 
Bible, the teaching of God's Spirit 1 

Now we lost our taste for ballads, we delighted in 
singing the 23rd Psalm, and in praising God for visiting 
. oori^len with his salvation, and making us amcnig the 
first fruits of his grace there. 

Seeing God has put enmity between the seed of the 
woman and the seed of tbe serpent, we so(m began to 
meet with cruel mockings for our religion from some of 
our neighbours. We w^e once sorely^ pressed to at- 
tend a penny wedding, whwe it is customary to have 
public feasting and dancing, to which all are admitted 
who pay a small sum of money, where much wickedness 
IS frequentiy committed ; but we decidedly dedared our 
abhonence of these abominations ; we told them we 
had now no taste for revelling and drunkenness, that we 
were detennined to wait for our Lord, in sobriety, 
righteousness, and temperance, and shun those scenes 
which lead to sin. We understood afterwards, our con- 
duct was the sport and derision of the whole company. 
However, it was good for us even in a worldly respect, 
we did not go ; for some young men got so intoxicated, 
that they did much misdiief to many who were present* 

Though my &ther had lived a thoughtless careless 
life for more than seventy yean, nevertheless^ God in 
his beiiiKfiQ^ grace and mefcy, brought salvation to M* 
aatA^ iM herd heart was. bidken by the po«eifiiL doc- 
t^nte >«tf God, he snbiktted to. the rightHousness of 
CSaist, deelaring that im it was founded afl his hope : 
he aeUd it was Us belief> that Jeao^ had fin&hedall the 
woric whi^ tile Father had given hhn to do in the room 
of sliifliHBB, that his rising from tbe d^ad convinced him 
of this truth* Before he died, be called aU 1^ fomily 
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aiound hU bed, and warned ns to flee from the wrath 
to come ; exhorted ut to search the Scriptures daily and 
diligently, and to commend them to the perusal and be- 
lief of idl who were near us ; confessed ^e had been a 
most nnprofltable semmt to Jesns Christ, but gloried 
that his blood cleansed from all sin. His expiringwixda 
were— '< Precious Bible t >' 

My father's deatb^ Ulce those of the martyrs, might 
be called the seed of the church, for sereral of our neigh- 
bours were excited to seelc the saltation of Jesus by 
witnessing the death of this chosen ressel. 

The death of my father drew many tears from my 
eyes, not that I mourned for bis gain, but my loss in 
parting with sudi an affectionate friend, and such a mi- 
racle of our Lord's mercy. But he went to a better 
world, where the wiclced cease from troubling, and the 
weary are at rest. However, my tears were dried up, 
and I began to magnify the Lord for his ererlasting lore 
to my father. I told my brothers and sisters; that if we 
wallced in the last steps of our father, we should shortly 
join him to put no more for eter. I told them, that 
though the death of our believing &ther had been a de- 
lightful scene, their death would be dreadfid if they died 
not in the love of ihe same Lord. 

It is customary in many parts of the Hig^ilands, when* 
a person dies, for a number of the neighbours around, to 
meet in the house of the deceased eveiy night while the 
corpse is there, and remain until morning eating and 
drinldng. From this custom, derived from the Draids, 
or other ancient Inhabitants of this countiy mainy poor 
widows' houses are completely devoured at the death of 
their husbands, and a great deal of folly and wickedness 
goes on amongst these night-watchers. This barbacooa 
custom was, for the first thne, dispensed with by bar 
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bmilf at the death of my fither. Indeeit the whole 
country cried out agaiost us for not allowing it ; they 
attributed it to a narrow covetous spirit^ and hardly- any 
of them would attend the funeral. 

But alas I my father's death was soon forgotten by 
some of the family, who began to wrangle about^ the 
division of his little worldly property the very day ha 
was interred. I was so hurt with Uieir conduct that I 
desired them to take the whole for me, that this world's 
goods were not worth fighting for, that I was quite con- 
tented with the portion I already possessed. This 
ashamed them ; they left the matter to the decision of 
arbiters, and peace was restored. 

I afterwards became the head of a family, and trained 
up all my children, in the nurture and admonition of the 
Lord. The Lord blessed my instructions to most of 
them, two of whom have since died in the Lord. 

His turn to die at length came. He was a prisoner 
of the Lord upon a sick-bed for some time> but the Lord 
gave him opportunity and ability to extol his mercy, and 
he died while dedaiing the unchangeable faithfulness of 
God to his recorded promises, and the commissioned 
angels no doubt carried his soul to the realms of his 
dearest Lord. Let heaven and earth praise him ! 

Reader 1 what are your thoughts? Are you wondering 
at the tender mercy ^our compassionate Saviour to this 
man I if so. Well— or are you comparing your history 
with this man's ? if so, Well— May God discover your 
hick, if you have not yet experienced the converting 
g^ace of God. Or do you intend to toss aside this little 
book, and to think no more of it ? Pray do not this 
harm to thy soul ? I hope you abhor self-murder ; why 
then do you murder your immortal soul. Believe that 
Jesus looks on, to observe the effect which this relation

Mt parents vera of the Ant rank and fortuna In tbe 
coonby. M; fatfaer was what Uie totU calli a good 
moral mao, oeither addicted to iwearing, dmnkennen, 
Dor any otbn grou Tfoe, who regnlari}' attended cburcb 
on the Sabbath, kept a chaplain br the family, wat 
bmout for bU charity to the poor, and ptinceiy donation! 
whkh be gaTO fe tueful InsUtntiooi. NaTeitbelesa, I 
am ■orry to aay, he had the iDost rooted antipathy toscrip- 
tural piety of any man I e\et knew. When he heard any 
mlnlnter preach uf the depradty oF human nature, tbe 
wMtbof God reiealedagidiuta^^iiagodllneag, hebecamo 
quite frantic. When be heaid any man declare (rom 
icrlptnie, that by the deedi of tbe law do man could be 
jDrtUad, be was alwayi enraged. But for all thla, in, 
■omecompaniei, IbaTeheaidhlmprofMsgreaiieveTence 
for then wmj doctrinea. 
' My motber ww a very different cbanicter. She wu 
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one who truly feared God, having early tutted that the 
Lord is gradoua. I perceived that she was sometimes 
in great difficulty how to act with my fether. She often 
told him what she thought of his conduct, and most 
aflfectionately, yet faithfully warned him of ids danger 
while trusting to his character and good works. He 
someUtaies took it very well, but at otlier times her 
concern for his salvation pat him much out of humour. 
Siie embraced every opportunity to give proper instruc- 
tions to lier family, by taking them separately into her 
rooitt) and conversing with them about the tilings of God, 
read and prayed with them. This conduct of hers, often 
made me pensive, and produced paitiAl r^rmation ; but 
the examine and counsel of my fiither always did me harm; 
MTben about twelve years of age, I began to know 
that I was heir to a large estate ; this made me ex- 
tremely proud, and completely effiuxd all tiie reUgioos 
impressions I had received by means of the kind instruc- 
tions of my mother. At i^is time I was aaat to an 
academy in the country, whoe there were many young 
gentiemen of fortune about my own age. I soon formed 
an intimacy with two or three of them« I was not long 
.there befK»e I was initiated in all their ways, and ma^y 
a sad scrape we got into. I was often severely fined for 
misdiief I had oomn^itted. My parents were exteenefy 
displeased when they heard of. my conduct, and th^ 
happily recalled me from the academy Icmt 9om6 time, 
which gave me no small uneasiness. Hovrever, in 
consequence of my promising to do better, they per-- 
mitted me to return. My mother put into my trunk a 
parcel of very instructive treatises on various salyecti* 
These I began to read with considerable avidity, ^od one 
of them made a most powerful impression upon my mind. 
I had chosen a young gentieman of amiable manners, 
and about my own age to be my chief asMxsiate; to him 
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I read this little treatise ; it had a similar effect upon 
him as upon me. We held meetings with great secrecy 
every morning to read and converse together upon serious 
subjects, and now and then we engaged in prayer to 
God. When my mother heard o^the change which had 
talcen place in my conduct, (for it could not be hid J she 
came to the academy to visit me, and give me eveiy 
encouragement. I never felt such strong affection to 
my mother as now. I often wept when I reflected upon 
her tender care over me, her earnest entreaties, and 
maternal advice. I solicited her hearty forgiveness for 
all the grief I had occasioned to her. O Thomas, said 
she, the happiness I have in finding that you have begun 
to seek God> far more than counterbalances all my 
sorrows on your account. I commit you most sincerely 
to the care and keeping of my heavenly Father, to that 
dear Saviour who died for the ungodly, but lives for ever- 
more. 

The Lord graciously preserved me from complying 
with the wicked customs of some of my schoolfellows, 
who frequently made me the butt of their ridicule on that 
very account. However, finding me firm to my princi- 
ples^ they ceased to take any notice of my religion. 

Upon leaving the academy, I returned to my father's 
house, where I was most affectionately received by all. 
I thought now I was removed from every temptation, 
and that unmixed happiness would commence, but I 
soon found my expectations blasted. 

My fieither being fond of company, our house was kept 
in a perpetual bustle. The society he chiefly relished, 
were the gay and giddy. Their conversation was so 
trifling, and so insipid, that sitting at table became an 
intolerable task. I petitioned my father not to be 
offended, though I should now and then order my dinner 
to my own room. He had sometimes reproved me for 
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what he teimed moroseness, but this proposal so highly 
offeuded him^ that I was banished entirely from the 
dining room. I told my Tather that I dearly loved him, 
and had no desire to offend him, but only I found that 
crowds of company so dissipated my mind, that I was fit foe 
nothing when I got from them ; that this daily distressed 
me, and I begged he would not ^consider me as a dis- 
obedient son. My father adhered to his prohibition, and 
I became a Idnd of hermit at home. The servants per- 
ceiving that my father slighted me were not veiy ready 
to serve me. I prayed fervently to God for grace to bear 
this trial with Christian composure and resignation, and 
that I might act with prudence towards my father, that 
the cause of Christ might not su£fer through me. In a 
few months, my father was reconciled to me, and said I 
might attend or not attend company just as I felt myself 
disposed. This liberty being granted me of acting 
according to what I conceived duty, gave me great Joy, 
He^lced me seriously to tell him why I disrelished the 
company which generally visited his house. Said I, 
father they know not God, and cannot love him, and 
such as do not love him, cannot talk of him ;' they 
naturally only mind, and s^ak of worldly things. When 
a ^rson is enlightened by God, it is only such things' 
as are connected with him that they love chiefly to con- 
verse about. Christians are not prohibited from having 
any connection with those who are not friends of God, 
but they are warned against having any fellowship with 
them. I am sure, father, you would not like the com- 
pany of those who could only talk Greek, or of thoee 
who though they couM talk your language, could say 
little but what was offensive and grating to your ear. 
I observe that it is natural for those of similar senti- 
ments to associate together. I see philosophers ge- 
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neraUy walking with philosopben^ musicians with mu- 
siciai^, lawyers with lawyers ; w|iy not then Christians 
with Christians? 

Wlien I entered my twenty- sixth year, my father died^ 
and I obtained possession of a large estate. Hundreds 
came to wish me joy upon the occasion, and many put no 
bounds to their flattery. I was considerably affected by 
my elevation to this novel condition, and began to think 
it unworthy of my rank to say much on religious subjects, 
or to associate with Cliristians of inferior fortune. Indeed 
I was strongly advised to tliis by various friends. The 
moment it was known I had given up talking upon reli- 
gious topics at table, the neighbouring gentry, poured in 
upon me like locusts, and my house became as worldly 
a habitation as any in the country. The^ direful effects 
of this I soon felt. I lost all communion with God. " I 
had neither confidence, happiness, nor hope, in prayer. 
I had neither taste nor time to peruse the Scriptures. 
Christians who enjoyed the consolations of the gospel 
forsook my house. My wonted serenity of mind passed 
from me. I became peevish, discontented, passionate, 
proud, and supercilious. In short I became entirely a 
man of the world. Thus riches choked the word in me. 
Sometimes I used to reflect with considerable regret upon 
the happy hours I had formerly spent in retirement, but 
the return of company relieved me from bitter reflection. 
I used to be extremely merry while stationed at the head 
of the table, but the instant my visitors had retired, a 
dark gloom seized my mind, and then I would throw my- 
self down upon the sofa, and exclaim. What folly ! what 
benefit is derived from all this feasting and gossiping ! 
what account shall I make to God for this waste of money 
and time ! Thus I had just as much knowledge of reli- 
gion as made me miserable. I found the wages of sin 
to be death. Sometimes I would decUue to my asso- 

y 
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dates, that I was not half so happy as I was when I had 
only a few pounds pocket money in a year ; that then I 
walked in wisdom's ways, which were pleasantness, and 
In her paths which I found to he peace ; and would 
fk«queVitly, in a kind of rage, ^threaten to give up all 
connection with the world, and retire from the bustle in 
sullen discontent, at which they used to laugh most 
immoderately, and predict that I would never be so 
inad. 

However though I had most shamefully and wickedly 
forsaken the Lord, and lived aaSbrding to the evil devices 
of my own wicked heart, God, in amazing meicy, did 
not 'give me up forever to the will of mine enemies. 
He put it into the heart of a friend solemnly to wait 
upon me, as Nathan did upon David, to p<^nt out my 
sin and danger. He told me my conduct disgraced my 
former profession, that it must be very injurious to tlie 
souls of them who- surrourided me, ruinous to my own 
soul, and to my peace, but above all,*how offensive 
it must be to the blessed Jesus. O, said he, think on 
the kindness of Providence^ to you, in committing so 
ftiuch property to your care; remember that we are 
stewards of whatever we possess, and must answer to 
God, tbe great proprietor of all, how we dispose of it. 
Think how much good might be done to society with tbe 
money you foolishly squander away upon ravenous com- 
pany ; how much you might thereby aid the propagation 
of the gospel at home and abroad, relieve tiie neeeslties 
of the poor, and make the widow's heart sing. God 
gives to no man wealth merely for his own sake, but for 
the public good, and he observes and marlcs how every 
man acts in the post wiiere his providence has placed 
him. There is no time to lose, confess your guilt |to 
God, look to the precious blood of Jesus, which deanseth 
from aU sin, and prove the sincerity of your repentance

hy loisaking your fornier ways, and aeUvely doing what- 
ever is commanded by God. You will &id God to be 
infinitely good, gradous, and merciful. 

This faithful address God blessed ; my heart melted 
before God. I wondered that God had spared me in my 
profanenessy that he had not plunged me into the gulf of 
misery. I beheld Jesus taking away the sins of the 
worlds by the shedding of his precious blood — I cried^ 
God be merciful to me, a vile, abominable sinner. I 
determined to love all whom God loved, and to lay out 
my property for his i^ory. 

A large company was to be with me the following 
day to solemnize my son's birth day. I was at some 
loss bow I should act. I thought it would bo unfriendly 
to them, if I were silent about the momentous concema 
of etemily. I therefore resolved to address them after 
diimer upon that sul>|ect. When the cloth was removed, 
and we had drank to -each other, I addressed them to 
the following purport : 

** My kind friends, I am extremely happy in having 
you all round my t^Ue to-day, that I h^ve an opportu- 
nity of thus laying my sentiments before you. As I 
have been your compimion in sin for some time, and by 
my conduct encouraged you to travel in folly ; it appears 
my duty to profess before you my sorrow for it, afid to 
ask your fMgiveness." Forgiveness ! my dear sir, cried 
one : you never offended us, you have been one of the 
best' landlords we ever knew. '' Your words,'' said I, 
'< go to my heart ; they confirm me in what I said. I 
have laid a snare for you to trifle with time, to divert 
your minds from an approaching etenaty. Our table 
is a dreadful snare to us in the world ; we often make a 
god of it, by loving it more than God, by its oocupying 
more of our thoughts, by its stupifying our minds, and 
enflaming our passions,— My friends', ray late conduct 
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Mnw mofe criBiinal in me th«n you.— I assnie you^ that 
previoiu to my father's death, I experienced the love 
and grace of God, was convinced by his Spirit of the 
reality and divinity of religion: theref(OTe it was most 
abominable in me to return to the paths of vanity, as if 
I preferred happiness derived from the creature to that 
derived from the Creator 

** I conceive it to be a duty I owe you, and because I 
love you, and desire your eternal happiness, to confess 
my fiiith in your hearing.'' 

The company were strucic with my address, and 
several seemed much impressed with it, but not a word 
was spoken for a considerable time. After drying up my 
tears, and composing- myself a little, I broke the silence, 
by telling them, I intended no insult nor disrespect, that 
I felt my heart lull of afiiection to their immortal souls, 
and ^ould rejoice exceedingly to have the assured hope 
of meeting them all at the right hand of the great Re- 
deemer when he shall come in the douds of heaven, and 
gather all nations around his judgment seat. 

After drinking a few glasses of wine, the company re- 
tired, without making one remark on what I had de- 
clared. I then went to my closet, and begged of God to 
have mercy on their immortal souls. In the course of a 
few days, several of them waited on me, in order to talk 
over the truth of revelation, and the peculiar doctrines of 
the gospel. I begged them seriously to lake up the 
Scriptures, and read them without prejudice, and perhaps 
God would make the truth commend itself to their con- 
sciences. I told them of the inefBcacy of all arguments 
to convince them, till their hearts were changed by the 
Spirit and word of the living God. I used every argu- 
inent to persuade them to attend the ministry of Mr. 
^Plainspeech. They all objected to hhn as an enthu- 
Mieat, but not one of them could define enthusiasm. 
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Those w^o were enquiring after truth, happening all 
to meet one day at my house, I said I would seize the 
opportunity of talking a little to them about enthu- 
siasm. 

Suppose^ said I, a reoBel at sea ; at midnigSit a sailor 
came running into the cabin, and with great earnestness 
begged the captain to get out of bed, or order the hands 
to be called up to make ready the sails, for a dreadful 
storm was approaching ; did the captain, because disre- 
lishing the intelligence, brand the man with the name 
of coward and enthusiast for his zeal to saye the ship, 
cargo, passengers, and crew, and while he was talking, 
the storm rose, swept away the masts, and in a little 
time sunk the Tessel : would you suppose that man more 
the captain's friend, and less enthusiastic, who would 
rather haTe seen him ruined, than raised from bed : or 
suppodng him to haye been half awake, would have ad- 
vised him to reniain in bed, assuring him there was no 
danger? surely not. 

Those ministers commonly called enthusiasts, are 
called so because they tell men the truth, without re- 
gard either to their frown or favour. 

This address was well received. We had many meet- 
ings afterwards. I hope several became sound believers 
in Jesus. 

Sir Thomas was no more drawn aside from the ways 
of God by « giddy world ; he acted a decided part as a 
Christian, and many years after Sell asleep in Jesus, to 
awake on the sho^re oif eternal rest and day.

PART I. 

RvM Ait Birth to h't leaving Butiiutt. 

I WIS bom B few mile* noith of London. My kibei 
WB9 B brick maker. Neither he nor mj inotiwr could 
read a word; conaeqaently tbey pnt no valoe on educa- 
tion, bat allowed tbeir cblldren, poOT tbingil to grow 
up aa if^orsnt as tanges. Ingleud of employing hit 
leisure boura In reading, or Instructing his children in 
something nnful to himself or bi« family, my father ge- 
nerally spent his leisure boon In the pabUc-bouie, witb 
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companions druukea and ignonmf tike himself. While 

he thus squandered away his money, his family at home 

were starring. When he came to us in the evening he 

was generally in a state of intoxication, and used my 

mother and us extremely fll. Sometimes when weeping 

for want of our supper, he would in a passion kick us to 

the door, and desired us to get hread where we could 

find it. By this harsh treatment, we began to hate 

home, and to roam about the streets or fl^ds pilfering 

and stealing continually. What a curse to a family to 

have such a monster for a father ! He n^ver went to 

church or meeting, nor ever desired any of his children 

to go. He never mentioned to us the approach of a 

day of judgment, or that there was a world to come. 

None of us knew that we were accountable to God for 

our actions — if we eluded the observation of men, our 

conduct gave us no uneasiness. 

' Our family was not singular ; many around us were 

involved fai the same misery, and from the same cause, 

tile beastly and cruel behaviour of fathers. However 

there were esGceptions. The family which lived next 

(Ror'to us, was a* happy family indeed. The father, 

though he did not earn so much as ours, laid all - his 

money out for the comfort of his household. — All his 

children were well clothed, they attejided school, and he 

generally amused himself in the evening by hearing 

them read their little books. I recollect my fa1|ier, 

poor man ! gibing this man^ery mdch, because he'wouM 

. not join him in a pot of porter, and I heard him reply, 

that he had twenty times more pleasure in associating 

with his family than tipling in the ale-house, and would 

not accompany him. This man's children frequently 

asked me if I could read, upon which I would give a 

slgnificfuit shake of my head. They would sometiMes 

bold up the book before my face, and say, Read that 
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word: wheA I could no^th^y laughed: but they ought 
zather to have wept for me. 

About the time I entered my twelfth yetir^ my £&ther 
was taken veiy ill. , It began with a severe coLd, caught 
by lying out all night when in liquor^ and ended in a 
consumption. He sometimes professed regret for his. 
barbarous treatment of his wife and cbildren, but he 
died as ignorant of the world to whidi he was going as 
any heathen. 

My mother had not sixpence in the house when my 
father expired. Some benevolent people who Uved near 
us, hearing of our drcumstances, gave us a liberal supply. 
In aiew days, we were all talcen upon the parish, and 
put to scho^y and all of us made rapid progress in read- 
ing. 

Some of my former companions with whom I uaed to 
spend whole days in sauntering about the fields met me 
one day as I was going a message for the schoolmaster. 
They pretended to pity me for being obliged to attend 
school, saying I was a poor prisoner, that I could not go 
a-fishing as formerly. Upon this I tools out my spelling- 
book, and desired the oldest to read ^ me the word to 
which I pointed. Poor fellow, he could not. I told 
him 1 could read the whole page, and hoped soon to be . 
able to read any book that came in my way, and I was 
taught these things at school, and had time to play too. 
After all, they prevailed upon me to accompany them 
for two or three hours, after which I went upon the 
message I was s^t. On reflecting upon my conduct, I 
was certain of my master's displeasure, and knew not 
how to face him. — ^When I came near the house, I had 
not courage to venture in. I stopped short to consider 
what reason I should give. I thought I durst not give 
the real one, but must devise a fib. Accordingly I re- 
solved to say that a gentleman in Moorfields who had 



known my father, asked me to dinner. He law by my 
countenance I was deceiving^ him, and peremptorily de- 
manded the truth. Finding I was discovered, I gave hfm 
a true statement. He assured me that the lie I had told 
was a much greater crime than that which it was in- 
tended to cover. 

He ihformed me that God hated liars, that in the end 
of the world he would cast them from his presente into 
a lake burning with fire and brimstone. To deter me 
£rom ewr repeating the crime, he gave me a complete 
drubbing, likewise advised me to remember the caution 
^venby the wisest of men ** When sinners entice thee, 
consent thou not." The moment, said he, that you 
meet any of your old companions, be sure to walk on 
the oppCMite side of the way^ and run off as fast as you 
can. By continuing to do so for some time, tbfty will 
soon forget you, and trouble you no more. 
* I resolved to take my teacher-^s advice, and for some 
months put my resolution into practice, and my old 
wicked comrades soon forsook me. 

Upon leaving the work-house, I was bound apprentice 
to a baker in Bishopsgate-street, who used me v^ry " 
kindly ; but the way in which he conducted his business 
completely eflEiBced every good disposition which I had 
imbibed while at school. The Lord's day was our 
busiest day, being obliged both to bake and to oversee 
the roasting of meat, for what people called their 
Sunday dinners ; so that I did not attend pubUc- worship 
once in a year. And, shocking to tell ; many religtous 
kind of people sent their meat to be baked on the Sabbath, 
who did ilot send a bit all the week round, except on 
that day, and these people say they do it from a reli- 
gious principle, to allow their servants to go to church, 
as if the souT of a poor balcer boy was less valuable than 
the soul of their servant. Such will rather contribute 



to Um ruin of the KMilg ofbaken, than tate a cold dinner 
upontbeSaMUta, Nodoubtgisny good people did It heed' 
tenly, beoune It «bs cuatomai? ; but, ho^vet tbef did 
It, It WBs a gKKi vtolatloD of tlie fonrtli (xnDmaiulinent, 
•ad an set of great cnieltf . Were jt not for tku cus- 
loiD, tutd that of wishing warm rolls and muffins for 
biealt&it, bakers would have little more temptalioa to 
work en the Sabbath than tallarB, or any other trades- 
men. But there aie so man; people who make a god of 
their belly. It li not probable the pntcUce will soon be 
discontinued. 

A^ apprentkeihipwM not half fiaisbed belbn I bad 
almost fM^t there was a God who itigned. My chief 
happinen amae ftom dhendon and drinking. I had 
neither time nor tsite to read. When I ht^pened to 
bare a few lelmie hours, I was like a lion let loose, 
doing all the mischief I could, and was ftequenUy taken 
up by the watchman, and kept In custody till next morn- 
ing. .Instead of assisting my mother in her Indigence, I 
seized erery thing belonging Id her I txHild h^ my bands 
on, and no doubt was the means of teinging hm gKj 
hair) with sorrow-to the grave.

Mr maitei at length b^an to observe my riotou* 
diqNjrition, and gave ms seretal aerere checbi for It. 
He frequently threatened to dlichai^ me from hl> 
empk^ ; but lo extremely hardsDed was I becMne, that 
I nied to laugh at Mm the ioitan^ he had done q)eakuig 
to 'me. At last he diKharged me u an incorrigible 
plofligate. Thin I was cast upon the world without B 
Mend, or means of support. Not being able lo pnwnn 
■ master, Ibi want of a character, 1 entered on board a 
man of war, as my only lesouice, fen I did not like tiM 
army. Here I was plunged into the perfection of wicb- 
eduets, but not one on board exceeded myself. We 
soon sailed for the West Indies, where we lost a number 
of our hands by the fever in h few weeks. Sometimes 
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I woald have fnivate fnxs, hsat I 8ho«ld be swept off hy 
the eontogioB) and go to hell $ bat a^lbw miiiotes^'coft- 
venattott vith my oonuadeft remored my unweloeme 
quahns of cooeciencey and I thought^ as I was young 
and slout, I bad a good ehanoe of etcaptog the ivarf of 
thenaladj. 

I had only bean a few days on boaad «f Mp when I 
was oompletely tired of a sailor's Ufa. 1^ be ^vdered 
to taka in the tO|»ail at anidnigfat, and in the hi^ght of a 
atonsy woW tame any man, and disgust him Ibr ever 
wHh the sea. When cliagiiig- to the^yant-aiiiP'wi^ 
ht^idft and feet, feaitng every • moment *to 'be-MowH by 
the oect blast into the ocean, and bariediitt-awati^ 
grave, without a friend to bewail m<^ lOsftf^Ut^ sudi 
sitttatioas, I have often lefleeted on tfae^ollyof tboae 
iaeoDsUeiate youths^ who by vea^ng voyages t»'di«t<r«ft 
laadsp became madly fond af goiogdo ae4, and feraist^ 
their paipoae, in spite of all the tenderiamoiiitrinbeirtdf

little to windward, bearing down upon os. We got 
every thing ready for action, when in a few miiiates slie 
hoisted French colours and gave us a broadside, which 
we readily returned. Early in the action one of my 
companions was mortally wounded at my side ; he said 
he had been a wiclced wretch, that now the vengeance 
of God had overtalcen him. His strength, in conse- 
quence of the loss of blood, soon went from him and he 
CQUld cry no more, but his ghastly terrific loolcs bespoke 
a storm within. .No attention was paid him, because 
all perceived he was incurable, wherefore he was left to 
expire where he fell. Another young man, worlcing ^t 
' the same gfun with myself, got his right leg shot away 
in a moment > his cries were also shocking. In shout. 
In less than half an hour, the whole vessel was fiUed 
with the noise of oaths and groans ef wounded and 
dying men. It really was a scene of horror. At last 
the Frenchman bore away, and we were not in a condi- 
tion to loUow him. Many on board became veiy 
thoughtful after this battle, and several wne observed 
secretly reading the Bible for some days after, but these 
impressions loon wore off, and they became as ^d as 
ever. As for myself, immediately after the battle, I 
retlved to a corner of the ship, and thanked God for my 
preservation, which was almost the first time I had 
pray6d from my leaving th^ hospital. But alas ! my 
goodness was like the morning cloud and early dew 
that soon pass away, for I did not repeat prayer to 
God, though we were daily in danger of a similar 
action, and wha could tell but the next encounter, 
would send my soul to the tribunal of Jesus-^but 
no dangler, not even the eertein prospect of imme- 
diate deaths can change a man's heart, can cure 
a man of the love of sin : in short, nothing less than the- 
Almigh^ grace of God cayn perform such a work*

Had they not been chained to 
the ship, I am ^ure they wotdd have all leaped into the * 
sea* 

I asked one day of a pleasant looking black boy/ who 
could talk a little broken English, what that woman 
chained to the opposite side of the ship, was saying to 
her neighbour at present, with a flood of tears running 
down her black cheeks. She speaking about her chil- 
dren at' Africa. She say, me never, never, see dem any 
more. They cry for rice, me no there to give any. My 
babby cry for suck, me no there to give any. My hus- 
band look the woods, he no find me. What me do T 
What me do ! No more see liim ! No more hear him 
speak. The little boy wept when he repeated he^ words,- 
and said, Me never see home neither. 

When we arrived at Barbadoes, a few trusty slaves 
were sent on board, to converse with the new comers, 
and to assure them they would meet with tender treat- 
ment. They whispered into the ears of many, that they 
would recommend them to kind masters, who would 
feed them well, and not overwork them. As these 
slaves spoke their Own language, and were in &ct their 
countrymen, their visit seemed to raise the spirits of 
most on board. But one negro, seemingly of uncom- 
mon tender feelings, enquired if ever she would return 
to Africa. Befng answered she would not tiU she dted^ 
immediately she sprung overboard into the water, and 
though it was the harbour, not a boat was at hand to 
pick her up before she perished. Several made similar 
attempts, but were prevented.

Th& f^bful afifectionate address had a marve\rous 
influeiioe on my mind. 1 trembled he^re Mm', t as- 
sured him I hkl been a v^ry wicked, thoughtless wretch ; 
that these momentous matters had never come 
under my review, except ^uite in a transient way ; 
that I now perceived a mighty importance In them ; that 
I beMevMtiie taost prodigious miseiy awaited the major- 
ity td madkiiid, for tbdy were living without Crod, and 
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without hojpe in the world, t begged tittb to pn^ for 
me. Said he, attend to what I say from ' the %btd^F 
God, "Believe in the Lord Jesus' Christ aad tliOu shiiilt 
be saved.'^ O, said I, Sir, I believe in tb^ Lord Jeso^;

On this we went to prayer, wfaeh tire ^<f^^diiJMb 
soldier, with a flood of tears thanlced hik he&veiity Pafbi^ 
for making me willing to become a subject of hlSlSott^s 
kingdom in this da^ of his power. He prayed tlitlif 'ti^ 
faith might be strengthened and confirmed ; that t iril^t 
be kept stedfastly adhering to Jesus in the hour oftdttp- 
tation; that God would honour me to spreadr'iiMt>ad 
the savour of his sweet Dame ; and that I miglrt be 
instrumental in turning many from darkness unto liglrt. 

Tlie black boy sat all this tim^ fn the greatest 
astonishment; he could not conceive wherefore 1 
trembled and wept, nor what we were aboiit when ift 
kneeled to pray ; indeed, he could not conceive to WlfoM 
the soldier was speaking when lie prayed; lie 'sa^'lie' 
was not speaking to me, nor to any visible pefsOnf iiffbe 
room, this quite alarmed him. Having no Ifiiiif -df' a 
Supreme Being, who is In every place, he did ndllttow 
that God was present, and heard everf word spdkeB to 
him in^ prayer. After we rose iVom our kne^, the %oy 
begged to be allowed to depart, but the soldier teq^estMi 
him. to stay, and he would explain what' he had lieiiD 
about. The boy consented, and the soldier proeeeded 
to speak to him to the following (lurport i 
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My dear boy, you come from a country where tbe 
great God, the Creator of heaven and earth, is not known. 
That sun, that is now sliining, was not made by man^ 
no man can get up to it, it is not alive, and it could not 
make itself ; but there is a being, made known to men 
by the name of God, who never began to live, who fills 
every place we can see, and every place we can think of, 
and every place beyond what we can think of or 
suppose, with his presence. He made out of nothing, 
the sun, moon, and stars, that mighty ocean over which 
you have crossed, also Africa which you lately left. He 
made and supports all the people, beasts, buds, fishes, 
tiees, and e^ery thing it contains. He sees what every 
one is about, he sees their hearts, knows all their 
thoughts, and hears all their words. He provides their 
ibod and raiment, they were born at the time he ap- 
pointed, they die at the moment he determined from 
eternity. 

He made this world about six thousand summers ago. 
He made it for the use of man whom he loved, but the 
very first man he made rebelled against him, and ren- 
dered himself, and all his children, unholy and unhappy. 
But God had such great love to us, that he determined 
to send his own Son in our nature, to save us from this 
miseiy; this he told to Adam, the first man, a short 
time after he had sinned against him. Adam was very 
glad, I assure you, to hear that a deliverer was to cohie 
in the days of his children, to die for the sins of men. 

Here the boy stopped him, and in<iuired how he came 
to know all these things, for, said he, we never heard of 
one of theip in my country. The soldier told them that 
was because they had not the book which, blessed be 
God, said he, I hold in my hand. It is, my dear boy, 
the Bible, or the book published by the God of heaven, 
for the instruction and salvation of the world. Tbe 
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simple boy then asked if all white men and women and 
children read day and night in that book of their God.„ 
No, my dear, said the soldier, God has many despisers 
among white people, many who laugh at what he says, 
others, though they do not laugh at what God says, 
they do not obey what he desires them. And what does 
€rod do to such people ? He is veiy patient and tender 
with them, so long as they are in this world, by his 
goodness to lead them to repentance ; but when they 
die wicked, he casts them into a lake that bums for ever 
with fire and brimstone, from which none can deliver; 
even God's own Son will not say one word, in their 
favour through all eternity. 

O that is awfiil ! said the boy, it must be terrible 
indeed, to fall into the hands of such a God. Can no- 
body resist God ? said he. No ; ten thousand worids 
of men and angels could not resist his infinite- power iox 
half a moment, none can thunder like th^ Almighty. 
O, said he, these things make me tremble. Does he 
take any notice of me ? O yes, he is God of the whole 
earth ; he made you and has kept you alive evier since, 
and yon shall one day stand before him to be judged. 

what shall I do then ? said the black boy, weeping ; 

1 am a poor ignorant boy, tell me someUiing about God's 
Son, whom you said, was come to save the world. Has 
he never come yet? Yes, he came about 1806 years 
ago, wat bom in Judea, a country in Asia, which is far 
from ^lis. How did they know that he was the Son of 
God ? A, very proper question, said the soldier, and God 
has been very attentive from the banning of the world 
to satisfy us about that point. For hundreds of years 
before he was bom, God sent good men every now and 
then, to foretel all about his Son. Some foretold of 
what family Jesus (for that was the Saviour's name) 
was to come.} otheni told when he was to come ; otheri 
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told ^e very town wherein be wns to be born ; others 
related his whole history as plainly as if they had seen 
him, and kept company with him all the time he was In 
the world. At the very time^ in the veiy village, and in 
the very manner foretold, the Son of God was bom into 
the world ; thousands of angels, who are inhabitants of 
a different world from us, and who live very near to God, 
appeared that night as the heralds of Jesus, to announce 
his arrival. During his residence amongst us, he taught 
the suhlimest doctrines, exemplified the profoundest ho- 
liness, performed the most amazing miracles, such as 
giving sight to the blind, feet to the lame, life to the 
dead, and all these he wrought by the word of his mouth. 
He spoke, and they were done. 

Then I suppose^ said the boy, every person would fall 
down to worship and adore him. No, said the soldier, 
the world hated him because he was holy, and because 
he condemned their bad works, and commanded them to 
repent and so confess their iniquities. Such was their 
hatred to him, that they persecuted him daily, till at 
last they got him condemned to die one of the most 
shameful, cruel, and painful deaths which ever was in* 
vented ; death upon a cross, in which, iron bolts were 
driven through the hands and feet of the sufferer, and 
thus were they fastened to the cross, which was then 
suspended in the air, or raised up, and the torture upon 
this occasion . must have been terrible. • 

Seeing be was the Son of God, said the boy, could he 
not have prevented all this from coming upon him. Yes 
said the soldier, he had not only po^^er in himself to do 
it, but he had legions of angels at his command, an indi- 
vidual of whom could have dashed the world.in a thou- 
sand pieces, had Jesus only desired .him ; but that waa 
the very end why he came into this world, to die for 
the sins of it. He was delivered into the hands of

I saw by the veiy countenance of the- boy, that he 
was all along drinking in these i^arvellous truths, thai 
the great Interj^ter, one among a thousand, was talk- 
ing of these thiags concerning Jesus, an^ teaching them 
to him, for tenor lleW into his fiaee,' and sweet serenity 
and Joy succeeded. His first worI now was, O I believe 
that Jesus Wi^ the jSbn of God, th^ Saviour of nnnen.

Mr failh wu very soon put to the tent, for we bad 
only been a foilaight at Barbadoei, v-ben our frigate 
hove in tight, end the Instsat she ancbored 1 wo* ordered 
on board. My old compaJilons nccoilfd me tn their 
Oiual rougb way, but every oath Uiey uttered Went io 
my heart like a dagger. I besaugbt tbem to ceaie 
■wearing, or their com|iany would be extremely offenilve 
(o me. They |Mid no attention to tbis odmiuiltion, inp- 
poalng I was certainly In JMt, but I BKored ibem I ma 
in good earneit, What, Eaid they, an you become a 
neibodist Aat^ you left us ? No, raid I, I am beomie 
aCbrUtlan. Aie not all of iis Christians! No, not 
one; there is not a Cbriellan on board, or lie has be- 
come one sinee I left you. ChristJanal andyetiwear? 
iBipoalble ! A Christian is a disciple of the meek and 
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lowly Jesus ; Jesus never swore^ and every disciple 
must be like his master. Ay, ay, said they» where have 
you got all this religion ? he's preaching to us ere he be 
well on board ; fetch him the parson's surplice there, 
Jack, and dress him like his trade ; the ship will become 
a methodist chapel in a trice ; bring him a hymn book, 
and be sure not to forget the prayer book, for he can't 
be without that. In this way they continued gibing me 
the whole day, and I should certainly have fallen under 
their jeers and scofis, had I not recollected Heb. xi. 36. 
where we are told of some persons who had trial of a>iel 
mockings, of whom, it is added, the world was not 
worthy. The word trial made a deep impression on my 
mind. Trial, what of ? thought I, of their faith in God, 
of their love to God. Then if I be ashamed of Jesus 
and his cause, because I meet with mockings on account 
of it, I cannot be a Christian, and Jesus elsewhere says 
he will be ashamed of such before his father. These, 
and many other meditations made me pluck up courage 
decidedly to prdTess Jesus before my wicked comrades. 
Some of them asked me one day what I should do 
when a shower of French bullets came. I assured them 
I would trust in the living God, and then they would 
not harm me. What said one, ^on't they blow out your 
brains } Though they should, it would, only be sending 
me home to mj Father's house. Ay, said another, you 
are of a mind with the negroes here, who think they 
shall return to Africa when they die. No, sisiid I, I believe 
1 shall then go to a better country than any upon which 
that son shines, even to a heavenly, where Jesus reigns 
before his ancients gloriously, where the' wicked cease 
from troubling, and where the weary are at re^. I also 
do honestly declare to you that I have a niuch stronger 
desije to depart and be with my Saviour, than to re- 
main in this poor world to a good old age. So yoy are 
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tifed of life, said anotber, tii6ii*we had better toss yoa 
overboard at once. FrieAd, I am trilling to lire here 
during the Lord^s pleasure, and I hope to be as willing 
to die, when he shall call me hence. I know Jesus in 
whom I have believed, is able to keep what I have com- 
mitted to him against his second coming. When is that 
to be ? (said a seaman on the outside of the circle^ 
for now we were surrounded by many who were curious 
to hear our conveisation.) Said I, firiend, I cannot 
answer you that question ; the heavens at present retain 
him, but they shall only do so till the time of the restitu- 
tion of all things, then shall they open, and then he 
shall descend in flaming fire, to take vengeance on them 
that know not God, and obey not the gospel. Then 
shall every eye present see him, we shall all be judged 
by him, and depend upon it, bis judgment shall be just. 
1 beseech you now to kiss the Son, before he be angiy^ 
and ye perish for ever. He is now willing and able to 
save unto the uttermost all that come unto God through 
him. 

Upon my concluding this address, one of tiie seamen 
on tiie outside stood up upon a g^n, calling out to us 
who were in the centre, llmbthy has, my lads, the right 
side of the question ; he has brought to my reeoliectioii 
what my mother used to tease me about, when I was a. 
boy, and Vm persuaded, had I Attendedto her counsel, 
I should not have been on board this prison €£ a ship to 
day. I brieve if Timothy Hves up to these principles, 
he will be the happiest man in Ute ship ; I am persuaded 
none of us will be truly happy till we think about these 
things ; I confess before you all that I have neveir been 
happy since I was a bc^, and 1 assure you that frequently 
when I am singing these songs that have affi>ided so 
much sport on board, I have had a veiy sad heart, I see> 
a darlr doud continually faianging over futurity. I'm

Next morning most of the crew assembly at the ap* 
pointed hour. I begiui by referring to themselves if I 
had not been as wicked a wretch as any on board, t 
then told. them the means by which God effected my 
flange of heart ; I told them what I believed to be 
truth concerning Ood, man, the world, judgment, hea^ 
ven, and hell. Th^y listened for more than an hour, 
with wonderful attention, and separated with great 
seriousness visible on every countenance. Several of 
them came singly to me, and iifterwards conversed about 
eternal things,' and I hope not a few were at that time 
touched with the word. More than a dozen of us used 
afterwards to meet morning and evening for reading the 
^criptarei^ I am persuaded several were added to the 
kingdom of Christ by our reading of his word upon these 
occasions. 

In a few days many of the crew caught the yellow 
fever, which spread with fury through the ship. Now 
death stared. us all in the face. All who yveie in the 
-fever sent ibr me,' and I was happy to find that each^of 
them iiad been thoughtful about his soul. The, general 
iwHury amongst the dying was, What shall we do., to be 
sated ? : I simply read the Scriptures to these, .adding.a 
few remarks as we went along.- Ten, or twelve .djle^, 
•and there wo^ hppe^in most of their deaths. I caiight 
the fevw wlule attending them, and God for his own 
honoar taid glory^gave me great consolation during my 
affliction.; he mercifully recovered mie, and piled my 
mouthr wltlkr«oBg»of deliverance. -- 

After. remaining upon the West India station for a 



coofldeTBble Ume, we were ordered home. The pros- 
pect of teeing Bp^buid OOM tome wm truly plearant to 
me. After b fine pssaage, we arrived at Rymoutb, all 
well. Tbe Caplsln had bo moch confldence in me, that 
he peiDiltted me to visit JiOndoD, to ej)^^i^ vfter my 
brotheit and sisfers, but I could olttain no Infonnalton 
coneeralog them foi lome tlmB. However, continuing 
iDf warcb, I at lait fell In wllh one of my brothers, who 
took me to nty other brethren and tillers. The; were 
oil totsl ilrangnt to rcdeemlDg lore. I gaie Ih^n my 
whole hlstoty, and exhorted Ibeni warml}' to r^ff-ji^e 
won) of God every leisure hour. Som( 
cjally my sliteta, sold tbey would. Having spent* 
dkys with them In London, I wn^ obliged (o deport for 
my dilp, as (be was on tb« e<re of leaving Plymouth te

Ha«f»g Mred ^lodglBi; tn- tho si^rU<tf'<i«e 
town, and piotiU«l ewvy tiiing Mquistte lair Myneeom- 
modatton, I liMind my ovty want was a pre^r seteeiion 
of books iMrbich I had neglected to carry wiUi me Ifom 
Engiand, and tUs I eould not j^roome where I was, be- 
caiase motrt of the books they had for sale were etth^ 
German or French, none of which languages wete so 
familiar to me as to read them wiHi ease and pleasure. 

Sauntering through the town one day,- 1 observed a 
book-stall; upon examining its contents, the only 
BngUsh book it contained was an eld BiblO) which I 
purchased, merely because it was English, having «t 
tliat time little acquaintance with Its contents, and. no 
desire to increase it. 

From my ignorance of the language, I could not 
amtise myself with conversation, and possessing no oflfer 
book that I could read, but the Bible, ProHddeBoe 
seemed to'shut me up to investigate the feith of Ohri^.: 
I read a portion of it daily, and many passages -made me 
pause and think. I bega^to perceive the*pen of divi<- 
Bityin the Mosaic history. I saw a coii^istenQr $M 
inimitable' simplicity in his account 'brtfie O'eatlon of 
^e heavens and tho'ear^. FfiUosophM theories, on 
this subject, appeared fike tlie tales of children, compared 
with "his eocount ; they fell befofe it as Dagon before the 
'.ark. 

In ten or twelve months, I aequited consideralif 
fedlity in speaking the language of the country. But^ 
ing one of my pleasure-walks, I accidenttilly met with 
All old Lnthertsin gentleman «tting on the banks. of a 
beautlfol Hver, reacHhg the Scriptures. I sat down isy his 
side, and Introduced a conversation by remarliiiig the 
grajudeor of the suirounding scenery, the stupendou^ ^ 
ness of the rocfee, the loftiness and apparent an'tiqui;^ 
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of the traoS) the seienity of the aitmoipherej^ imd the bar* 
mony of the music -which sounded from the Hfoods. On 
all these topics he talked with fluent rapture, but added, 
if there be no serenity and peace within, Sir, (pointlng^ 
to his brow) none of these grand objects can possibly 
entertain us: without this, all will appear gloomy as 
Greenland, or steril as the mountains of Siberia ! Many 
a day (continued be) bare I sat on that rock with my 
' flute, struggling to banish anxious thought, but it burst 
in upon me like an irresistible torrent, and continued to 
do so in spite of the beauty and g^ety around, till God 
manifested his own excellence and glory, by means of 
the book I hold in my hand. Pray what book is that ? 
said I, pretending ignorance of its contents. The book^ 
Sir, is the word of God : it described my ebavacter and 
feelings with mathematical accuracy : it laid open my 
heart: it expressed all my fears, and revealed a remedy 
perfectly suited to my circumstances. And pray, what 
was that remedy? said I. Sir, it was the Son of God, 
who came into the world to save sinners, even the chief. 
Had you never heard of him Iwfore ? O yes. Sir, a 
thousand times, but I no more ooasidered what I heard 
of him, than children could consider an adcUesa made to 
them in Hebrew* Having a philosophic toraof vdad, 
■) followed phantoms instead of realities, instead of 
things pf everlasting moment. I never thought of 
Christianity but to find fault with it; and associated 
only with people possessing similar principles with my- 
self ; men who acknowledged Rousseau, Voltaire^ and 
sw^ enemies of God and godliness, as their only apos- 
tles. But God, in the abundance of his mercy and 
grace in Christ Jesus, plucked me as a brand from the 
burning. He opened mine eyes to see wondrous things 
in his law. Then turning to me, with ah anxious but 
placid countenance, he said. Sir, you are a^oung niaD> 
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and IpecoaiTe;ouBieB*tmiger, but the goepet wfaldi 
1 believa and ^1 teacberme to Bmluace eYei; man ai 
taf brother. Allow me to utiae you, that that bootc 
contaiiulheoalypflifsctdeBcr^tionuftbe human heart 
extant ; it alooe can cure the mlsei; of the niind, re- 
mavis the Teil from a future world, b; bringing life and 
Incomiption to light. In abort, without the knowledge 
and belief of It, eterf man must remain a total strangei 
to liue happlneu. Indeed, Sir, It would require an ags 
to detail the (leaaure it contains. 1 eantefitly ie«om- 
mend it to your partlcnlar atudj', 

I expteued m; penuaiion of hli dnceiitr and friend- 
ship, ud thanked Mm for hli good Intentions, whlist I 
assured him I was beginning to peruse the sa«red 
volume, which to mj shame was somewhat new to ma, 
and man J puts of It rather obscure, but 1 hoped to make 
progress. The good old man was wonderfully g;at4fied 
to heoi me speak resyectfullj f>f the Soiptures.

IIatino enquired of tbe old genllaman bow be ob- 
bilaed theae views of things, he gave tbe roUowing sc- 
couut. M; mlud, nld he, was flnt led to consider tbeie 
thing! dndng H Udlous confinement witb a broken leg. 
A f^ months sHar m; confinement commenced, mj 
<dd compKnions became fb^thil of me, wblcb mortified 
me nut a iiltle, »s I appeared once to stand ler; high In 
theii esteem. This clrcamstance led me lo constder tbe 
nature of tbat bond which linked us together, and wu 
w> easilr broken. I perceived it was not founded on 
anj' exalted principle, thtit It was only permsaent while 
■elf-interest seemed reclprocall]' lo be promoted. With 
disgust I turned from m; old principles in search of 
better, but I knew not where tbey were to be found. 
'fhougfa I had often a^ued against Scripture principles, 
I never bad eiamlned the book &om whence the; were 
taken. I thetelore resolved to cause m}- servant lo read 
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9 portion of the Bible to me daily. ,The fonnatioii of 
the world as therein described^ seemed the most rational 
account I had ever heard of that inte.resting fact. In 
shorty the whole of that book demonstrated its divine 
original. As a son resembles his father, or an impres* 
sion the seal firom whence it was taken, so does this 
book its author. The doctrines and laws which it 
teaches will appear to every candid enquirer^ so far 
superior to human fabrication, that he will not hesitate 
to Bsotibe them to a heavenly source. When such a 
discovery is made, it leads a man to listen to their con* 
tents with reverence and awe. These became . as an^ 
axe laid to the root of my system ; indeed the ,whol« 
fabric I formerly held, iell before them, without leaving 
a wreck behind. I perceived that all the .proyp^ts 
pointed to Jesus, and, like the 3un of righteousness he 
shone through every page of revelation. 

Whal I read concerning Jesus, God enabled me to 
believe. The revelation of mercy to the miserable, 
through his obedience to the law uf God> and his volun-. 
taiy death for sin, formed a basis of hope, fitted to sup- 
port innumerable generations of believers in him. ' His 
blood, being the blood of God, must be infinitely pre? 
dous ; when its preciousness is discerned and believed, it 
must give instant peace to the sinner. He finds nothing 
left for him to do, but simply to believe the testimony, of 
his God, and to express his gratitude by living in obedi- 
ence to whatever he has commanded. 

I continued my researches after truth during the 
whole of my confinement ; and, blessed be God, I can 
truly say, I found him of whom Moses and the prophets 
did write, even the vaiy Christ. . My comfort com- 
menced with my confide^ ^ Jesua. It has continued to 
this dayjounded upon hii%]^d } cspect God will enabla 
me to hold it fast unto the end of life. 



I migbt have mentioned, tfaftt proTious to tny confine- 
ment, I bad much mental uneasiness, and used daily to 
Irequent this pleasant spot with my flute, if possible to 
banish reflection, and restore my wonted cheerfulness ; 
but the plan did not succeed. I found always ^h un- 
known somethlng'wanting to make me happy. I found 
some temporaty relief in the society of friends whom t 
respected ; but the' moment we separated, my ^uUenness 
returned. 

Irtius, my friend^ have I given you a concise detail of 
my histoiy, so far as it respects my change of principles. 
MViy*lhe LortI bless it to you, Sir. I am generally here 
abouf nc»on. 1 shall be glad to meet you as it suits yoyr 
^nvenience. Here ended our conversation. 

The old man was no sooner gone, than t began to 
muse on the providential way I had fornid so excellent a 
man ; likewise on the simplicity and sincerity which ap- 
peared in his address. 

Then f reflected on the subject of our conversation. 
The impression it made was deep, and my persuasion of 
the'itrlsdom and power of Scripture truth was stronger 
thah ever. I theti took out my Bible which I constantly 
carried in my pocket, and happened to turn to many pas- 
sages of apiece wjth our conversation, and derived much 
pleasure fh>m' perusing them . 

We had freqiieht meetings dnd conversations upon the 
spot, ' I ia&nd the old man a friend indeed to my soul , 
be entered into all my feelings and perplexities. 
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OitB day, after I had been a conridenble lime In dees 
dlitran of mind, I comidained most bitterij to h<in, and 
vitb many lean, that God had completely willidraini 
hli presence, or the light uf his countenance fixHn me ; 
that I bod sought hiiu In pmyer, and eTery other way 
I could think of, but atUl he h)d his face. WeU < there 
ii a cDuie, lald my friend. You soy you diaw near tp 
God, and he will not draw near to you. I au certain 
that that asaeition contradicts one Scripture, James 1(. 
S. And Jesus snys to every man, Look unto me and be 
ye.iaved ; and him that cometh unlo me I will notcail 
off. I rather auqiect you bare been attempting to be 
your own Saviour ; and because you cannot make your- 
self good enongh lo attract or draw down the diTine eye 
toward) yoti, yoii blame God for your distresi. 
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J b^ you will be cautious in making such, reflections 
against God'. Depend upon it^ you are disputing with 
God the gluiy of your salvation, which glory he will not 
give to another. I suppose you expected I would flatter 
you upon this occasion, by saying your fears were all 
groundless, that you are a much better Christian than 
you think youisetf ; but I love truth and you too well 
to speak in such a strain* I perceiTe you ate upo9 slip- 
pery ground ; God is visiting your sins with a rod, and 
your iniquities with chastisements;. it is ymir. duty to 
hear his voice, to oooiess your, sins, and return to the 
Xioni's sacrifice, and he will have men^ upon you for its 
sake, and through this sacrtflca, to oof God, and he will 
ahandaotly pardon. 

.Again, said he, recollect that precious declaration 
coaoerning God. Psa. Ixxxiy. 11. ''That he is a 
son and shield; he giveth gn^ce and gloiy^ and wiU 
withheld no good thing from them that walk uprightly.'' 
Remember, also, that solemn appeal God makes to the 
experience of men. Micah ii. 7» *' Do not my words d^ 
good to hhn that walketh uprightly ?'' Likewise consi- 
der the charge which James brings against some in his 
day : <' Ye ask and receive not, because ye ask amiss, 
to consume it on youF lusts.'' 

Examine and si^e if theie be no sin cleaving to you.; 
no unsubdued lust raging in you ; no evil temper exer^ 
jdsed, no unsuitableness of walk, no duty neglected. Be 
impartial, and no dpubt you will soon flnd out a cause. 
Then look to God, and trust in him for the mortification 
ofit. 

This faithful admonition did me much good. I saw 
that pride, self-will, and hypocrisy, lay at the bottom of 
bU my uneasiness. Though God called to me, only to 
acknowle<%e my iniquity, to confess my sins, and he 
.would in faithfulness and justice for^ve my iniquities, 
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for bis Son's sake, yet I wanted something moie tlian 
Wiwds from God as a ground of opnidenoe and hope% I 
wanted some stamp or impressioB made by bis power 
within me, before I would talce the smallest comfort. 
Howerer, I soon saw, that accoidiDg to the appointment 
of God, this ooidd not exist witliin me, but through £uth 
in Christ, nor could it endure, except while I continued to 
beiiefe. Then the believing contempUtion of the ma- 
jesty, glory, and grace of Jehovah would change me 
Into what I wished. 

These views of things remarkably changed my condi- 
tion. My mind began to soar far higher than usual: the 
personal glory, the perfections of God, became much 
more the subjects of my meditation. The more I saw 
of God in his works, ways, and word, the happier I was. 
I saw in Jesus, the light of his Father's coontenanoe 
lifbed up upon the world. I oould not now venture be*- 
foro God in prayer without considering the rigfateonsness 
of the Lamb as covering me ; Indeed I could not hope, 
lor a bearing but for Jesus' sake. O how glad was 1 to 
know that the divine favour was not mutable like my 
mind or feelings, that it was firm and steady as the re- 
sidence of Jesus in glory. 

Wlien I fell before temptation, I foigot the former 
views of truth which Qod had given me, then I directed 
all my force against one particular corruption. At <me 
time I gained a partial victory ; again it rallied its force, 
and appeared stronger than ever: this would greatly 
-dishearten me : however, I would struggle on, and for a 
while the battle would appear very doubtful : this com- 
bating engaged all my attention, I had no leisure to 
look at Jesus^ and was frequently on the eve of giving 
up tbe contest. At length the Lord in pity would open 
my mind rightly to conceive of the Saviour, one view of 
whom gave a deadly bfow to sin in my heart. In « 
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fNKd, the mora steady^ I kepi in mMoary the tfntb- 
cojaoetning the great Redeemer^ I wes the nore Invul- 
nerable against temptatioB. When I beheld the gk>ry 
of God in the glass of Ciirist, I always felt my mind 
cbaoged into his image^ and the more ol lUagh»y I saw^ 
I grow psoportionably the more like him. 

The Son of God now became truly glorious in my 
ealiBMtiQn: ihe study of bis cbaraeter and work en- 
grossed the wluHe of my time> and feasted my soul the 
whole day. I had neither time nor taste fi;>r company. 
1^ day appeared short as an houri and the week as a 
day.- The hope of eternal life afforded vast pleasnro : 
indeed^ the thought of beii^ in the immediate presence 
of Jesus for oyer and ever, almost overwhekned me with 
joy.- The employment of the greatest statesman or 
warrior^ on whom the eyes of all ciYilized nations w«re 
fixed, appeared quite trifling, as a bringing down the 
mind from boundless and enduring objects, to such as 
were little and transitoiy like the morning doud. 

My Bible was my constant study ; almost eyeiy veise 
appeared an opening into heaven, the: glory of the Ue- 
diator seemed to shine through it. 

I now attempted to communicate ihe knpwledg« of 
Jesus to my servants ; we appropriated several evenings 
in the week, for aeadiDg, and oonveniiig over the Scrip- 
tmea. I likewise gave bints now and then to those 
w^e Uved in Uie netghbouriiood, ol their mortality, and 
those things which should happen to the righteous and 
wicked beyond the grave. Tiiese they took in good 
part. 
. I also began to think of the dreadful state in which 

my relations at home were living without th^ smallest 
concern about the world to come. The hop^ of beU>g 
useful to them was the firstthingtiiat determined me 
to leave my letrtataAd j»tum to England*

Of this he was as ignorant as any Hottentot* ^e had 
no just sense of the evil of <in, Hor did he see any o£ca- 
siofi ibi holiness of heart. |Ie onifonnly taught his 
children that to live honoi^rably in the world> an$l to 
.maintain strict justice in our intercourse, with ~mafiEind> 
was all that God required of us, which must aji^pear to 
every enlightened person dreadful doctrine, most fuii^ous 
counsel, and diametrically opposite to ^he teaching of 
Jesus. ... * 

No wonder then that my fears were excited abo^ut his 
salvation, l^e character of my poor mother was much 
the same as my fother's. Both were rejecting a Saviour, 
and depending on their own good characters for accept- 
tance with God. None Were greater eiiemies to. true 
Scripture doctrine than they were. If a gospel minister 
had preached Christ crucified to their tenants, as the 

•only foundation bf a sinner's hope before God, they Were 
quiie enraged, and il^ndered h)s diaracter ffi every 

'comfmify.* if any puritanidtl book was- inttoduce J tro 
th^)^ house, they Idstanfly ordered tt to be taken n^f. 
Thus they were living like Saul of Tarsus, profedsed 

' friends of Gbd;^ldle oppcidirig the kingdom of his S0)i. 
In ihort their righteousness wa^ but as illihy rags, of no 
retif vrfne as connected with eternity. 

I i<evolved all these things in my mind d thoibsaihd 
times ^ the more I pondered them, I felt the niofe 
uiie<^y b^ remiafflhig ai a'di^tance from tfaeiti ; at length 
I fiied a diy for my departure from tha^ 'country Where 
I had receive my second btirth^ for l^at where I had 
received my fhrst behig. *^

When n&re 
you ottienKin 1 uid be j 1 got you baptized before 
you were a week old. No mattei, I wa* not a CbrUtian 
till about tbe Utter end ol lait jeex. Wbat !, ore not 
we aU Cbrtatiang? If b ilnee lleft homa, for Hum 
tttTelywafnotoneuDdertbtiroof-vhenlleflit. Do you 
not UUnk ma a CbiMian, nld m; fatkar, Terr tendwly 
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•nd lovingly. O no, iathejr, I do not, , If I had, I 
should not have left Switxeriand so soon; but b^ing 
afraid you might die in your present deplorable situation, 
I hastened home to warn you of your danger, and point 
out to you the only way of escape. Pray, said he, point 
,out a more charitable man in the country than I am ; I 
am sure you cannot. Father, pride, or mere humanity, 
or a desire to recommend one's self to th« fav,our of God, 
may prompt a man to all that you do. But that is not all 
.the religion of the Bible, You are conscious yourself, 
that there never was a Christian conversation at your 
■table. Was the grace, compassion, or tender mercy of 
•Ciod, ever the topic, of our table talk? Did we ever 
eonverse of the gloT}', righteousness, or kingdom of Jesua 
Christ ? Never, never. If any of us had been Chris- 
tians, we must have spoken about Christ. iNot that the 
. mere act of speaking about Jesus makes us Christians, 
but a disposition to do it, and delight in it, shews that 
« we are his disciples. 

I do not well understand you JLohn ; define to roe a 
Christian according to your standard. The Bible, 
father, is the standard of character ; it is written by the 
^GoA of troth ; and that book expressly asserts. Except 
a man be born again, he cannot see the kingdom of 
God ; also, if any man be in Christ he is a new creature ; 
that it is not by works of rigfateonsness which we have 
. done, but of God's own mercy he saves us, by the wash- 
.ing of regeneration, and the renewing of the Holy 
Spirit. The Scriptures assure us, that the natural map 
is full of enmity, in his heart, against God, that he does 
not consider himself subject to God's authority. Well, 
(said my father,) I consider myself subject to God's law, 
that God has a right to be my law-giver, leather, I 
hardly ever heard of your consulting God's law to know 
whether a thing was sin or duty, but you geoerally 
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consulted yoar own indioation, pleasare and interest. 
For instance, you do not worship Ck)d in you: family, 
you associate with drunkards and swearers, and all the 
gay and foolish ];^ple about the eouitiy .4>^Bd whole 
dajTs in your house*; if you knew and loved God, you 
would have no taste for their trifling tittle tattle. John, 
said he, }'ou know but little of the world yet, or yon 
would see a nibessity for keeping up a eonxieetion with 
our neighbours. Father, God assores us, (James !▼. 4.) 
that the friendship of the world is enmity against God, 
and that if any man will be the frfetid of worldly people 
he is the enemy of God. Would tt not loc^ very. ID, if 
this country was at war with Prance, and you were seen 
waking oontinually with Frenchmen, and making them 
your bosom friends? would there not be^ reason to 
suspect your loyalty ? Just so unholy peoplA are in 
actual HDbeHion against the God of heaven, they will not 
iiave Jesus the Son of God to reign over them. Is it 
possible, then, that a man possessii^ superi^lfve hwe'lo 
Jesus (which every Christiaif ought to possess) can pi^fw 
the company of his enemies to that of iii» frienda? It is 
not possible. 

But, John, you are very unduuritahle. No, fiither, 
it is no breadi of charity to judge men by their woiks, 
by the evidence they give of what they are, and whom 
they serve. When I see a black man, I condude at 
mtce that he is an Africen, or descended from Africans. 
When I see a swearer o^ a drunkard I have equal, yea, 
more, and better grounds to go upon^ to conduda that 
he is an enemy to God ; for no such man can belong to 
he kingdom: of God. ^

Upon this, I begged the indalgeiioe of the oom^any 
for a few minutes, as I had listened to aJl they had 
to say. This being granted, and a general sileiiee' 
obtained,. I assured tliem I never was more collected 
in mind than at present, nor less tinctured with en- 
thusiasm, nor more open to conviction ; that I could ' 
bear contradiction from a child, if it coidd throw light • 
upon truth. But hear me, Mr. Boyle, addressing 
myself to the oldest person present, I believe that 
all of us are the workmanship of God, and that he 
had some object in view in making us. I believe 
the Scriptures alone can give us information onj 
that point. I perceive that very few consult that 
book for such information. I was long amongst tl^ '* 
class, living lo myself, without considering whether 
I was pleasing God orrthe devil. At last a certain 
occurrence led me to peruse the Bible with consider- 
able attention^ There I discovered that man was 
ruined, and without obtaining an interest in redemp- 
tion, he must be ruined for ever. This discovery 
created immense uneasiness in my mind, which 
continued for some time, tiU I b^eved in Hke Son 
of God for the remission of my sins ; this was suc- 
ceeded by -a serenity, a peace of mind which passes 
all understanding. When I came to believe that 
God loved me, that his Son laid down his life for^ 
me, was it not natural for me to inquire what kind' 
of a IHe God wished me to live ? I found that tb« 
life I was accustomed to live, and which most of ^ 
this company live, was abominable in his si^t. 
Indeed it appeared mean -and contemptible in ray 
own opinion, unworthy an immortal creatttre»— 
Here I was stopped by the gentleman to whom I 
addressed myself saying that 1 insulted the <:oflipany. 
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No; Sir, ask yoarself, as a man of candour, If idle- 
ness, htinting, daricing, feasting, card-playing, and 
such like things, do not consume almost etery 
waking hour of every person present. With a smile, 
he replied, certainly. Well, Sir, do you seriously 
think, that Grod created, and presently supports, man 
for no nohler or more exalted ends than these ? He 
replied, I cannot say. Seeing you confess ignorance 
on this subject, I beg you would, without delay, 
read the word of God for information. It is of 
inconceiTable importance to judge right upon this 
matter. None of us shall be long here, eternity is 
at hand, and depend upon it^ God will judge every 
V man by that word which he has given us. Let any 
of this company think how they shall be able to dwell 
with everlasting burnings. If you fle6 not to the 
Saviour for refuge from them, you are as certain of 
enduring them for ever, as that we are sitting round 
this table. — Upon this some of the ladies fainted, 
and were carried off, which created a considerable 
uproar in the family, and I was condemned by all 
present for rashness and rudeness. After we were 
a little quieted, I enquired if they really wished to go 
to misery blindfold. If what I state be true, you 
must not reflect on me; I am only repeating what 
is true, whether I speak of it or no. If it be false, 
why be afraid of it ? But your own consciences tell 
you there is a day of retribution approaching, and 
ye hate the truth. I beg you to think of a Saviour 
in time ; he is now revealed to you for the remis- 
sion of sins that are past, through the forbearance 
of God. 

Mr. B. on this shrugged up his shoulders, observ- 
ing I was become an odd sort of fellow since I went
